PLAN. 

I. The Namb.*— the MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

II. — The Object. — The sole object is to spread the knowledge of 
Ghrist among heathen and other unenlightened nations. 

III. — The Members. — Persons subscribing one guinea, or more, 
annually — every benefactor making a donation of ten pounds — one of 
the executors, on the payment of a legacy amounting to fifty pounds, 
or upwards ; and Ministers, or other representatives of congregations 
in the country, who subscribe or collect for the use of the Society five 
pounds annually. 

IV. — General Meetings. — To be held annuallv in London, on 
the second Wednesday in May, and oftener, if necessary, to choose a 
Treasurer, Directors, Secretary, and Collectors, and to receive reports, 
audit accounts, and deliberate on what farther steps may best promote the 
objects of the Society. At every such Meeting, one Sermon or more 
shall be preached by one or more of the associated Ministers, and no- 
tice given, as usual, on such occasions. The President for the day 
shall open and conclude the meeting with prayer, and sign the minutes 
of the proceedings. All matters proposed shall be determined by the 
majority of the members present, 

V. — The Direction. — To consist of as many Directors, annually 
chosen out of its members, as circumstances may require. At the first 
meeting, twenty-five shall be elected, with power to associate with 
themselves such additional number as may be judged by them expedient, 
when the extent of the Society is ascertained. Three-fifths, and no 
more, of the Directors shall reside in or near London; where all 
monthly meetings shall be held for transacting the business of the 
Society. Not less than seven shall constitute a board. For greater 
facility and expedition, they may subdivide into Committees for managing 
the funds, conducting the correspondence, making Reports, examining 
Missionaries, directing the Missions, &c. ; but no act of these Commit- 
tees shall be valid till ratified at a monthly meeting. No expenditure 
exceeding lOOL shall be made without consulting all the Directors ; or 
500/. without calling a general meeting of the subscribers. Annual

Subscribers of 10/. or upwards, and benefactors of 100/. or more> may 
attend, if they please, with the Directors, at any of the monthly meet- 
ings. On any emergency, the Directors shall call a general meeting of 
the Society, to whom their arrangements will be submitted ; nor shall 
they enter upon a new Mission till they obtain the general concurrence. 

VI. — ^Thb Funds — arising from donations, legacies, subscriptions, 
collections, &c., shall be lodged, as soon as collected, in the hands of 
the Treasurer. The Directors shall place in the public funds all monies 
so paid, whenever they exceed 300/., until they are required for the use 
of the Mission, except it appears to them prejudicial to the interests of 
the Society. 

VII. — Salaries. — ^The Secretary shall receive such a salary as 
the Directors may appoint ; but the Directors themselves shall transact 
the business of the Society without any emolument. 



At the Annual Meeting, held the 12th of May, 1824, 

Resolved, That a Copy of the Fundamental Principle, adopted at 
the First Annual Meeting in Mav, 1796, be printed at the end of the 
Plan. 

FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLE, 

As the union of Christians of various denominations, in carrying 
on this great work, is a most desirable object ; so to prevent, if possible, 
any cause of future dissension, it is declared to be a fundamental prin- 
ciple of the Missionary Society, that its design is not to send Presby- 
terianism. Independency, Episcopacy, or any other form of Church 
order and government, (about which there may be difference of opinion 
among serious persons,) but the glorious gospel of the blessed God to 
the heathen ; and that it shall be left (as it ought to be left) to the 
minds of the persons whom God may call into the fellowship of his 
Son from among them, to assume for themselves such form of Church 
government as to them shall appear most agreeable to the word of God. 



At the Annual Meeting, held the 14th of May, 1812, 

Resolved, That those Ministers in the Country, who are annual 
subscribers, or whose congregations send an annual collection to the 
Society ; and all Presidents, or principal officers, of Country Auxiliary 
Societies, who may be in London occasionally, shall be Directors pro 
tempore, and be entitled to meet and vote with the Directors, 



At the Annual Meeting, held the 15th of May, 1828, 

Resolved, That the Treasurer and Secretaries be, ex officio, entitled 
to meet and vote with the Directors of the Society.

THE RIGHT HONOURABLE SIR GEORGE GREY, Bart., 

IN THE CHAIR ; 

An Abstract of the Report of the Society's Proceedings for the past 
year having been read by the Rev. Arthur Tidman, the follow- 
ing Resolutions were severally moved, seconded, and unani- 
mously adopted by the Meeting : 

On the Motion of the Rev. Dr. Bennett, of London, seconded by the 
Rev. Thomas Moseley, A.M., Rector of St. Martin's, Birming- 
ham : — 

Resolved, 

I. ** That the Report, of which an abstract has been read, be adopted, printed, 
and circulated ; that this Meeting receives, with devout and grateful pleasure, the 
conclusive evidence which that statement affords of the successful progress of the 
Society's Missions in its various and extended fields of labour ; that it offers its 
congratulations to the friends of the Society throughout the empire, on the encou- 
raging amount of success which has attended their recent efforts to augment its 
permanent annual income ; and feels peculiar gratification at the honourable part 
sustained by the Mission churches in the accomplishment of this important object ; 
and this Meeting, ascribing all the glory and past success to God alone, and ear- 
nestly imploring the continued and increased communications of the Holy Spirit, 
as the oidy source of prosperity in this sacred cause, hereby renews its solemn 
pledge, by unremitting and enlarged exertions, to promote the extension of the 
Gospel throughout the world.'' 

On the Motion of the Rev. Dr. Morison, of London, seconded by the 
Rev. George Smith, of Plymouth: — 

Resolved, 

II. "That while, with the deepest and most affectionate sorrow, this meeting 
records the martyrdom of their enterprising and devoted Missionary, the Rev. 
John Williams, it bows with silent submission to this solemn expression of the 
will of God ; yet, under this awful and mysterious dispensation of his wise and 
holy Providence, still confiding in his love, this meeting fervently prays that he 
vrill make the wrath of man to praise him, avenging the death of his faithful 
servant in the future triumphs of His mercy over the benighted minds and savage 
spirits of his murderers. That while this meeting most sincerely deplores the loss 
m a leader in the Missionary enterprise so justly end^^&ted to t\i« ^m^^n'ai c;V^Y^^

no less than to the members of the Society he served, yet, depending upon that 
grace which was so highly magnified in his life and labours, this meeting cherishes 
the assurance that the exalted Saviour will qualify and call forth others to carry 
forward to higher and nobler triumphs that blessed enterprise in which his faithful 
servant fell. That to the bereaved wife and children of the devoted Missionary, 
this meeting presents the expression of its tenderest sympathy and the assurance 
of its unchanging affection, trusting that their agonising affliction will be alleviated 
by' the well sustained assurance that the God of the martyr will be the Judge of 
the widow and the Father of the fatherless. That to the family and friends of the 
late Mr. James Harris, the companion and fellow-sufferer of the Rev. John Wil- 
liams, this meeting also offers the assurance of its sincere condolence, deeply 
lamenting that his early efforts for the salvation of the heathen, the cause to which 
he had resolved to dedicate his future life, should have been attended with results 
80 mysterious and fatal. That this meeting earnestly and affectionately appeals to 
the members of the Society and to the friends of Christian Missionaries to make 
this solemn and afflicting dispensation an occasion for deep humiliation and more 
prayerful dependence on God for the protection and safety, no less than the success, 
of their brethren labouring among the heathen.'' 

On the Motion of the Rev. Micaiah Hill, Missionary from Calcutta, 
seconded by the Rev. Edmund Crisp, Missionary from Madras : — 

Resolved, 

III. ** That this meeting deplores and condemns the countenance and support 
still generally afforded by the British authorities in India to the abominable idola- 
tries of the natives — conduct so directly at variance with the distinct and repeated 
instructions of the Government at home, inconsistent and dishonourable in the 
representatives of a Christian nation, and so painfully obstructive to the labours of 
the Christian Missionary and the progress of the Gospel in that country." 

On the Motion of the Rev. Robert Moffat, Missionary from South 
Africa, seconded by the Rev. William Slatyer, Missionary from 
Jamaica : — 

Resolved, 

lY. *< That this meeting contemplates with hallowed pleasure the triumphs of the 
Gospel among our newly enfranchised fellow- subjects in the West Indies ; and 
records also its special gratitude to God for similar displays of his power and love 
among the various tribes of Southern Africa.'' 

The following Resolution was put and carried with the preceding : — 

'' That this meeting having learned with feelings of unmingled pleasure and 
delight of the prosperity, as well temporal as spiritual, of the Congregational 
Church worshipping at Providence New Chapel, George Town, Demerara, and the 
out-stations connected therewith forming branches of the same, under the pastoral 
care of the Rev. Joseph Ketley, do cordially approve of the recommendation of 
the Directors to comply with the request of the said Church, (as in strict accord- 
ance with the fundamental principle of the Society,) to convey and assure the said 
chapel with such landed and other property at George Town and the out- stations 
connected therewith, as have hitherto been legally held by Mr. Ketley, in the name 
of the London Missionary Society, to trustees for the use and benefit of the said 
church, subject to such trusts as may be necessary for securing the continuance of 
the faithful preaching of the Gospel of Christ, and the administration of Divine 
ordinances. And do hereby authorise the Directors, or any four of them, to execute 
a power of attorney in favour of the said Rev. J'^^eph Ketley, to pass a transport 
or transports, (as the case may require,) j)f the said chapel with landed or other 
property as aforesaid, to, such persons as may be appointed by the said Congrega- 
tional Church to act as trustees for the said church, agreeably with the deed of 
trust, to be recorded in the Registrar's ofiQce in British Gaiana for the said Con- 
grr^tionai Church." 
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On the Motion of the Rev. Archibald Bennie, A.M., of Lady 
Yester's Churdh, Edinburgh, seconded by the Rev. John Smith, 
Missionary from Madras : — 

Resolved, 

V. « That Thomas Wilson, Esq., be the Treasurer; that the Rey. William Ellis, 
and the Rer. Arthur Tidman, be the Foreign Secretaries, and the Rev. John Arun- 
del be the Home Secretary for the ensuing year ; that the Directors who are eligible 
be re-appointed, and that the following gentlemen (names read) be chosen to fill up 
the places of those who retire." 

On the Motion of the Rev. James Sherman, of London, seconded by 
the Rev. Thomas Adkins, of Southampton : — 

Rbsolved, 

VI. *' That the most cordial, respectful, and grateful acknowledgments be pre- 
sented to the Right Honourable Sir George Grey, Bart., for the kind and satisfactory 
manner in which as Chairman he has conducted the business of this day/' 

The President having been called to vacate the chair before the pro- 
ceedings were completed, and the Treasurer having been invited to 
occupy the same, it was also 

Resolved, 

** That Thomas Wilson, Esq., the Treasurer, be requested to accept the most 
cordial thanks of the meeting for his able conduct in the chair, and for his long- 
continued and liberal efiforts to promote the interests of the Society.' '

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FORTY-SIXTH REPORT

The Directors of the Society, in presenting the Report of its 
proceedings during the 46th year of its existence, come before 
their assembled constituents and friends with mingled feelings 
of profound sorrow and devout thankfulness. 

By the removal of several associates in Missionary labours 
they have been solemnly admonished to work while it is called 
to-day, since the night quickly cometh in which no man can 
work. 

In the country five such valuable coadjutors have departed 
to their rest, and in London the Directors no longer see at 
their Board their long-tried, single-minded, and devoted friend 
and father, the Rev, John Campbell, of Kingsland. The 
venerable African traveller died full of years and full of peace, 
on the 4th of April; and in the following resolution adopted 
by the Directors, expressive of their veneration for his 
memory, their high estimate of his valuable services, and their 
sincere condolence with his mourning widow arid bereaved 
friends, they feel assured of the deep and universal sympathy of 
this assembly : — 

" That the Board receive, with feelings of devout submission to 
the will of God, the intelligence of the decease of their 
honoured and valued brother, the Rev. John Campbell, of 
Kingsland ; and, while cherishing pleasing recollections of his 
mild and amiable spirit, his uniform consistency of character 
and long career of useful service in the cause of the Re- 
deemer, they would especially recotd tVieit dee^ ^^tv&^ ol ^^ 
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value of his labours in connexion with the Missionary opera- 
tions of this Society, as having been on its direction for 
a period of thirty-five years, — as having twice crossed the ocean 
to visit its Missions in South Africa ; there " to set in order 
the things that were wanting ;** and as having visited, on behalf 
of the Society, nearly all the counties of the United King- 
dom. That the Board rejoices that his health and energies 
were continued during so long a course of years, and that his 
closing scenes were those of hallowed peace ; and, in offering 
their affectionate condolence to his bereaved widow, and to the 
members of his church with their surviving pastor, the Directors 
commend them respectively to the care, the guidance, and sup- 
port of the * Great Shepherd. and Bishop of souls,' who liveth 
for evermore." 

To a new and most painful extent have the hopes of the Di- 
rectors been blighted, and their prospects overcast, by the un- 
avoidable return of many faithful and devoted Missionaries from 
their respective fields of labour. Since May last, fourteen (ex- 
clusive of their wives) have reached England ; and others are 
now on their voyage hither. 

The following are the names of those who have arrived : —

from Berbice, August 8. Rev. John Lumb and Mrs. Lumb, 
from Madras, September 7. Rev. John Smith and Mrs. Smith, 
from Madras, September 17. Rev. Samuel Dyer and Mrs. Dyer, 
from Malacca, September 19. Rev. William Slatyer, from Ja- 
maica, October 14. Rev. Evan Davies and Mrs. Davies, from 
Penang, February 13. Rev. William Penman Lyon and Mrs. 
Lyon, from Benares, April 2. Rev. J. W. Gordon and Mrs. Gor- 
don, from Vizagapatam, Southern India, April 6. Rev. G. For- 
ward and Mrs. Forward, from Berbice, May 13. Mrs. Wray, Mrs. 
Howe, and Mrs. Haywood, from Berbice, and Mrs. Paterson, 
from Berhampore, have also returned to this country. 

Some of these brethren visit home, after a protracted season of 
labour, to renew their strength; and having cheered, and been 
cheered in the fellowship of Christian love, to hasten back to 
their delightful toils. But others have returned, after an absence 
of onfy a few months or years, with their energies exhausted 
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and their constitutions broken down, by the fatal climate of those 
distant lands in which they hoped long to labour, and then to die. 
The Directors have also been called to mourn over seven faith- 
ful labourers who have fallen in the morning of life, and in the 
midst of usefulness, namely : — Rev. George Barnden, Navigators 
Islands ; Mr. Henry Russell, Jamaica ; Rev. Gilbert TumbuU, 
Bangalore ; Mrs. Walton, Salem ; Mrs. Morton, Chinsurah ; 
Mrs. Stallybrass, Khodon in Siberia ; and Mrs. Slatyer, late of 
the Jamaica Mission. 

As the Directors approached the close of a year, involving, 
from these inroads of disease and death, deep regret and painful 
solicitude, the awful — the agonizing — intelligence broke upon 
them that their beloved friend — their faithful and intrepid 
Missionary — John Williams, from whom they were daily anti- 
cipating good news, had fallen a victim to savage violence, in an 
attempt to introduce the Gospel to Erromanga, one of the islands 
of the New Hebrides, in the South Pacific Ocean. 

The tidings of this most aflMctive and mysterious event reached 
England in the beginning of April by way of India, overland, 
and was contained in Sydney papers of the 3rd and 5th of De- 
cember last. Happy, unspeakably happy, as the Directors would 
have felt, had they been able to disbelieve the general accuracy 
of the intelligence ; — the minute particulars which it involved, 
and its perfect harmony with the commimications before received 
from Mr. Harris, as well as Mr. Williams, deprived them of this 
source of consolation. And on the 4th and 5th instant their most 
painful forebodings were all confirmed by the arrival of commu- 
nications from Captain Morgan, the commander of the Camden, 
dated Sydney, December 9th, detailing the awful events of which 
he had been the witness ; accompanied by the most tender ex- 
pressions of sorrow for his departed friend. 

On the 19th of November, the Apostle of the Pacific unfurled 
the banner of peace on the island of Tanna, where the barbarous 
people showed him no little kindness, and received the Christian 
teachers from Samoa gladly. In the evening, having recorded 
his gratitude to God who had done such great things for them, 
he assembled with his beloved companions for the solemn ex- 
ercise, which Captain Morgan so appropriately styles their 
" Family Prayer," and Mr. Harris, in the orderly course of their 
Scripture reading, read the 15th chapter of the 1st Epistle to 
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the Corinthians — the sublime record of the believer's triumph 
over death ! 

So closed that day — on the morrow his body, with that of his 
attached friend, lay stained with his own blood, lifeless and cold, 
on the strand of the adjacent island. 

So fell this enterprising and much honoured servant of Christ, 
foremost among the standard bearers of Israel, and dear to the 
universal church : thus has he finished his course, when we anti- 
cipated the commencement of a new and glorious career : thus 
has he died by the hands of those he sought to save, and for 
whom, with his dying breath, we doubt not that he prayed, 
" Father, forgive them, for they know not what they do." But 
awful and inexplicable as is the dispensation, let the Church be 
still, and know, that He who has permitted the early fall of his 
devoted servant, is God. Though all must mourn, let none com- ' 
plain. Shall not the Judge of all the earth do right ? Clouds 
and darkness are around about him; but righteousness and 
judgment are the habitation of his throne. Though we weep for 
the widow, for the fatherless, for ourselves — for our brother be- 
loved no tears should flow. He was faithful unto death ; he 
has received the crown of life. And though we feel, and feel 
most deeply, our unprecedented loss, let us not tremble for the 
issue ; but let the tumult of our sorrows be assuaged by the well 
sustained assurance, that, though a champion has fallen, the 
cause in which he suffered is immortal. The faithful Missionary 
has died by the hands of a.Diistaken adversary, but the omnipotent 
Patron and Protector of Missions lives for ever ; and He must 
reign till all his enemies are made his footstool. Let us, under 
our bereavement, adore His grace who first bestowed upon his 
church the precious gift he has now so suddenly taken away ; 
and, relying upon the unfailing resources of his love, let us fer- 
vently beseech Him to bestow upon many a cliQsen servant a 
double portion of that Spirit with which he so richly blessed John 
Williams, and lead him forth to nobler triumphs in the cause of 
mercy, than even those he wrought by our departed brother. 

Although the painful duty has been imposed on the Directors 
of presenting to their friends these records of mortality, they 
are thankful in having to report that, during the year, 28 de- 
voted individuals, (including the wives of Missionaries,) have 
gone forth to the work of the Lord among the heathen. 
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The following have sailed for their respective stations ; — On 
the 28th of July, the Rev, James Legge, A.M., and Mrs. Legge, 
for Malacca; Rev. W. C. Milne, A.M., Dr. Hobson, Medical 
Missionary, and Mrs. Hobson, for Canton ; per jB&a Stewart. 
On the 3rd of August, Rev. George Drummond and Mrs. Druui- 
niond, for Tahiti; Rev. William Harbutt and Mrs. Harbutt, 
Rev. Thomas Slatyer and Mrs. Slatyer, Rev. Henry Dickson 
and Mrs. Dickson, for the Navigators Islands, per Samuel. On 
the 24th of August, the Rev. Alexander Leitch and Mrs. 
Leitch^ appointed to Chittoor ; Rev. E. Lewis and Mrs. Lewis, 
appointed to Coimbatoor; and Rev. John Hay, appointed to 
Yizagapatam, per the Mary Anne^ for Madras. On the 20th 
of December, Rev. Ebenezer Davies and Mrs. Davies, Rev. 
Joseph Waddington and Mrs. Waddington, and Rev. James 
Roome, per David Luckie, for New Amsterdam, Berbice. On 
the 3rd of January, Rev, William Glen, appointed to Moorshe- 
dabad, per Elizabeth^ for Calcutta. 

With feelings of additional gratitude and holy jo}', the Direc- 
tors can also state, generally^ that, in the several fields of Mis- 
sionary labour, the blessing of God has richly rewarded the pa- 
tient and self-denying toils of his devoted servants ; and to these 
they now invite attention. 

SOUTH SEAS. 

The voyage of the Camden to these earliest and most distant 
scenes of the Society's labours, was completed under circum- 
stances that demand peculiar thankfulness. Our lamented 
brother, Mr. Williams, writing to one of the Directors, says, 
" I have much satisfaction in stating to you, that in my opinion, 
few voyages of such length have ever been performed, wherein 
passengers have had more comforts and experienced less 
inconveniences." "We broke an anchor at Rarotonga, 
which is the only loss we have sustained during the whole 
of the voyage. The Missionaries through mercy have all been 
landed in excellent health.'' 

The brethren at the several stations greatly rejoiced at the 
appointment of the Missionary Ship, not only as a means of ^ 
preventing those severe privations to which they had often been 
subject from the want of supplies, but also as affording a medium 
of frequent and regular intercourse with each other, and with 
their native )aml. 
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A brief notice was introduced into the Report of last year, of 
an outrage committed by the commander of the French frigate 
Venus, on the Queen and Government of Tahiti, for their refusal 
to allow the settlement on their island of certain Catholic 
priests. In the succeeding year, a second infraction of the 
rights of the island was perpetrated by Captain La Place, of the 
frigate Artemisey of 64 guns, and a crew of 460 men, under cir- 
cumstances of peculiar aggravation. On her voyage to the 
Sandwich Islands, the Artemise struck on a reef about twelve 
miles eastward of Point Venus, Tahiti. The vessel sustained so 
much damage, that it was with great difficulty she was brought 
into Papeete Harbour, to be hove down for repairs ; and eighty 
of the natives were employed at the pumps, night and day, for 
more than a month. When she was again afloat, the com- 
mander convened a meeting of the Chiefs, for the professed pur- 
pose of thanking them for the kind assistance they had rendered 
in repairing his ship, and protecting his property ; but in reality 
to demand the abrogation of their law prohibiting the erection 
of chapels and the instruction of the people in the Roman Ca- 
tholic faith. With this requisition the natives were forced to 
comply, as Captain La Place threatened to fire upon the town, 
and to devastate the island in case of refusal. 

The vessel then proceeded to the Sandwich Islands, and ex- 
acted from the king and his people the sum of 25,000 dollars for a 
similar offence, that is to say, for their refusal to receive Popish 
missionaries ; with a threat to carry war throughout their country, 
unless the laws forbidding their admission were instantly repealed. 

Upon this flagrant violation of the liberties of independent 
nations, the Directors cannot hesitate to pronounce the strongest 
condemnation. It was no regulation made for the occasion^ and 
at the instigation of the Missionaries, (as it has been unjustly 
insinuated,) under which the authorities of Tahiti required the 
departure of the Catholic priests ; on the contrary, it has long 
been the established law of the island, that " no master or 
commander of a vessel is allowed to land any passenger without 
special permission from the Queen and Governors. To this 
law the Missionaries themselves have ever been subject; not 
possessing, to the present hour, an acre of the soil, and de- 
pending for their continuance on the pleasure of the Govern- 
ment. The justice and propriety of such a law may be the sub- 
jeet of debate, but for the enlightened and powerful Gt>vernment8 
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of Europe to deny to the defenceless Queen of Tahiti a right 
"vrbichthey claim and exercise for themselves, is palpably unjust ; 
and that France, who forbids the foreigner to set his foot upon 
lier soil without permission, and compels his departure at her 
pleasure without assigning a reason, — that France should invade 
tie laws of Tahiti, is only the usurped right of the strong to in- 
sult and oppress the feeble and the helpless. To justify these 
proceedings of the French commanders there was not the shadow 
of a reason. The conduct of the priests, from the day of their 
arrival, indicated their acquaintance with the laws of the island, 
and their anxiety to evtide them. They did not land at the 
principal port, where vessels usually anchor, but disembarked on 
the opposite side of the island. Though kindly and repeatedly 
mged by the Queen and Chiefs of Tahiti peaceably to depart, 
they stubbornly refused ; and when, at length, they were com- 
pelled to leave, their removal was effected without the slightest 
injury to their persons or their property. 

Had benevolence rather than the spirit of proselytism been 
their motive, there were other islands, where Paganism, accom- 
panied by all the horrors of savage life, fearfully prevailed ; and 
on such scenes their charity might have been nobly exercised : 
but from the day of their landing, they became ministers of strife, 
dedaiing to the people that their Missionaries had long been 
teaching them a fahe religion, and that now they were come to 
make known to them the true and only way to heaven. 

The introduction of the fearful errors and attractive super- 
stitions of Popery, aided by all the plausibility and dishonesty of 
Jesuitism, to a people only now emerging from the grossest dark- 
ness, must be regarded by the friends of Protestant Missions, 
with unmingled regret. With their faithful Missionaries placed 
in circumstances no less delicate than trying, the Directors deeply 
sympathize, and pray that they may have wisdom from above 
profitable to direct. In stedfastly opposing the abominations of 
Catholicism, they confide in their consistency as protestants, no 
less than in their integrity as the servants of Christ. They feel 
assured, that their conduct hitherto has honourably sustained 
their principles ; and they are convinced that, while they yield 
submission to the laws of the Governments under which thev 
live, and teach the duty of submission to their churches, they 
will never become the advocates of coercion, much less of perse- 
cution, for the purpose of upholding the interests of religion.

Popery may require, but the truth of Christ disclaims, such aid. 
Let its advocates employ no other weapons than their Master 
used ; let them put on that armour in which the first champions 
of his Cross went forth to overthrow the gods of Greece and 
Home ; let them be strong in the Lord and in the power of his 
might, and contend with their adversaries only by pureness, by 
knowledge, by long-suffering, by kindness, by the Holy Ghost, 
by love unfeigned, by the word of truth, by the power of God, 
by the armour of righteousness, on the right hand and on the left. 
Let them thus maintain the good fight, and they will come off 
more than conquerors through him that loved us. 

Among the islanders of the Southern Ocean, the Bible has 
preceded the advocates of Popery. The natives of Tahiti, Raro- 
tonga, at^d the Samoas, now read in their several tongues the 
wonderful works of God. The free circulation of the Scriptures, 
and the abominations of Popery, never had, and never can have^ 
co-existence ; and to doubt the omnipotence of truth — the truth 
as it is in Jesus — would be to deny our faith, and to dishonour 
Him whose name we bear and in whose Cross we glory. 

The result hitherto of the unrighteous and coercive measures 
of the champions of Romanism is calculated to sustain our confi- 
dence ; is such as every friend to truth and justice would desire. 
" The Papists," say our Missionaries, " are in bad odour among 
both the natives and the residents: this is to be ascribed to the. 
fine levied by the * Venus,' and to the fact, that the murderer of 
Mrs. Moerenhout, the wife of their patron, who was assassinated 
a few weeks afterwards, was a Roman Catholic." 

And as in Tahiti, so also in the Marquesan Islands, where the 
allurements of Catholicism have long been exhibited before the 
uninstructed and volatile inhabitants, and where presents have 
not been withheld to win their esteem, the first triumphs of 
Popery are yet to he achieved.

TAHITI. 

In this as in other islands, there is too much cause to appre- 
hend that the increasing intercourse of the natives with foreigners, 
combined with other causes, has produced among the people 
generally, a mournful laxity of principles and morals ; and that 
in too many instances also, the members of Christian churches 
greatly dishonour their profession, and hinder the progress of 
the gospel. This state of criminal declension is deeply felt by 
their Tenerable pastors, one of whom thus writes : 

" We have much canse to mourn before God, on account of the earthly 
mindedness and lukewarmness of all, for all seek their own, not the things 
which are Jesus Christ's." 

But with these causes for lamentation the brethren at some of 
the principal stations report gratifying proofs of improvement, 
while they are diligently labouring to counteract and remove 
the evils they deplore. 

WAUGH TOWN. 

In reporting the progress of his labours, Mr. Wilson 
observes : 

•• I desire thankfully to acknowledge the goodness and mercy of God 
towards me and my family, in prolonging my life through another year, 
and enabling me to continue making known the Gospel of Christ to my 
fellow-nnners, entreating them to be reconciled unto God. A number 
who had deserted years ago have I trust returaed unto the Shepherd and 
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Bishop of their souls, and have been received into the church again. 
Several new members, who profess their sorrow for their past unbelief and 
unconcern about their souls, have also been received. The total number 
in communion is 117, which shows an addition of 32. There are 5 
suffering under a temporary exclusion. 

The attendance upon the schools having been very irregular 
during the year, Mr. Wilson has been precluded from making a 
specific return of the number of scholars. 

HAVITEIS TOWN. 

Mr. Davies, the Missionary at this station, thus writes with 
reference to the state of religion among his people : — 

" In the first months of the past year there seemed to be some degree 
of carelessness and lukewarmness among our older members, though they 
attended the church meetings as usual, and their attention was much 
engaged in disputes about their lands, &c. I felt grieved, and endeavoured 
both in private and public to draw their attention to the vast importance of 
eternal things. Weekly meetings were held with the church members, 
and some good effects appeared, but not all that could be wished ; and in 
my public discourses I made it my principal aim to arouse careless 
professors. This had an effect that I did not anticipate. A stir com- 
menced among our wild and careless young people, and one after another 
came forward as candidates ; some for baptism ; others, who had been 
baptized in infiincy, for the Lord's Supper ; and in the course of a few 
months an addition was made to the church of 44 new members, including 
8 who were restored." 

The total number in communion is 457, and the average 
congregation 1,100. 

The Mission schools, 9 in number, — 5 day, and 4 sabbath* 
schools — contain collectively S26 children, but their attendance 
is irregular. The attendance in the adult schools has also fluctu- 
ated in consequence of the engagements of the people in the 
sugar works, which, it is stated, are very extensive in this part 
of the island. 

There are now three good chapels in connexion with this 
station ; one at Haweis Town in Papara, another at Araiteva, 
and another at Atiteahu. These places of worship unitedly are 
capable of holding from 2000 to 3000 people. 

The Rev. C. G. Stevens and Mr. Johnston arrived at Tahiti 
in the Camden, on the 12th of March, 1839. Mr. Johnston is 
residing at Haweis Town, where he intends to establish a normal 
school. He has obtained from the chief and people a piece of 
land, on which they promise to erect a dwelling-house and 
school-room for his accommodation. 
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After spending several months in the prosecution of his 
labours at Wilks*s Harbour, Mr. Stevens, in consequence of 
indisposition, has embarked with Mrs. Stevens on a voyage to 
Nt Zealand. 

ROBY TOWN. 

Mr. Henry observes in his report : — 

" God still condescends to bear testimony to the word of his grace, and 
to make it his power unto salvation. Five members of the church have 
finished their course and entered into rest. Since my last 10 adults and 
12 children have been baptized, and 16 have been added to the number of 
communicants, including the 10 baptized. Some of these were formerly 
very abandoned characters." 

The schools connected with this station have suffered, it ap- 
pears, from the neglect or inefficiency of the native teachers. 
Mrs. Henry still superintends the girls* school, in which consider- 
able improvement is observable ; and one of Mr. Henry's sons 
gives valuable assistance in the boys* school. Mr. Henry super- 
intends the adult school himself. 

The people at this station are advancing in civilization, and 
evince their skill and industry iu the cultivation of the land and 
the erection of dwelling-houses. 



The returns from Hankey, Wilks's Harbour, Burder's Point, 
and fiogue Town, have not been received. 

EIMEO. 

BLEST TOWN. 

The average congregation at Blest Town is 700, and the 
number in church fellowship, 218. There are 6 schools, con- 
taining 179 children and 100 adults. The system of evangelical 
instruction pursued in the village is found to work well. At 
Atimaha, Maatea, Haumi, Afareaitu, and Teavaro, teachers are 
located, and at the two places last named new chapels have been 
erected. The Eimeoan Missionary meeting was held in May of 
last year, and the collection amounted to 120 dollars. 

About 550 vol^imes, comprising portions of Scripture and 
books of elementary instruction, have been distributed. 
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South Sea Academy, 

The last annual examination of the children was held in the 
presence of several of the brethren and other visitors, all of whom 
expressed their gratification on witnessing the improvement of 
the young people, 1 9 in number, under the diligent attention of 
Mr. and Mrs. Simpson. New arrangements which have been 
made in connexion with this institution are noticed in the report 
of the station next named. 

GRIFFIN TOWN. 

In harmony with the views of the brethren, Mr. Simpson has 
resigned the superintendence of the South Sea Academy to the 
Rev. William Howe, who arrived at Eimeo in August last, and 
whose original destination to the Navigators Islands has been 
altered by his consenting to accept this charge. The state of 
Mrs. Simpson's health was such as to render her unable to sus- 
tain her share of the superintendence any longer ; and the adop- 
tion of the arrangement now reported was consequently deemed 
expedient. It is proposed to remove the institution from Blest 
Town to this station, the general duties of y^hich will also devolve 
on Mr. Howe. 

MAIAOITI. 

When Mr. Barff visited this island in September, 1838, 11 
individuals were received into the church, making the total num- 
ber in communion 86. During the year 6 deaths had occurred. 
The average of the congregation was 176, and the school con- 
tained 63 children. At the period above stated, the people were 
suffering from a scarcity of food, but their diligence in cultivating 
the ground gave reason to hope that their wants would soon be 
relieved.

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HUAHINE. 

The members of the congregation under the pastoral care of 
Mr. Bai*fr evince a growing attachment to the means of grace. 
The attendance on the sabbath averages 800 ; and the church 
contains 347 members, being an accession of 44, since the last 
returns. The increase is for the most part from amongst the 
young ; and the communicants generally are advancing in know- 
ledge and piety. 

The day-school contains oOO children, the sabbath-school an 
equal number, and in the adult day-school the number under in- 
struction is 350. 

Mr. BarfT and his deacons continue to visit regularly the out- 
stations Naioa and Maroe, at each of which there is a school and 
congregation. At Naioa a new place of worship is about to be 
opened. The Mission house at Fare Harbour has been substan- 
tially rebuilt, and many new houses have been erected there. 
The people have likewise paid increased attention to the cultiva- 
tion of the land, and their labour has been rewarded with an 
ample supply of food. 

The Mission-press has almost been constantly employed in 
printing books of religious and general instruction for the Lee- 
ward and Navigators Islands. The following is the return of the 
number issued since the last report. — In the Samoan language — 
Scripture Extracts, 5000— ditto History, 4000. In the Tahitian, 
— Book of Judges, 2000. Code of laws for Raiatea, &c. 800. 

Among the native believers who have been called to their rest, 

Mr. Barff particularly alludes to the death of the principal chief. 

• 

** Mahine,** says our brother, " was the most conspicuous character of 
those who have departed. I visited him constantly during his sickness. 
The care of the soul appeared to him to be every thing. A very short time 
before his departure, I asked him how he felt in the prospect of death. 
He answered — he had a good hope through grace that God would receive 
him, and he desired to depart. ' Upon whom do you build your hope of 
acceptance with God ? * Upon Christ alone, the door, the way, the rock of 
Ages, as my righteousness and my strength — how could such a sinner as 
Mahine find acceptance in any other way ?' While we lament the loss of 
his example and influence, we rejoice that he was spared so long to be a 
blessing to the cause of Christ ; for, after being led to feel the power of 
renewing and sanctifying grace on his heart, he spent his life in doing good 
to all who came within his reach." 

RAIATEA. 

The average of the congregation of t\u8sUl\ow\s ^tSfe^wA^^ 
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AVARUA. 

By the blessing of God on the labours of the Missionary at 
this station, 41 members have been added to the church,' thus 
augmenting the number united in holy fellowship to 91. The 
congregation numbers 1,300 persons, among whom Mr. Buzacott 
hopes, through Divine favour, to reap much fruit. 

The schools for children contain 599 scholars, and those for 
adults 490. Among these, too, the seed of the word is liberally 
sown, and it remains with Him who alone can give the increase 
to bring it to maturity. 

More than 350 of the native population have been removed 
by death, in less than nine months. Such mortality it is fearful 
to contemplate; but Mr. Buzacott is able to cherish the assurance 
that a large proportion of the adults departed looking unto 
Jesus. By this afflicting dispensation upwards of 200 orphans 
have been left in the most destitute circumstances. But the 
God of the fatherless has not forsaken them. In consequence 
of an appeal made some months ago to the Christian public, on 
their behalf, a liberal supply of clothing and other valuable sup- 
plies have been forwarded to the islands for their relief. 

Distribution of Books. — 320 copies of the gospels, 365 New 
Testaments, and 200 tracts. 

In August last a Branch Missionary Society was formed at 
this station, and the following contributions, the cheerful offer- 
ings of grateful hearts, were announced, viz. : 1 ,700 lbs. of arrow- 
root, 47 dollars in cash, and various articles, consisting of shells, 
wooden fish-hooks, native ear-ornaments, fowls, &c. The peo- 
ple have also contributed their time and labour towards the erec- 
tion of a printing-office, besides engaging to help in defraying 
the expenses of printing, &c. 

The Directors are happy to state that an institution for the 
education of pious and intelligent young natives, with a view to 
their engaging in the Missionary work, has been established at 
Rarotonga, under the superintendence of Mr. Buzacott, who 
has commenced his labours in this department with 1 1 promising 
pupils. 

The excellent chief, Makea, the faithful and consistent friend 

of the Mission, died in October last. The loss which the bre- 

tJjren have thus sustained, and which all the chiefs who at- 

tended his remains to the grave seem deeply to feel, is, however, 

lil/y believed to be his unspeakable gam. 
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ARORANGI. 

Among the people at this important station, the Lord has not 
ceased to manifest the riches of his grace. The average congre- 
gation is 1,100, and the number in communion 56, being an in- 
crease since the last returns of 30. 

The day and sabbath-schools contain 520 children, and the 
schools for adults are attended by J^MX) males and 255 females. 

This part of the island of Rarotonga, of which it forms the 
western extremity, together with the island of Mangaia, has 
been placed under the charge of Mr. Gill, who arrived by the 
Camden in February, 1839, and now ranks as a principal sta- 
tion. 

Through the liberality of the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety, Mr .Williams carried out in the Camden 5,000 copies of the 
New Testament in the language of Rarotonga, for distribution in 
the Hervey Islands. The invaluable treasure was received with 
manifestations of the warmest delight and gratitude by the native 
believers, and the brethren cherish a firm assurance that a lasting 
benefit has been thereby secured to the population at large and 
their generations for ever. 

AITUTAKA. 

In concurrence with the views of the brethren, Mr. Royle has 
commenced his labours in the island of Aitutaka, which is there- 
fore constituted a principal station, and he will occasionally visit 
the contiguous island of Atiu. 



AUSTRAL ISLANDS. 

RAIVAVAI. 

This island was visited by Mr. Rodgerson in May, 1838, when 
a satisfactory report was furnished to him by the native teacher, 
Patii, of the state of the church and people. On the day of his 
arrival, Mr. Rodgerson preached to 100 people, and admitted 
1 1 members into church fellowship. The number of communi- 
cants was thereby increased to 40. 

Mr. Rodgerson observed many signs of improving industry, 
although disease was prevalent; and the population^ vrhlck 
at that time be computed not to exceed 600, v^^^ ^L^ct^^wv^' 
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TUBUAI. 

The population of this island does not exceed 200. Mr. Rod- 
gerson found them without a regular teacher, though very 
desirous to receive one. A pious and intelligent deacon of the 
church conducts their prayer-meetings, and exhorts his fellow 
Christians to stedfastness in the faith. Before leaving, Mr. 
Rodgerson preached to about 100 persons, baptized 17 children, 
and appointed 2 deacons proposed by the church, in addition to 
the two already set apart to that office. The church members 
are 36 in number. 

A considerable quantity of arrow-root was consigned to Mr. 
Rodgerson, to be disposed of in aid of the Society's funds. 

RURUTU. 

In April of last year Mr. Orsmond visited this island, and re- 
ceived a most cordial welcome from the interesting people who 
inhabit it. 

Their attention to public worship and the schools is stated to 
be extraordinary, and all classes evince the greatest desire to 
obtain instruction, and to have a resident European Missionary. 
Mr. Orsmond admitted 5 members to the church, making the 
whole number in communion 17, and baptized 25 children. 

RIMATARA. 

In this island the people have erected a new chapel, which was 
opened by Mr. Orsmond on the occasion of his visit. The Mis- 
sion, upon the whole, is in an encouraging state, although the 
people are less advanced in knowledge than those of Rurutu. 
The church contains 40 members. 



PAUMOTU ISLANDS. 

CHAIN ISLAND, (oR ANA.) 

Mr. Orsmond visited this settlement in March last. He found 
the people still living in a very primitive state, only half clothed, 
and using no other food than the cocoa-nut. He describes them 
as having a healthy appearance. Mr. Orsmond addressed con- 
gregations of from 300 to 400 persons, the greater part of whom 
can read and write intelligibly. 
Duhng his stay, our brother asceidC&iQied that there were 222 
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baptized persons on the island^ and from amongst these he had 
the happiness to form a church of 43 members prior to his 
departure.

Since the departure of Mr. Rodgerson, our brother Mr. Stall- 
worthy has been enabled to maintain his ground at Santa 
Christina, but has not yet been favoured to behold any fruit of 
his self-denying labours. His work is peculiarly a work of faith. 
If any of the good seed that he has sown has taken root, there 
is no visible result to attest the fact. The people still manifest the 
same indifference to the Gospels which they have always done, 
and even seem insensible to the advantages they would derive 
from a knowledge of some of the useful arts, which Mr. Stall- 
worthy has endeavoured, but in vain, to teach them- 

Early last year ten more Romish emissaries landed at Santa 
Christina, from whence three of them subsequently proceeded to 
Nuuhiva. The others have taken up their positions in various 
parts of the island, and the imposing ceremonial of their worship, 
their insinuating manners, and their skill in working on the self- 
interested motives of the people, have not, it seems, been without 
effect. Still it does not appear that since the arrival of these 
false teachers, any thing like a general movement has taken 
place in their favour, whilst the religious instruction communi- 
cated by Mr. Stallworthy has been at least as well received as 
formerly. The people now have not merely to choose between 
Christianity and heathenism, but to decide whether they will 
embrace Christianity itself in a corrupt or a pure form. May 
we not hope, as we would pray, that the mental conflict thus 
produced may be over-ruled to their speedier reception of the 
truth as it is in Jesus ? 

Mr. Stallworthy has been joined by Mr. Thomson, one of the 
brethren who went forth in the Camden, 
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SAMOAS, OR JfAVIGATORS ISLANDS.

The churches^ congregations, and schools, in connexion with 
this highly favoured mission, continue, under the Divine bless- 
ing, to enjoy a large share of prosperity ; but the progress of the 
work has not been unaccompanied by trial. 

Among the events that call for the exercise of faith and 
patience, we record with extreme concern the death of 
our much valued brother, Mr. Barnden, who was drowned on 
the 31st of December, 1838, whilst bathing at Upolu. This 
most afflicting event, occurring fts it did, at a juncture when the 
labours of Mr. Barnden appeared of the greatest importance to 
the Mission, is one of those mysterious dispensations by which 
we are taught the duty of silent submission to the will of God, 
and invited to place implicit confidence in his wisdom, faithful- 
ness, and love. 

It is gratifying to find that W. C. Cunningham, Esq., a 
long-tried friend of the Society's Missions in this part of the 
world, has been lately appointed to the office of British Consul 
in the Navigators Islands. 

SAVAII. 

Sapapaliu — In May of last year the church at this station had 
76 members ; being an addition of 27 to the number previously 
reported. 

At the request of the brethren, Mr. Hardie has undertaken 
the superintendence of an Institution, formed towards the close 
of 1838, for the instruction of pious native youths, with a view 
to their becoming labourers in the Missionary work. Mr. 
Hardie entered on this new department in March of last year, 
and in the following May reported favourably of the progress of 
his pupils. 

* On their voyage out. 
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An interesting account has been ];j&ceived from Mr. Hardie, 
of a journey made by him to the western part of Savaii, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Hardie, a body of native teachers, (members of 
the church at Sapapalii^) and a considerable number of the peo« 
pie belonging to Sapapalii. He was received with kindness, and 
his instructions were listened to with gratifying attention. In each 
of the twelve districts through which he passed, Mr. Hardie 
placed a native teacher — an arrangement which met the cheerful 
concurrence of the people, and which promises to be productive 
of the happiest results. 

Safune. — This district, the field of labour occupied until re- 
cently by Mr. Macdonald, contains a large population, and ex- 
tends from east to west more than 60 miles. Many of the 
people appear to have been impressed under the preaching of 
the Gospel. 

The schools all over the district are tolerably well attended ; 
the number of children in each school varying from 14 to 140, 
a great many of whom are able to read the Word of God, and 
many more can read who are unsupplied with books. A con- 
siderable number of adults, besides being able to read, are 
making excellent progress in learning to write. 

Mr. Macdonald has two Bible-classes, containing together 55 
members, whose progress in knowledge he describes as very 
encouraging. 

The first Missionary Meeting at Safune, was held in May, 
1838, and some time afterwards Mr. Macdonald opened a chapel 
at Falealupo, one of his outstations, on which occasion nearly 
3000 of the natives attended. 

Upon reviewing the state and progress of his Mission, Mr. 
Macdonald observes that the general appearance of things is 
encouraging, and that there are a few among the people, of 
whom he entertains good hopes. 

Palauli. — Mr. Macdonald has removed to this part of the 
island of Savaii, with a view to his being nearer to Satupaitea, 
upon which station it was his intention to enter on the retire- 
ment of the Wesleyan brethren, by whom it was previously 
occupied, to the Fiji Islands. He made a tour round the 
island in March, for the purpose of preaching the Gospel, and i 

experienced an encouraging reception. J 

It has been proposed to Mr. S. Wilson to take charge of the ^f 
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Safune station, as the pro. tern, successor of Mr. Macdonald, but 
whether the arrangement has been carried into effect does not 
appear. 

UPOLU AND MANONO. 

In July, 1838, nearly 6,000 scholars were in attendance in the 
Mission schools, and more than twice that number in the places of 
worship. The church at Manono contains 134 members, being 
an increase of :26, and Mr. Heath has baptized 85 adults and 
44 children, which, added to those previously baptized, make a 
total of 646 and 234 respectively. 

In December, 1838, a large new chapel was opened at Sagana, 
in the island of Upolu, and on the 11th of the same month a 
service was held for the purpose of dedicating to God a place of 
worship which has been erected at Falealili, the station of Teava, 
one of the native teachers from Rarotonga. Early last year, 
Mr. Heath visited the whole of his district in Upolu, and in 
the course of his journey preached 24* sermons, and his inter- 
course with the people was highly satisfactory. Some of the 
villages indeed presented a hostile appearance, but the parties 
promised, upon Mr. Heath's interference, to settle their dif- 
ferences. 

On the 15th of February Mr. Heath held a church meeting 
at Falealili, when Mr. and Mrs. Stair, and 12 natives joined 
the church, and Mr. Stair was appointed a deacon. 

Mr. Heath has placed 25 intelligent natives under the care of 
Mr. Buchanan, whose station is at Falealili, to be instructed in 
the infant-school system, and 13 others are receiving theological 
instruction from Mr. Hardie. 

Mr. Heath steadily pursues the work of translation. He has 
effected several portions of the Scriptures, the three first chapters 
of the Pilgrim's Progress, and the composition of a tract in- 
tended to refute the errors of the Romish church. At the 
request of his brethren, Mr. Heath has accepted the oflSce of 
corrector of the press. 

In the Society's monthly publication, an interesting account 
has been given of the sanguinary wars that raged in Upolu, a 
few years before the arrival of the Missionaries, and of the 
delightful changes which have taken place among the people, 
consequent upon the introduction of the Gospel, 
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Apia, — Mr, Mills reports that the schools at this station 
are well attended, and that the teachers in his district continue 
to labour with diligence. Respecting one of the latter who has 
been removed by death, Mr. Mills makes the following gratify- 
ing statement : — 

" He was the first among those, whom I have been privileged to in- 
struct, who has given evidence in dying of a firm trust in Jesus. For a 
long time after my arrival this individual resisted the call of the Gospel ; 
but, being induced to attend the means of instruction, he soon acquired a 
clear knowledge of the plan of salvation ; and being evidently impressed 
with the truth of God's word, I employed him to preach in the surrounding 
villages. He died a few weeks since of consumption ; his end was peace. 
A little before he expired he said, * Jesus, Jesus, I desire to depart, I de-> 
sire to depart.' ** 

In the adjoining district, which is the strong-hold of hea- 
thenism in Upolu, many of the people are now disposed to be 
friendly, and several, including a chief of some importance^ have 
already joined the Mission. 

Mr. S. Wilson has left Sagana to occupy Mr. Macdonald's 
former station, Safune, and the superintendence of that district 
has again devolved upon Mr. Mills. 

Falefa. — Mr. Day is labouring at this station,* not as was 
first intended, in superintending a seminary, to which his 
state of health has proved unsuitable, but in preparing works 
for the press, and discharging the ordinary duties of a missionary. 

The following works had been prepared by the brethren, and 
were about to be put to "press, when the latest accounts came 
away: — Mr. Heath's "Treatise on Religious Sects," 5,000 
copies ; cards containing Scriptural instruction, 6,000 of each 
kind ; spelling-books, 6,000 ; first number of a local religious 
periodical, 3,000 ; and " New Testament History," 5,000. 

Falelatai. — Mr. Stair has commenced his labours, as a mis- 
sionary printer, at this station,f where the press arrived, and was 
brought into operation in May of last year. Previous to that 
period, Mr. Stair had found full occupation in studying the lan- 
guage, and instructing the people of the district, the number of 
whom is computed at about 1000. 

Falealili (East side of Upolu.) Mr. Buchanan, through 

* Situated about 20 miles east from Apia, 
f About 12 miloM from Upolii. 
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whose instrumentality it is designed to introduce the infant- 
school system among our stations in the South Seas, has 
begun his operations in this part of the island of Upolu. 
Considerable progress has been made by the children under his 
instruction^ whose parents evince great delight in witnessing the 
exercises of the school. It is stated that ^0,000 children could 
be immediately brought under instruction if there was an ade- 
quate supply of the apparatus required for the establishment of 
schools on this system. 

In February Mr. Heath visited Falealili, and brought with 
him 26 natives to be trained under Mr. Buchanan in a know- 
ledge of the infant school system, and the following month 30 
more were sent by Messrs. Hardie and McDonald for the same 
purpose. 

When suflSciently prepared to make a commencement, Mr. 
Buchanan located them as advantageously as possible, and in 
May following there were 12 infant schools in operation in 
Upolu, and about the same pumber in Savaii* Mr. Buchanan 
states that these schools cannot be conducted in the most efficient 
manner until they are adequately supplied with suitable mate- 
rials, and the teachers become more matured in knowledge and 
experience. 

TUTUILA. 

Pagopago. — Since the lamented decease of Mr. Bamden, Mr. 
Murray, who continues to labour with much success at tliis sta- 
tion, has been the only European missionary on the island. 

The church, which, by the blessing of God, it was his privi- 
lege to form in 1838, contains 5 members, and the number of 
adults he has baptized is 11. 

Besides the principal station, Mr. Murray has under his su- 
perintendence 15 branch stations, at each of which there is a 
school conducted by a native teacher. The aggregate attendance 
varies between 400 and 600. Four of the native schoolmasters 
are also employed as evangelists. At 10 of the out-stations a 
regular service is held on the Sabbath. 

In June, 1839, the congregation numbered nearly 700, and a 

substantial chapel, capable of accommodating 1,000 people, was 

in course of erection. About 1,500 persons were able to read 

tie Scriptures, and the number would b^ much greater, only for 
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the want of books and school materials. The whole number 
of natives on the island, employed in teaching, is 34. Mr. 
Murray is in the habit of meeting once a week about 450 per- 
sons, including the teachers, for the purpose of communicating 
to them special religious instruction, and he derives from this 
service much comfort and encouragement. 

The following publications have been circulated : — spelling- 
books, 916; catechisms, 482 ; Gospel of Matthew, 159; History 
of Joseph, 160; the True Ark, 160: hymn-books, 800. 

In addition to his stated labours, Mr. Murray has assisted in 
translating the New Testament into the Samoan language. 

The introduction of the Gospel into this island has been fol- 
lowed by its usual effects in humanizing and refining the man- 
ners and habits of the people ; and Mr. Murray observes, that, 
although few instances of real conversion have yet occurred, 
the change that has taken place is truly remarkable, when it is 
considered that the people of this island were, without excep- 
tion, immersed in the grossest abominations of heathenism 
until the arrival of the Missionaries in 1836 ; not having, like 
the people of the other islands, enjoyed the preparatory in- 
struction of native teachers. Previous to the establishment of 
the stations, Pagopago and Leone, the inhabitants of these 
districts had long been engaged in savage hostilities against 
each other ; but such has been the effect of the Gospel upon 
their minds, that when the people belonging to the districts 
formerly so hostile now meet, they appear to strive who shall 
manifest the greatest affection and respect to each other. 

Mr. Murray has found that the most serious impediment 
to the success of his labours arises from the profligate conduct 
of the crews of British and American ships frequenting the 
island ; and to such an extent has the rage of these abandoned 
men been excited against the missionaries, as the instruments of 
the great change that has taken place among the natives, that 
some of them had threatened to bum Mr. Murray's dwelling- 
house ; but, confiding in the Divine care and protection, he has 
continued at his post undeterred by these menaces. 

In the midst of such jieculiar trials, Mr. Murray has had the 
gratification to find that a runaway English sailor, named Mat- 
thew Rankin^ living on the island, had given his heart to God, 
and is endeavouring to render himself usei\}\ amow^ \)cl^ ^^^^'i, 
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CANTON. 

The Rev. W. C. Milne, son of the late Dr. Milne, and 
Dr. Hobson, Medical Missionary, appointed to this station, 
sailed in the Eliza Stewart, Captain Miller, in July last ; and 
arrived at Angier Point, Java, on the 12th of November. They 
proceeded thence to Qiina, but have probably found themselves 
under the necessity of returning to Batavia. 

In March last, Mr. Lockhart left Canton for Macao, where, 
on his arrival, he opened the hospital belonging to the Medical 
Missionary Society, and received many patients, some of v^hom 
obtained considerable relief under his treatment ; but, in conse- 
quence of the hostile proceedings of the Chinese government, 
arising out of the opium trade, he could only remain a short 
time, consistently with his personal safety. 

On the 25th of August, Mr. Lockhart, together with the few 
remaining British residents, left Macao ; having committed his 
house apd property to the care of one of the American brethren, 
and went on board ship at Hongkong Bay, with the intention of 
proceeding to Batavia, where he would await the first opportu- 
nity of returning to Macao. 

In Masch, 1839, the Chinese Christian, Choo-tih-lang, left 
Canton for his native village, having first received suitable advice 
from Mr. Morrison, and it is hoped he has safely reached his 
family, from whom he had been separated for many years. 

MALACCA. 

Mr. Dyer having been obliged, on account of Mrs. Dyer's 
declining health, to decide on visiting England, embarked from 
Singapore in the John Dugdale, Captain M*Gowan, on the 15th 
of May, 1839, and arrived in England on the 19th of September. 

The Rev. James Legge, appointed to this station, sailed in the 
Eliza Stewart, with Dr. Hobson and Mr.Milne, last July, and 
arrived at Batavia 19th of November, whence it was his inten- 
tion to proceed to Malacca by way of Singapore. 

Mr. H. C. Werth, a German Missionary, who went out to 
Malacca a few years ago in connexion with a Christian church in 
the metropolis, having ofiered his services to the Society, and 
being recommended as a pious and devoted labourer, has been 
engaged provisionally as an assistant Missionary at this station, 
with especial reference to the Malay population. 
In the course of the year 19 Chinese childiew audi adL\]\\;&\v&N^ 
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been baptized, and several candidates for baptism have presented 
themselves. 

A female boarding-school has been established with a prospect 
of usefulness and success. Education is also making progress 
among the heathen portion of the Chinese population, who are 
not in any way connected with the Mission. 

Printing has been carried on with the same efficiency as in 
former years. No definite returns of the amount of work ex5»^ 
cuted have been received ; but it is stated that nearly 20,000 
volumes have been issued from the press during the latter six 
months. 500 copies of the Chinese New Testament, each copy 
eomprising four volumes, have been sent for distribution among 
the natives of China employed in the new tea plantations in 
Assam. 

No further progress can be made in the Chinese metal types 
until the return of Mr. Dyer, who proposes to resume the work 
with vigour as soon as he reaches his station, and has it in con- 
templation to make a fount of a smaller character. The first 
fount is already far advanced, and when completed will be avail- 
able for use both at this station and Batavia. 

PENANG. 

Mr. Davies has returned to England chiefly on account of de- 
clining health. He embarked at Singapore in September, on 
board the Apolline, Captain Rogers, and arrived in London on 
the 13th of February last. It seems improbable that Mr. Davies 
will be able to resume his labours in a tropical climate. 

He has been succeeded in the Chinese branch of the Mission 
by Mr. Alexander Stronach, who arrived at Penang from Singa- 
pore on the 14th of last August. 

Mr. R. T. Grylls, a young man of good education and pious 
principles, has been engaged as teacher in the Chinese boys' school, 
and aflbrds much satisfaction by the diligence with which he per- 
forms his duties. 

At the commencement of last year, Mr. Beighton made 
an effort to draw the attention of the Malay inhabitants to the 
truths of Christianity by the publication of a tract, entitled 
** Christ and Mohammed compared," principally extracted from 
Bishop Porteus's "Evidences of Christianity;" which he enclosed 
in a suitable circular and sent to the principal persons professing 
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Islamism. A considerable excitement was produced, and many 
discussions arose ; but it is diflScult to form any opinion as to the 
results. One or two of the Mohammedans who visited Mr. 
Beighton and conversed with him, appear to be under serious 
impressions, and our brother regards them as sincere inquirers 
after the truth ; but the fear of obloquy and persecution has 
prevented them from embracing it, or at least from openly 
avowing their convictions. A Malay young man, together with 
two orphan children, a Malay boy and a Hindoo girl, have been 
placed under his care. 

On account of the unsatisfactory conduct of the master, another 
of the Malay day-schools has been discontinued. The four re- 
maining schools contain 50 pupils ; and from facts which have 
come under his observation, Mr. Beighton is of opinion, that 
though not so efficient as could be desired, these schools 
have considerably aided the advancement of scriptural know- 
ledge. 

With a view, however, to the more complete attainment of 
the" objects they are designed to promote, he has formed on the 
Mission premises a Malay boys' boarding-school, in which the 
pupils are entirely under his personal superintendence. The 
maintenance of each pupil will cost about £5 a year ; and, as 
there is no regular fund from which such expenses can be 
defrayed, Mr. B. solicits the assistance of Christian friends in 
this country. 

The domestic Chinese boys' school contains about 30 pupils, 
and that for girls about 20. The progress of the children in the 
English and Chinese languages, and in general knowledge, is 
calculated to encourage the hopes of those interested in their 
highest welfare. 

There are also seven individuals under instruction in the Malay 
adult school, and Mrs. Beighton has a female Malay school of 
12 girls. 

There have been distributed during the year 82 Bibles, 
656 Testaments, and 11,283 Tracts; and 13,500 Tracts have 
been printed. 

SINGAPORE. 

Mr. B. P. Keasberry, who received his education for the 
Missionary work in America, having made an offer of his ser- 
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vices to the Society, has been engaged to labour in the Malay 
department at this station. He is conversant with the Malay 
language, and there is every prospect of his being, under the Di- 
Tine blessing, very useful among the numerous class of the po- 
pulation of Singapore, to which his labours are directed. 

The Chinese Missionary, Leang Afa, left Singapore in 
July, and proceeded to China, in order to watch over the 
spiritual interests of his son ; who, from having been in the 
employ of the American Missionaries at Canton, had been taken 
into the service of the Commissioner Lin. 

In August, Mr. John Stronach commenced preaching in the 
Hok-keen dialect. The message of salvation, from the lips of 
an European Missionary, being an entire novelty to a large pro- 
portion of the audiences he addressed, excited various emotions 
of curiosity and surprise, while at the same time the usual oppo- 
sition of the unrenewed heart was, in many instances, strikingly 
developed. 

Mr. Stronach visits the Chinese in their shops every evening, 
to converse with them, and to explain more fully and familiarly 
the only way of salvation. 

Mr. Keasberry preaches regularly in the Mission chapel, and 
occasionally among the contiguous villages. His Malay assistant, 
Ali, who appears an interesting and intelligent person, and a 
sincere convert, was baptized in July last. A Malay woman, 
who received her knowledge of the Gospel from one of the for- 
mer Missionaries in this island, has, in the midst of persecution, 
and destitute of all Christian fellowship, been enabled to main- 
tain a stedfast adherence to its precious truths. Mr. Keasberry, 
in addition to these encouragements, is much cheered by the 
number of Malays who have come forward as inquirers into the 
truth of Christianity. 

In the earlier part of the year the brethren visited the junks 
in the port, and distributed among them 2,649 tracts, and 14 
Testaments. About 1,600 tracts have also been given to the 
inhabitants of the settlement. 

The female schools are continued under the care of Mrs. 
John Stronach and Mrs. Keasberry. 

Mr. J. Stronach has undertaken the superintendence of the 
Chinese classes in the Singapore Institution, with which the 
free schools are now united. 
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BATAVIA. 

Since his return to this station^ Mr. Medhurst has been ac- 
tively exerting himself for the promulgation of the Gospel 
among all classes of the population. In consequence of the ab- 
sence of Mr. Young at Macao, the duties of the station have de- 
volved almost entirely upon himself. On the Sabbath, four ser- 
vices are held in the Mission chapel, — two in English, one in 
Chinese, and one in Malay. In the English services Mr. Med- 
hurst has enjoyed the assistance of Mr. Boone, the only remain- 
ing American Missionary at the station, as often as his frequent 
indisposition v^ould permit. The assistant Missionary, Lucas 
Monton, has also rendered good help. Several Malay and Eng- 
lish services are also held in the week. 

Mr. Medhurst has baptized three Mohammedan women. 

The Mission chapel, after being enlarged, was opened on the 
21st of September. On this, as on other occasions, the clergy- 
men of the Dutch Established Church, who attended, manifested 
a pleasing spirit of Christian love and liberality. The expense 
of the alterations amounted to about £350, of which £250 has 
been contributed by the members of the congregation, whose 
personal and pecuniary assistance is also freely rendered in aid of 
the general objects of the Mission. 

There have been printed in the Chinese, Malay, Japanese, 
Javanese, Madurese, and English languages, 26,310 books and 
tracts of various descriptions ; and 34,387 in the same languages, 
besides French, Dutch, and Dayak, have, through various chan- 
nels, been put into circulation. 

On the return of Mr. Medhurst to Batavia, the Chinese day- 
schools were found in a very inefficient state, partly owing to 
the inherent defects of the system on which they had been con- 
ducted, and partly to the incompetency of the master to whom it 
was found necessary to intrust them. They have, therefore, 
been discontinued, and, in their place, Mr. Medhurst has esta- 
blished a Chinese boarding-school, with 23 pupils, who are in- 
structed in various branches of knowledge, especially in that 
which maketh wise unto salvation. The expense of maintaining 
each pupil is about £4 per annum, to meet which Mr. Medhurst 
solicits the aid of Christian friends in England. 

In the Malay day-school, which has been placed under the 
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superintendence of the Catechist, Lucas Monton, there is a 
visible improvement. 

Mrs. Medhurst has a school of about 12 Chinese girls, who 
are instructed in the Chinese and Malay languages, and in the 
art of embroidery. 

The Parapattan Orphan Asylum^ though not immediately 
connected with the Mission, appears to be a most valuable insti- 
tution, not only in maintaining those destitute children who, 
but for its kindly shelter, would probably perish through want ; 
but also in extending to them the incomparably superior benefits 
of sound Christian instruction. About £1,000 per annum is 
collected for the support of the institution, principally by the 
congregation connected with the Mission chapel ; and its super- 
intendence is confided to Mr. and Mrs. Fursey, who accompanied 
Mr. Medhurst from this country, and who are affording to its 
managers, by the improvements they have introduced, the 
greatest satisfaction. 



EAST INDIES. 

Prom its intimate and singular relation to our country, from 
its magnitude and teeming population, and, above all, from the 
debasing and detestable nature of its idolatry, India presents, 
among all the spheres of Missionary enterprise, the strongest 
claim on the zeal and benevolence of the British churches. 

Amidst many trials and discouragements which the Directors 
experience from that field of their operations, their faith and 
liope are sustained by the assurance that their Missionary 
brethren labouring in India are deserving the confidence and 
affection, as they demand the sympathy and prayers, of all 
friends of the Society. Under difficulties and discouragements 
not to be justly estimated by any but by those who feel them, 
they have stood undaunted and unmoved, and persevered with 
holy vigour in their work of faith and labour of love ; and the 
confidence of the Directors is strong, that He, who has raised up 
for India a band of evangelists so devoted to his glory, will not 
suffer them to labour and to pray in vain. 

To meet the varied wants and circumstances of the people, the 
labours of our Missionaries are greatly diversified. The school- 
master 13 abroad in India, and a mighty powei \s\v^ ^v^ycv^ V^ 
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the native mind for good or evil. By the education afforded in 
many public seminaries from which the Christian Scriptures are 
excluded, the youthful mind of India, freed from the absurdities 
and grosser abominations of the Hindoo mythology, is now in 
many instances abusing its liberty and sporting with the profane 
wit of Voltaire, or the blasphemous vulgarisms of Paine : thus 
the acquisition of European science has led to the attainment of 
European infidelity. 

While the Missionary yields to none in his estimate of the 
value of letters, he labours to secure the great end of instruction, 
— the application of knowledge to the present condition and the 
immortal destiny of man. It is therefore the peculiarity of our 
Mission-schools, that in them not only are the absurdities of 
Paganism exploded, biit by the constant use of the Bible is 
imparted the knowledge of the true God and of Jesus Christ the 
only Saviour. They are, as the Directors feel assured the friends 
of the Society would have them be, schools for Christian educa- 
tion, — nurseries for the church of God. 

From the Mission-presses in India, school books, religious 
tracts, theological treatises, and portions or editions of the Holy 
Scriptures, are constantly supplied. These are judiciously dis- 
tributed by our brethren in their stated and itinerant labours, 
and the blessed fruits, like bread cast upon the waters, is often 
seen after many days. 

But while our Missionaries are the superintendents of religious 
education, and the active distributors of the Bible and of scriptural 
knowledge, the glory of their ministry is, the preaching of the Gos- 
pel. The exhibition of the Cross of Christ as the wisdom of God and 
the power of God, in the redemption of an apostate world, they 
feel to be the paramount obligation of their lives ; and this sacred 
duty they faithfully and affectionately discharge. 

In the crowded city, or to the solitary traveller by the way- 
side ; at the festivals of Hindooism and in the precincts of the 
idol's temple, no less than in their private dwellings and in 
the house of God ; they cease not for a day, or scarcely for an 
hour, to teach and to preach Jesus Christ. 

The aspect of the several Missionary fields in India, like that 

of the country, greatly varies. In Bengal and the provinces yet 

farther to the north, it is still the seed-time ; or, the husbandmen 

baviDg sown the precious grain, are waiting with long patience, 

j^et prajing with holy importunity ioi l\ie eaxVj w\d. the latter 
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rain. In some delightful instances they have indeed been cheered 
with early fruits, but the harvest of their hopes is yet to come. 
In the South, on the contrary, and in the province of Travancore 
in particular, the season is advanced ; and the sowers who went 
out weeping now come again with joy, bearing their sheaves 
with them. 

It must not be concealed that among the Indian converts there 
are many deficiencies to be supplied, and errors to be corrected. 
But it should be remembered that they are but babes in Christ, 
or, at most, little children ; and if, like children, they are some- 
times frivolous, sometimes wayward, and sometimes selfish, 
this cannot occasion astonishment, though it may excite regret. 
Their fathers in the Gospel, while they look on them with 
parental fondness, observe their imperfections and faithfully 
reprove them for their faults ; yet, watching over them with 
tender solicitude, they hope for the day when they shall present 
them before the throne, every man perfect in Christ Jesus. 

Our Missionary brethren, and more particularly those who 
labour in the Presidency of Madras, continue to utter their long 
and loud complaints at the mountainous obstacles superadded to 
their work by the patronage and support still publicly afibrded 
by the British authorities to the idolatry of India. They 
complain, not of the haughty and determined opposition of the 
Brahmins, — this they expect; they complain not of the opposition 
of the native princes, — these, instead of enemies, often prove their 
friends; but they complain, and most justly complain, that the 
serious difiiculties inseparable from their ministry are greatly 
increased by the countenance and favour bestowed on the obscene 
rites of Paganism by Englishmen — the official representatives of 
a Christian nation. Our brethren seek not from their coun- 
trymen in power grace for themselves, or patronage for their 
cause, but they deprecate and condemn the support afforded by 
them to a licentious priesthood, and the honours bestowed upon 
those abodes of all that is disgusting, — the temples of the Hindoo 
gods. All that our Missionaries seek from the Government of India, 
and all that the religious public of Britain ask on their behalf is, 
a strict and honourable neutrality in the conflict between Chris- 
tianity and Paganism: and this, by the help of God, we are 
determined, in a Christian spirit and by all constitutional means, 
to seek, and to seek until it is obtained. In some instances 
where the local authorities have observed tVvia \vQi\io\3iX«JcJ^^ «xn^

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consistent conduct the temples are no longer crowded^ and the 
idols totter. " All the members of our Mission," writes Mr. 
Reid from Bellary, *' attended the popular Hindoo festival held 
at Humpee in March last. Never, perhaps, since the establish- 
ment of the feast, was the number of people so small, — scarcely a 
sixth of the usual attendance. The receipts at the large temple 
were less than a third of the former years. This furnished a 
convincing proof, if such were wanting, that if the Government 
support were withheld from the idolatry of the country, the 
gods would soon be famished. There was no pilgrim tax, and 
no detachment of Sepoys, as in former years, and the feast had 
lost its dignity. With the exception of the Brahmins and reU- 
gious mendicants, the greater part of the people had come for 
pleasure, or to buy, sell, or get gain. In a few more years, if 
non-interference so happily observed in this instance be persevered 
in, the once celebrated festival of Veerupachy will be forgotten." 
Let non-interference, which is now occasional, take place of 
patronage which is general and systematic, and the temples will 
soon be silent and deserted, and the idols will fall and be utterly 
abolished.

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CALCUTTA. 

Among the trials with which this Mission has been visited, we 
are deeply concerned to notice the death of Mrs. Morton, the 
valued partner of our brother, the Rev. William Morton, who was 
called from this world, to enter into the joy of her Lord, on the 
23rd of July, 1839. 

Native Preaching. — The brethren have been actively engaged 
during the year in this important department of labour. In the 
city and adjacent villages, 33 services have been held every week, 
for the express purpose of communicating the Gospel to the 
native population. Referring to the character and progress of 
the work generally, the brethren observe : — 

" During the past year, there has not appeared any thing of a nature to 
modify former statements. There has been the same readiness to hear, 
and the same eagerness to obtain the tracts usually distributed at the 
conclusion of the discourses. Occasionally, the Missionaries have met 
with candid and ingenuous opponents ; and when this has occurred they 
have readily allowed themselves to be diverted from the immediate subject 
of discourse to collateral points of importance. But when this was not the 
character of the interruptions, they generally found it best to discourage 
and decline argumentation, whether during or after preaching ; as they 
have usually found that their antagonists are most unfair disputants, rarely 
if ever discussing a matter, however grave, in the spirit of seriousness, or 
On its own merits ; but angrily or contemptuously, and with the sole motive 
either of personal display, or in order to take off both preacher and hearers 
from the subject of discourse, or to cast opprobrium on the person and 
'Vvork of the blessed Saviour. They have moreover found, that disputations, 
of the nature above alluded to, tend to destroy all impression and recollec- 
tion of the previous sermon or address ; seriousness and solemnity disappear 
— all enter eagerly into the topic of discussion ; and if the heathen oppo- 
nent be somewhat able, he meets a readier, because a more willing, reception 
for his weakest reasoning, than the Christian Missionary for arguments that 
support a pure and uncompromising Gospel. 

" Tlie Missionaries deem it an encouraging circumstance that the ob- 
jections now offered by the natives are scarcely ever in defence of Hinduism, 
as used to be the case heretofore ; they are rather attacks on Christianity 
itself, taken from Paine and other English Infidels. This plainly shows 
that the natives of Calcutta have by this time, learned, at least that the 
system of idolatry, so long cherished and adhered to by them, is altogether 
untenable when brought into contact with sound reasoning and with the 
holy and divine religion of the Bible. 

" The congregations at all the Chapels have generally been orderly 
and well behaved, except on the Chitpore road, where disturbances have 
occasionally taken place : persons have surrounded the Chapel vociferating 
with all their might, with a view to drown the voice of the preacher ; brick- 
bats have been thrown on the tiled roof ; the Missionary has been hooted, 
and, in retinng from the place, he and his covwe^jawe^Vvj^Xi^^^ \^\.^\ 
with stones and gravel Occurrences of this nature mxisXNi^ ^-K^^^\.^^>\svi^* 
mil no doubt cease when the Gospel is better kuoviwr 
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English Preaching. ^-The pastor of Union Chapel writes as 
follows: — ** Although the church and congregation are no more 
dependent on the funds of the Society, we feel we axe yet one 
with you. We desire to record our sense of gratitude to the 
Parent Society, for the constant interest it has taken in our 
welfare, and we do trust that our gratitude will manifest itself 
by endeavouring, at all times and in every way, to promote its 
interests." 

The English services at Cooly Bazaar have been conducted on 
sabbath evening by Mr. Bradbury ; and on Friday evening by- 
Messrs. Gogerly and Morton alternately. The number and 
regular attendance of the congregation aflFord encouragement to 
hope that a blessing accompanies this department of labour. 

The Christian Institution at Bhowanipore is still under the 
superintendence of Mr. Campbell, aided by Messrs. Cardozo, 
Gomes, De Silva, and several native assistants. The brethren 
thus write respecting it:— 

" We have much pleasure in being able to state that this Institution b 
becoming increasingly interesting and efficient. The prejudices, which may 
have existed against it at one time, appear almost entirely removed, an4 
the inhabitants of Bhowanipore and its vicinity, of all classes, not only send 
their children to us to be educated, but begin to regard us as their best 
friends and benefactors. We regard the existence of such a feeling as 
indicative of the great and extensive good which the Institution may, by 
the blessing of God, be the means of accomplishing. It shows that it is 
rising in the estimation of the natives, and that, although we teach the 
doctrines of Christianity in connexion with those sciences which tend to 
destroy Hinduism, they place great confidence in the purity of our motives 
and the honesty of our procedure. They know what they are to expect 
before they send their children to us. The subjects taught, and the 
Christian tendency of the whole system of education pursued, are publicly 
acknowledged, and well known ; there is no reservation, and no other 
efforts are employed to inculcate those principles which we deem of the 
highest importance, than such as are openly avowed and understood. But 
although our principles and mode of tuition are well known. Brahmins of 
the highest order do not hesitate to send their children to- the Institution, 
for the natives are beginning to perceive and feel, that so far as Hinduism 
is concerned, it matters little whether their children are educated in Christian 
schools, or in those of another class. The Institution has had an indirect 
but very important and beneficial influence over public opinion in the 
neighbourhood. Many are convinced that its supporters and managers are 
their best friends. They give us credit for sincerity and honesty, and a 
desire of doing good. Some are beginning to understand (a thing very 
difficult for a Bengali to understand), that men may labour and suffer for 
ihe welfare of their fellow-creatures without any prospect of personal and 
temporal advantage. They see a large and e^^^tv%vj* \iv«\\\.wt\oti main- 
tained by Chnstians ; they sec Missionaries svx^^otled Xs^ V!sve\t C\vm^\«sw 
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brethren, labouring in that Institution to impart useful knowledge to the 
children of Hindus, from whom they expect no honour nor remuneration, and 
consequently they are at last, though tardily, obliged to feel and confess, that 
there must be something noble in the principles by which Christians are 
animated, which can make them so disinterested and so anxious to promote 
the happiness of mankind. This friendly feeling will doubtless increase 
and extend, and will, by the blessing of God, be the means of opening 
many a door for the introduction of the Gospel, which would otherwise 
remain closed. 

" The number of scholars has considerably increased during the last 
year. There are on the list at present 321 lads, whose attendance is 
generally regular, as all who are in the habit of absenting themselves 
without a proper cause are excluded. These are arranged into 12 classes, 
who, according to their ability, study English and Bengali, the Scriptures, 
Geography, History, Arithmetic, Mathematics, and the elements of Me- 
chanics. The first class are studying the Evidences of Christianity, 
Mathematics, Optics, Astronomy, and Political Economy. They also 
write English Essays on prescribed subjects. Considering the short 
standing of the school, the progress of the lads is very creditable to their 
abilities, and proves that they are animated by a laudable and eager desire 
to acquire knowledge. The minds of some of the more advanced are 
enlightened ; they have read the Scriptures, studied and understand the 
evidences ; they perceive and can appreciate the excellency of our holy 
faith. The mind is furnished with much important truth ; the judgment 
is convinced ; and we have reason to believe that the Spirit of Jehovah will 
impress the heart in the day of his power, and make the seed of his word, 
thus early sown, spring up to the praise of his glory. 

" Mr. Lacroix has a Bible class every morning for the especial benefit 
of the Native Christian boys. Nearly the whole of the New Testament 
and a part of the Old have been gone through on these occasions. The 
Mission family join every morning in the domestic worship of God, for 
which the Bengali language is employed, with the young people of both 
the Male and Female departments of the Institution and the other Native 
Christians on the establishment." 

The Theological class includes 7 young men, 2 of whom are em- 
ployed as catechists. Mr. Lacroix, assisted by Mr. De Rodt, has 
superintended their studies in the Bengalee Scriptures, the Pilgrim's 
Progress, Church History, and the Evidences of Christianity. 

The Female Department of the Christian Institution con- 
tinues under the superintendence of Mrs. Campbell and her 
sister. The number of pupils entirely dependent on the funds 
of the Institution, is 24. The children are remarkably healthy 
and cheerful, and some of them give evidence of being hopeful 
characters. 

Mrs. Lacroix, aided by Miss Lacroix, has opened a school for 
heathen girls, the daily attendance of whom is about 24. They 
appear to attend cheerfully, and evince coneivAeisMVe a.^\A\.\x^^ Ssl 
receiving instruction. 
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Kidderpare, — At this station there are two schools, in which 
about 110 boys receive instruction in their own language. 

The two chapels connected with this station are situated, 
one at Koilah Suruk, the other at Chitlah. In the former, the 
Gospel is preached five times, and in the latter thrice, a week. 
They are generally well attended, and the congregations are 
attentive. 

Rammakalchoke and Gungree. — There is a school in each of 
these villages, and another in the village of Kastomahal. A fourth 
had been established at Panakoah, but was relinquished, as but 
few boys attended. The schools contain about 170 boys, who are 
instructed in their own language. The Scriptures and other 
Christian books are read daily. Several girls, principally 
daughters of native Christians, also attend. At G ungree, Ram- 
makalchoke, and Kastomahal, there are flourishing evening 
schools for adults, which afford to those villagers who were pre- 
vented in their youth, the means of redeeming the time, and of 
improving themselves although late in life. 

The two native churches and congregations in the villages have 
during the past year been under the pastoral superintendence of 
the Rev. Messrs. Piffard and Lacroix, assisted by the Bev. Mr. 
De Rodt and the catechist, Radhanath (Ramsay Paterson). 
Divine Service has been regularly held at Rammakalchoke and 
Gungree twice every sabbath. One of the services is catechetical^ 
and has been found very useful in communicating in an easy way 
a knowledge of Divine truth to the people ; as several of them, 
owing to their previous want of education, are not always able 
to derive the full benefit of regular and consecutive discourses. 

The converts have continued their contributions of rice for the 
relief of the poor among them, and also their subscriptions to the 
Parent Society. Nineteen members have been added to the 
church during the year, and ten marriages celebrated. 

Respecting one of those who have been baptized, a young 
Brahmin from the zillah Rungpore, it is stated: — 

" At the age of twenty he quitted his native village to become a sunny- 
asee or religious devotee. After having wandered from shrine to shrine, 
nearly through the whole of Hindostan, and submitted to various austerities, 
and self-inflicted tortures, in the vain hope of saving his soul, he came to 
Kali-ghat near Bhowanipore, and having there learned that a Missionary 
resided in the neighbourhood, he one day presented himself at the gate in 
the wild attire of his order, and expressed a wish to be instructed in Christ- 
ianity. From some conversation with him, it appeared that his attention 
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had first been called to the subject through a tract he had received at 
Moorsbedabad. He placed himself under regular instruction, made rapid 
progress in the knowledge of the truth, and in a few weeks read through 
the whole New Testament. After having continued several months under 
the eyes of the Missionaries, and given most satisfactory proofs of a change 
of heart, he was baptized at Rammakalchoke, and has ever since resided on 
the Mission premises at Bhowanipore, where he attends the theological 
class ; and from his intelligence, and the very good progress he has made, 
bids fair, under the blessing of God, to become a valuable instrument in the 
conversion of his benighted countrymen. 

As to the spiritual state of the converts, the Missionaries de- 
plore that they cannot report more favourably. Whilst the ex- 
ternal deportment of many is on the whole tolerably correct, and 
several of them give signs of a change of heart ; others, it is 
stated, are more careless; too much immersed in their temporal 
concerns, and too oppressed by worldly anxiety, to leave 
room for much spirituality of mind. As is the case with Hindoo 
converts in general, they are said to be deficient in that deep 
sense of the guilt and turpitude of sin, which, when felt, causes 
the soul to long for the Saviour, as the hart pants after the 
water-brooks ; and, after pardon and reconciliation have been ob- 
tained, produces gratitude to the Redeemer, zeal for his glory, 
and a resolute devotedness to his blessed service. It has been 
found necessary to separate from church-fellowship six of the 
members, on account of inconsistent conduct. 

*' There is in this," say the brethren, ** much cause for humili- 
ation and fervent prayer for a more abundant outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit on these infant churches, *lest that which is lame 
be turned out of the way, but that it may rather be healed.'" 

Krishnapore. — To the native church at this station, under the 
pastoral care of Messrs. Gogerly and Morton, there has been an 
addition of 5 members, so that the number in communion has 
been increased to 28. Mr. Moiton makes the following remarks 
on the spiritual state of the church members : — 

" If it be inquired, what is the actual condition of these people ? the 
answer will, it is to be feared, prove not the most satisfactory either to those 
who put the question, or to the Missionary who deems the conversion of 
the heart the great aim and only adequate result of evangelical labour. 
It must be confessed that the knowledge of the Gospel possessed by the 
majority of the people is very limited; and, what is still more to be de- 
plored, its saving and sanctifying impression on their souls in some cases 
doubtful, in most but small. On the other hand, we must take into 
account the deep debasement from which these poor people have been 
drawn. That they should not at once shake off all the mire of superstition. 
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emerge into a clear light, and pant after the Divine likeness with all the 
earnestness of soul evinced by a less apathetic people when enlightened 
by the truth, roused by the law, and drawn by the gospel of the Re- 
deemer, can scarcely be a matter of surprise to those who have a full ac- 
quaintance with the actual state of degradation in which we found them/* 

CHINSURAH. 

The course of labour pursued at this station during the past 
year has been nearly the same as before. The English services 
have been interrupted by a change of regiments at the station. 
Pleasing evidences of the bestowment of the Divine blessing on 
this branch of labour have been evinced in the letters addressed 
to Mr. Mundy, by several of the military who had formerly at- 
tended his ministrations. The native assistants have been occupied 
daily in the villages^ preaching and distributing tracts. Mr. 
Mundy has also employed a part of his time in similar labours ; 
but, in consequence of having received a hurt, has been obliged 
to restrict himself to the immediate neighbourhood of his station. 

The attendance in the day-schools, notwithstanding the estap- 
blishment of the Hooghly college, has been greater than at any 
former period, and the advancement of the pupils in Chris- 
tian knowledge is very observable. There is reason to hope that, 
in one or two instances, the communication of Divine truth has 
been blessed to the salvation of the sonl. 

The female schools under the care of Mrs. Mundy, who 
receives valuable assistance from two Christian friends residing 
on the spot, are reported to be in a very flourishing state ; and, 
considering the extent to which the native mind in India has 
suffered by the unnatural depreciation of the female character, 
it is impossible not to cherish the hope that these schools, calcu- 
lated as they are to remove the strong prejudices which have so 
long existed on this subject, and to restore woman to her proper 
place in society, as well as to direct her in the way to heaven, 
will be attended with great and permanent blessings to the 
country at large. 

BERHAMPORE AND MOORSHEDABAD. 

The Rev. William Glen, appointed to Moorshedabad, sailed 
on thQ 3rd of Japiu^ry, in the Elizabeth^ Captain Hamlin, for 
Calcutta. 

Mrs. Peterson, having been compelled by the state of her 
health tp seek a chaqge of climate, embarked gt Cgloutta, for 
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her native country, in the Owen Glendower, Captain Toller, on 
the 3rd of December, and arrived in London on the 2nd of 
April. The expenses of her voyage have been kindly defrayed 
by friends residing at Berhampore. 

Mr. Paterson has continued without interruption his arduous 
endeavours to spread the glad tidings of salvation among the 
idolatrous Hindoos, and Mr. Lessel has begun to take a share 
in this department of labour, besides assisting in the stated 
services held in the Mission Chapel on the Lord's day. A new 
preaching station has been opened in the Khagra Bazaar, where 
there is a good attendance. 

Of the native assistants, one has proved unworthy of the con- 
fidence which had been reposed in him, and has left the station ; 
and another has removed to Calcutta, where he is employed in 
connexion with one of the benevolent Institutions in that city. 
The other two remain at the station. 

The wife of one of the Catechists has been received into church 
fellowship, and the native members are 9 in number. 

The number of children in the Asylum connected with the 
station has been increased from 13 to 42, and 36 of these are 
orphans. This institution has also received under its beneficent 
protection seven Christian families, including 28 persons, who 
have been located as labourers on the farm from which the institu- 
tion chiefly derives its support; and a Christian Sircar is engaged, 
in communicating religious instruction to their minds, and con- 
ducting the services every morning and evening when they meet 
for worship. In two of the elder orphan boys, the missionaries 
have the satisfaction to perceive indications of a work of grace 
upon their hearts. 

Mr. Paterson has spent the cold seasons in itinerating through 
the country, south of Berhampore. He has also visited the 
Kapileshwar mela, which, as well as the Chaltra mela, was but 
thinly attended last year. The brethren are encouraged by 
observing the growing apathy with which the people appear to 
regard the idolatrous festivals, and feel stimulated to increased 
exertion to implant the faith of Christ in minds which, however 
they may be blinded and misled by errors of another description, 
can never again in all probability be made the slaves of the 
drivelling and contemptible superstitions, under which they had 
so long crouched and withered. 
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BENARES. 



Mr. Kennedy arrived at Benares on the 31st of March 1839* 
and has commenced his labours among the native population. 

Mr. Lyon has been compelled by the serious illness of Mrs. 
Lyon, to leave (at least for the present,) the work on which he 
had but just entered. Having embarked at Calcutta in the 
Owen Glendotoevy Captain Toller, on the 3rd of December, our 
friends arrived in London on the 2nd of April. 

The number of services held during the week at this station 
has been increased to 20, 1 of which is in English, and the rest 
in Urdu and Hindui. Though the native congregations are 
generally not numerous, their attention to the w^ord spoken is 
very encouraging. The brethren have still, however, to lament 
the absence of any decisive proofs of conversion. During the 
year only one adult Hindoo has been baptized. Others desire 
to make an open profession, but are deterred from coming for- 
ward chiefly by a fear of losing caste. Several candidates for 
baptism have been rejected on account of the uncertainty felt by 
the brethren as to whether they were suitably prepared for the 
proper reception of the rite. 

The boys in the Orphan School, 9 in number, have been prin- 
cipally under the care of Mr. Kennedy. 

The Female Boarding School in the Mission Compound is 
continued, and presents a promising aspect. 

The labours of the Mission have been increased by the esta- 
blishment, in the course of the year, of 8 day-schools, which con- 
tain 243 boys, and another day-school containing 62 girls. 
These schools, it is hoped, will not only be instrumental in im- 
parting scriptural knowledge to the pupils, but also prove a va- 
luable medium of communication with the people. While con- 
ferring these substantial advantages, it is satisfactory to know 
that the superintendence of them will not infringe on those 
still more important labours of the brethren which aim at the 
everlasting salvation of the human myriads that surround them. 

The printing of the Urdu New Testament has been completed, 
and it is now in the hands of the people. Considerable progress 
has been made in the translation of the Old Testament, but the 
essential work of revision has suflTered some delay from causes 
over which the brethren had no control. 
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MIRZAPORE. 

Mr. Mather devoted a large portion of his time last year to 
preaching among the natives in the bazaars. The Hindoostanee 
services have been regularly continued for the native Christians, 
many of whom have acquired an intelligent acquaintance with 
some of the most important parts of Scripture. The congrega- 
tion, including the Orphan children, consists of about 70 per- 
sons. As there is no regimental chaplain at this station, an 
English service has been commenced, and it is hoped has not 
been unproductive of good. 

The state of the Orphan Asylum is upon the whole very en- 
couraging. The institution contains 25 boys, and 30 girls, all of 
whom are able to read in the Urdu language, which they have 
been taught through the medium of the Roman character. Se- 
veral of the girls have also acquired the art of writing, and various 
branches of industry suited to their sex, and some of the elder 
boys are learning trades. Mrs. Mather is assisted in the female 
department by a lady who has been sent out by the Society for 
promoting Female Education in the East. In concluding his 
report, Mr. Mather mentions the following interesting facts : — 

" At the close of last year a discussion took place near one of the 
mosques, which at the time seemed likely to be productive of good. It 
was occasioned by the visit of a Maulavi, of the name of Guda Husain, 
who, in addition to other acquirements, professed to be able to work mi- 
racles in defence and support of the Mohammedan religion. He said he 
could make a stone idol speak, and present in vision any individual whom 
we might wish to see. At his request I met him in a square near the 
mosque, and there were with him more than a hundred of his friends, including 
many respectable Mussulmans. A discussion took place, which lasted for 
two days, but at the end of that time I declined to remain, as I saw no 
hope of any good being done. The Maulavi wished me to write and sign 
a paper to the effect, that if I could not answer his arguments, I would re- 
nounce Christianity and become a Mussulman, and on my demurring to 
ibis as an unnecessary condition, he refused to proceed to the discussion 
of any other topic. It is a matter of regret, that afterwards the magistrate 
interfered to drive him away from the city, as it produced the impression, in 
his mind and that of his friends, that I had been accessory to it, having no 
other means adequate to the refutation of his claims. One incident has 
occurred of a pleasing character, which I may mention, — the accession to 
our number of an Afghan from Cabul. He came to this country attracted 
by the fame of the Company's Arabic College in Calcutta, and was making 
his way thither when he arrived at Mirzapore. It appears that at Rewah, 
he had been robbed by a fellow-traveller, and was thus necessitated to make 
some application for relief. He came with this design to me ; he had 
often heard but never seen the Pentateuch and Gospels, and when these 
were shown to him in the Persian language, he wa^ greatly surprised, and 
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professed an anxiety to be allowed to stay and examine them. He has 
now been with us two months, has given up his attendance in the mosques, 
unites with us in all our exercises of religious worship, and wishes to be 
baptized." 

SURAT. 

Messrs. Clarkson and Flower^ whose departure from England 
was announced in the last Report, reached Bombay August 2, 
1839, and afterwards proceeded to Surat, where Mr. Flower ar- 
rived in September, and Mr. Clarkson on the 15th of December 
following. The erection of the Mission Chapel has been com- 
pleted, and the building is ready to receive a congregation. Its 
erection, owing to unforeseen difficulties, has cost more than was 
anticipated, viz., £1,200, of which £930 has been already contri- 
buted by Christian friends in that part of India, and the sub- 
scription list had not been closed when the brethren wrote. 

The Native and English services have been continued without 
interruption in the Mission Chapel and the school-rooms. In the 
course of the year, considerable opposition has been manifested 
to the Gospel on the part of some of the natives, to whose pecu- 
liar practices in certain respects it is strongly opposed. The 
probability is, that their active hostility will be but of short du- 
ration. It was first occasioned by the interment, according to 
Christian rule, of the child of a native convert, whose remains 
the members of his caste would, had they succeeded in their 
wishes, have consumed by fire, conformably to their own heathen 
customs. 

Early in the year, one of the native church-members was re- 
moved by death, and towards its close the Mission suffered ft se- 
vere loss in the death of Bhaichund Narsaidas, wlio was among 
the most useful and consistent of the native Christians. An in- 
teresting account of his life, supplied by Mr. A. Fyvie, was inserted 
in the Missionary Magazine for April last. The other converts 
continue, with the help of divine grace, to walk worthy of their 
vocation amidst the temptations to which they are exposed. 

Though in some of the schools the attendance has declined, in 
consequence of the opposition made by those interested in the 
support of heathenism, the aggregate number of pupils has not 
seriously decreased. In the preceding year it was 260, and in 
that now under review it has been about 240. The schools are 
frequently visited, and regularly examined every week. 

About 300 poor persons continue to receive relief from the 
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fund placed at the disposal of the Missionaries by the liberality 
of the Europeans residing in Surat and its neighbourhood. 
During the year about 16,000 tracts have been issued &om the 
Mission press.

MADRAS. 

Mr. Smith, having received no improvement in his health 
by his residence on the Neilgherry hills, has been under the 
necessity of returning for a time to his native land. He em- 
barked at Madras on the 4th of May, and arrived in England 
on the 17th of Septerabor* 

Mr. Drew has been obliged to undergo the trial of a temporary 
secession from his station, to seek the restoration of health. He 
first visited Bangalore, but not finding there the relief he sough 
proceeded to the Neilgherry hills, where he was still rem 
when the last accounts left. 

* At present in Englukd. 
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The trials of the Mission have not ended here. The Rev. 
John Lumb, appointed to Combaconum, and who arrived at 
Madras in December 1838, was requested by the brethren to 
undertake the English services. Mr. Lumb acceded to the 
proposal ; but, his health proving unequal to the climate, he was 
soon after laid aside, and was under the necessity of leaving 
India. Accompanied by Mrs. Lumb, he arrived by the Strath- 
eden in England on the 7th of last December. 

In consequence of these trying dispensations, the duties of the 
station have pressed very heavily on Mr. Caldwell. 

Various other changes have occurred in connexion with this 
station. Mr. Dawson has been removed to the Teloogoo Mis- 
sion at Chicacole, for which he is peculiarly qualified by his ac- 
quaintance with the Teloogoo language. When the report was 
closed Mr. Regel was on his way from Pulicat to take charge of 
the Tamil department at Bangalore, the climate of which, being 
cooler, is more suited to his health than that of Madras. 

Mr. Lewis, appointed to the Coimbatoor' station, and who 
arrived at Madras on the 7th of January, has been requested by 
the brethren to remain there for a limited period to supply the 
English church and congregation. In consequence, however, of 
the various reasons which render it undesirable that the pastor- 
ship of the English church should devolve on those who have 
jnore than sufficient labour in their specific province of Mission- 
aries to the heathen, the Directors are grateful in being able to 
state that Mr. Porter, who has just completed his course of study 
at Rotherham, is about to undertake this duty, so important in 
itself, and so intimately connected with the general interests of 
the Missionary cause in this part of India. 

The attendance of the English congregation continues nearly 
the same as during the former years, and the members of the 
church are about 70 in number, 7 persons having been admitted, 
chiefly from other churches ; 13 have left the presidency, and 1 
has been excluded. 

The attendance on the free schools has suffered no diminution, 
and the diligence of the teachers as well as the progress of the 
scholars is very satisfactory. A Christian friend in the army, 
who has long evinced an unwavering attachment to the cause of 
Christ among the heathen, regularly visits and examines these 
schools. 

The congregation at Pursewaukum is still on the increase, 
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both in numbers and in interest. Great attention is generally 
paid to the religious instruction communicated by the brethren, 
and many are evidently advancing in the knowledge of divine 
thiDgs. The heathen begin to visit the place of worship more fre- 
quently, and are sometimes observed to listen very attentively. 

There are at present 27 persons in full communion, of wbom 
6 reside at Poonamallee ; 3 have been admitted, and 2 excluded. 
It is a painful and humiliating fact that one of the latter had 
been for many years a catechist, and was esteemed one of the 
most sincere and conscientious men in connexion vritb the 
mission. All will unite in the prayer of the brethren that he 
may soon be led to return unto the Lord with full purpose of 
ieart. 

A considerable number of persons are under instruction as 
catechumens; viz., 22 candidates for church fellowship, and 9 
candidates for baptism. Some of tbese appear not to be 
influenced by the purest motives, but the greater number seem 
really desirous to grow in knowledge and in grace. 

In addition to three services held by the brethren during the 
week, and their occasional addresses when visiting the schools, 
the Gospel is preached to the heathen statedly by the native 
assistants. Latterly, public services, designed exclusively for the 
heathen, have been held in the school-houses at Veranatotum 
and Pursewaukum, and if any objections are made they receive 
an answer at the close of the meeting. Heathens rarely enter 
Christian churches or chapels unless they are already favourably 
disposed towards Christianity, but they attend these meetings in 
^nsiderable numbers, attracted probably by the love of dis- 
'^ion. On these and similar occasions tracts are always 
distributed among the people. 

There are 5 native day-schools connected with the head station, 
which contain 158 scholars. The female boarding school, (the 
prized object of the late Mrs. Drew's affectionate solicitude 
and devoted effort,) has been continued under the charge of Mrs. 
Bower, but is about to lie transferred to Mrs. TurnbuU, ^tV 
widow of the late Rev. G. TurnbuU, of Bangalorp^ wiiose 
desire it is to devote herself entirely to this department of 
labour, and who hopes to render it more efficient and exten- 
sive. 

Tripassore. — The native teacher Joel, formerly stationed here, 
having been removed to Pulicat, has been succeeded bj another 

E 
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who have come forward to inquire respecting the way of salvation. 
Besides the orphan-school and the English school, the one 
containing 11, and the other 45 children, Mr. Dawson has the 
superintendence of 3 native schools, numbering collectively 
about 60. 

The out-stations at Chicacole, Vizianagram, and Ankapilly, 
have been visited during the year, and no opportunity has been 
lost for proclaiming the Gospel in these parts of the country. 
In a journey to and from Bangalore, Messrs. Gordon and Porter 
have had the satisfaction to preach at Nellore, Ongole, Masuli- 
patam, Kotavilly, and many other large towns and villages, and 
have been much cheered, not only by the attention paid to their 
message, but by instances of Christian truth previously received 
into the minds of natives producing, in the midst of the heathen 
and at a distance from missionaries, the most pleasing results. 

CUDDAPAH. 

Mr. Shrieves has removed to this station to assist Mr. Howell. 
On the Sabbath three public services are held in the chapel, — 9 
Teloogoo, and 1 Tamil, — besides a service for the children in the 
Sabbath-school. Two Tamil services are also held by the catechist 
on the Sabbath in the cantonment. The native readers continue 
to pursue their labours without any material alteration. 

The stated congregation, including children, numbers about 
179. During the year, 16 adults and 9 children have been 
baptized, and 9 persons admitted into church fellowship. Owing 
to this addition, the church has increased to S9 members. 

In the course of *the year, Mr. Howell visited Nellore for the 
purpose of preaching the Gospel and establishing schools, and, 
having accomplished his object, returned to Cuddapah. In 
November he also visited Goorjala^ where a few persons have 
latterly embraced the Gospel, it is hoped, in sincerity and truth. 
The people seemed to pay much attention to the word of life, 
but how vainly, in regard to some of them, is evinced by the 
fact that they have induced the wife of Venketapa, the first 
convert, to leave her husband, and go back to reside with her 
heathen relatives. Venketapa, having already made himself 
useful in spreading the Gospel among his neighbours, Mr. 
Howell, assisted by the kind liberality of a Christian friend, 
hopes to render him such assistance as may enable him to 
devote himself more unreservedly to iVve viotV. 
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There are 5 Tamil and Teloogoo schools, which contain 127 
children, by whom much progress has been made in Christian 
knowledge. About 5,000 tracts and 500 portions of Scripture 
We been distributed. 

CHITTOOR AND WALAJAHPETTAH. 

The Rev. Alexander Leitch and Mrs. Leitch, appointed to this 
Mission, sailed in the Mary Jnn, 24th August ; and, having 
anived at Madras on the 7th of January, proceeded shortly af- 
terwards to Chittoor, in company witli Mr. Bilderbeck, who had 
come to meet them, and reached their place of destination on the 
lih of February. 

At Chittoor, the Rev. Isaac David has statedly continued his 
ministrations for the edification of the native Christians and the 
conversion of the heathen. The congregation at Chittoor, con- 
sisting only of those who profess the religion of Christ, numbers 
about 70 persons, and those at Readcherry, and the new Chris- 
tian Village, about 30 each, including children. 

Two members of the church have been dismissed, 4 have re- 
inoved, and 1 has been suspended, but additions having been 
subsequently made, the number has been refStored to 12. There 
«re altogether 32 professedly Christian families connected with 
tbe Mission, and of these, 8 families, comprising 32 individuals, 
reside in the Christian Village. The latter are not only diligent 
'^ their daily labour, but regularly devote a part of their time 
every morning and evening to united reading of the Scriptures 
and prayer, and are thus improving in divine knowledge. The 
Missionary and his assistants daily visit the houses of the Chris- 
tian families for instruction and worship. 

* During the year, Mr. David has baptized, at Chittoor, VP'ala- 
Mpettah, and Ai-nee, 9 adults and 22 children. 

One man, who was baptized in the preceding year, and whose 
friends forced him away, subsequently escaped out of their 
Wds, andls under the care of the Missionaries at Madras. 
The 3 Ta^il schools contain 87 boys. 

Wahjahpettah, — At this station the work of the Lord has been 
^^orously commenced and sustained. The new Mission premises 
'^^re opened in September last, and public worship has been kept 

twice on the Sabbath, and once every week-day. The room 

which it is held opens on the public road, o^^o^\t.^ ^. \ax&L^ 

eace many bring their daily supply oi walex •, awft^ XJcv^ ^XX^xv- 
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tiou of the people, as they go and come, is often arrested by the 
voice of praise and prayer proceeding from this humble temple. 
Thus attracted, some are led to enter within its walls; and, 
though the attendance fluctuates, tliere are often several to listen 
to the Truth. In addition to these stated services, the people are 
frequently addressed in the school-rooms and principal places of 
the town. At first, the air of novelty which characterised the 
movements of the Mission in the eyes of the people, rather ex- 
cited suspicion, alarm, and curiosity; but the cholera having 
broken out on two occasions, and as the Missionary was ready 
at all times to aflbrd his personal assistance, and to aid them 
with medicine, food, and other comforts, the people have begun 
to exercise greater confidence in their new teachers, and to re- 
gard them as their best friends. 

Among the candidates for baptism, the most interesting is a 
Moliammedan about 30 years of age, who appears to be in ear- 
nest in seeking the salvation of his soul, and who has hitherto 
conducted himself in an upright and consistent manner. 

At this station there are 6 schools for boys, with an average 
attendance of about 200, and one female school, containing 12 
girls. 

Arnee, — The native teacher Hales worth, assisted by two 
others, pursues his labours at Arnee, and in the neighbouring 
villages, with indefatigable perseverance. Seven persons have 
been added to the church ; two from the congregation at Chit- 
toor, and the rest from among the heathen. These latter have 
been called to endure persecution for their faith, but through 
the grace and strength of Christ have witnessed a good confession. 
Halesworth conducts public worship every Sabbath morning, holds 
a prayer-meeting in the evening, and also once in the week, and 
convenes the church-members once a month. The day-school 
contains 40 children, and a school for adults has recently been 
established. 

At Vellore there is also a school containing about 40 boys, 
under the care of a native teacher. The distribution of tracts 
and books has been continued. For want, however, of more 
efficient aid, little good seems to have been produced. 

Besides the annual visit to Conjeveram, several tours have 
been made by Mr. Bilderbeck, and his native assistants, in the 
surrounding country. 
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BELGAUM. 

The health of Mr. Taylor has been but inditferent durhig the 
greater part of the year, and he has several times been under 
the necessity of leaving his station for change of air. 

In the number and order of the native services no material 
alterations have taken place. Some of the members of the 
church have quitted the neighbourhood, and it has pleased the 
Lord to remove three of them from the toils of earth to the light 
and joy of the upper world; but the places of the departed have 
been supplied by accessions from other Christian communities. 

The usual indifference and apathy, no less than the occasional 
kostility, manifested by the inhabitants of Belgaum and Shaw- 
pore, is very trying to the faith and patience of the Missionaries. 
In the latter part of 1839, a few natives, and some of the elder 
pupils in the school, exhibited indications of being favourably 
inclined to Christianity ; but their conduct gave rise to violent 
opposition on the part of those interested in maintaining the 
present system of idolatry. What the results may be it is dif- 
ficult to conjecture. 

The attendance on the Sabbath evening English service has 
been diminished, by a change of the military at the station ; but 
w consequence of the army chaplain being absent from Belgaurn, 
the brethren, at the request of the commanding officer, have en- 
deavoured to aid the cause of Christ by preaching to the troops 
in the camp. 

The two schools, formerly established at Shawpore, have been 
united into one, and the female school is discontinued. There 
aw 7 schools in all, — 1 English and 6 native ; in which the ag- 
gregate attendance is reported at 230, The progress of the pu- 
pils, particularly in the English school, appears satisfactory. 

Mr. Beynon made a tour in the month of May, through some 
of the neighbouring districts, and finding at KuUadghee several 
native Christians, who had formerly been members of the church 
at Bellary, he left with them a native reader, at the request of 
some friends to the cause of God residing there; by whom, 
also, tbe means of his support are kindly provided. 

In November, Mr. Taylor visited a place called Banthoor, 
at the request of the inhabitants, who declared their willingness, 
as a body, to embrace Christianity, and produced certain pro- 
fessedly sacred books, which contained, they said, prophecies 
respecting it; but as their motives could not be regarded as free 
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from objection, nothing further was attempted beyond exhibiting 
to them the pure and spiritual nature of the kingdom of our 
Lord. 

Distribution of Books. — 19 Bibles, 29 New Testaments, 216 
portions of Scripture, and 3,943 books and tracts, 

BELLARY. 

Mr. and Mrs. Paine arrived from this station, on a visit to 
England, in May, 1839. 

In the prospect of Mr. Thompson visiting his native country, 
Mr. Hands has kindly consented to remove for a time to Bellary, 
to assist Mr. Reid in his important operations. 

With regard to his native congregation, Mr. Reid has much 
to exercise his faith and fortitude. He has sown the seed dili- 
gently and prayerfully, and is looking for the increase to Him 
who has declared that his word shall not return imto him void. 

Of those who attend, some appear to come from motives or 
curiosity ; others draw near vrith the lips only, and not with the 
heart ; and others, still, attend, merely to show their respect for 
the Missionaries personally. In another branch of the Mission, 
however, such is not the case. The services conducted by Mr. 
Flavel have been of a different character, and attended with no 
small measure of success. 

Several of the church-members have left the station, and with 
reference to four of them, there has been a necessity for the ex- 
ercise of discipline. The only member, admitted during the 
year, is one of the girls belonging to the Orphan School. The 
orphan youth John Boyle, who was received into the church two 
years ago, and who presented a lovely example of the influence 
of religion, died of cholera in March last. 

The whole number in church-fellowship, at the close of the 
year, was 45. 

Mr. Thompson, accompanied by some of the native catechists, 
has taken several tours through the neighbouring districts ; and 
all the members of the Mission, together with Mr. Taylor, of 
Belgaum, visited the festival at Humpee, in March. The at- 
tendance of the people was scarcely a sixth of the usual number, 
and the receipts at the large temple fell short more than one- 
third of the sum received in former years. This remarkahle 
diminution is chiefly ascribed to the withdrawal 9f the sanction 
formerly given by Government to l\i\s owcc-c^e;V»Xjfcft.» Wl uo 
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less unholy, feast of idol-worshippers. In the beginning of 
November, Messrs. Reid and Thompson, accompanied by John 
Craven, visited the festival at Soondoor, about 40 miles from 
Bellary, and found there a considerable concourse of Mahratta 
and Canarese people, though not nearly equal to what they be- 
held on former occasions. 

Two of the heathen schools, situated in the adjacent villages, 
have been discontinued. Eight schools for boys, and two for 
girls, containing £89 children, are still in operation. These, 
with only one exception, are immediately under the eye of Mr. 
Reid, and consequently receive a vigilant superintendence, but our 
brother considers that there is yet ample room for improvement 
iu the state of education generally. 

Five children have been received into the Orphan School, the 
state and progress of which constitute a source of great comfort 
and encouragement to the brethren. 

The English Charity School in the Fort continues to enjoy 
the kind interest and support of the inhabitants of the station. 
It contains 49 scholars, of whom 7 are supported by friends on 
4e spot. 

From the press there have been issued, since the last returns, 
^,485 portions of Scripture, tracts, and other books, compris- 
ing upwards of four millions of pages. 

The Canarese and Teloogoo Scriptures are in course of re- 
gion for printing, and translations have been made into Cana- 
rese and Teloogoo, of a Treatise on Geography, written in Tamil 
hy the late Mr. Rhenius, The tract " Andrew Dunn" has also 
heen translated into these languages. 

The following have been put into circulation : — 23 Bibles, 44 
New Testaments, 5,060 portions of Scripture, and 73,877 tracts 
and books, in various languages. 

BANGALORE. 

The Directors have already fulfilled the mournful task of 

placing on record the death of their devoted brother, the Rev. 

^flbert TurnbuU, which occurred at Sydney, (whither he had 

^'one for the benefit of his health,) on the 19th of March, 1839. 

^^^ last hours eminently testified to the power of religion to 

che^j^ and support the mind in the immediate prospect of 

'^^Oity. 

* ie attendance of the heathen on tlxe us\3ia\ semcft^, ^XJaaxx^ 
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fluctuating, has been, on the wliole, sucli as to afford encourage- 
ment. About 30 or 40 are generally present, many of whom 
remain the whole time of worship, and listen with apparent 
seriousness to the declaration of Divine trutlj. The attendance 
of the Tamil congregation on the sabbath is usually good. The 
Tamil catechists continue to ailord much satisfaction. Mr. 
Regel having been under the necessity of leaving Pulicat on 
account of continued ill-health, to reside in a cooler climate, has 
removed to Bangalore, and taken charge of the Tamil depart- 
ment of the Mission, which presents a very interesting as- 
pect. 

An English service is held once on the Lord's day, and the 
Friday evening prayer-meeting is continued, much to the mutual 
comfort and edification of those who attend. One of the Cana- 
rese Christians, in relation to whom it was some time ago found 
necessary to exercise the discipline of the church, by expelling 
him from its fellowship, has given signs of sincere repentance, 
and been re-admitted. The number of members in the English 
church is 23, and the native 19. 

Towards the close of the year, Mr. Hands made a circuitous 
journey to Bellary and back, passing through various large towns 
and villages, in many of which he preached to numerous con- 
gregations, and had much communication with the people on the 
things belonging to their peace. In April and May, Messrs. 
Rice and Sewell travelled through the Onsoor district for a 
similar purpose. The preaching of the Gospel was in general 
listened to with attention, and many lengthened discussions 
were held. A remarkable and encouraging feature in this 
tour was the great eagerness manifested, particularly by Brah- 
mins and natives of the higher classes, to obtain Scriptures 
and tracts. 

The children under the care of the Mission in the Orphan 
school are gradually advancing in scriptural knowledge. The 
kindness of friends in England, and at the station, has enabled 
the Missionaries to erect a large and convenient room for the 
infant-school, in which good progress is made. Some of the 
elder boys display a great desire for knowledge, and give close 
attention to the Scriptures. 

In the preceding year, there had been 3 native female schools 

7/7 operation, but these it has been deeraed expedient to unite 

into one. There are 32 pupils, oi ^Yiom \4s «tfe\io«t^«t^,^VQ, 
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together with the infant-school, are under the united super- 
intendence of Mrs. Rice and Mrs. Sewell. The Canarese 
and Tamil day-schools, 6 in number, contain collectively 188 
pupils. 

Among the means employed by Mr. Rice to advance the 
spiritual interests of the people, he has prepared a tract, entitled 
"Strictures on Hindooism," and has commenced a series of 
Canarese school-books. 

Two Bibles, 6 New Testaments, 400 portions of Scripture, 
and 4,650 tracts and books have been distributed. 

SALEM. 

This Mission has been deprived, by death, of the valuable 
services of Mrs. Walton, whose decease took place on the 28th 
of August, 1839. 

The heathen have attended the means of grace regularly, and 
a few appear to be impressed with the importance of eternal 
things. That the word has not been preached in vain is shown 
by the fact that the minds of several individuals are labouring 
under conviction of sin. 

During the year two individuals, a man and his wife, have been 
received into the fellowship of the church, and those mentioned in 
the last Report, as having suffered exclusion, have been re-ad- 
Diitted. One other member has been excluded, and it is feared 
"^ relapsed into heathenism. The church at the close of the 
year contained 31 members. 

Most of the schools have been in a flourishing state during the 

y^ar, and many of the pupils have made good progress in Scrip- 

^iJre knowledge. At one period the schools were almost deserted, 

^^ consequence of the prevalence of the cholera, to which some 

^f the most promising scholars fell victims. A few of the boys 

^n the Mission compound school afford indications of piety, and 

instead of spending their leisure in amusement, they devote it to 

^® fulfilment of a task equally novel and interesting, namely, 

^^^hing their mothers to read. The Teloogoo school at Sheva- 

^®^t.ah has ceased, and the Tamil school, formerly in operation 

^Viat place, but which was discontinued from circumstances 

^^nd the control of the Mission, has been re-opened. The 

^^^ols at Salem, and in its immediate neighbourhood, are 9 in 

g^^^^ber^ and contain 3i8 scholars, includiug a ^c\iQ^ W ^c5sa»^ 

^ one for adults. 
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Missionary tours have been made to the Dhurmapoory, Tri« 
patore, Ahtoor, and Racheepooram districts^ and in each of thes9 
places circumstances of an encouraging character came under the 
observation of the brethren, who went forth to sow the preciou9 
seed of the word. There have been various pleasing indications 
that the former itinerant labours of the Mission, and the efforts 
made in the distribution of books, have not been disowned of 
Him who delighteth in shewing mercy, but, in many instanceSi 
have been followed by his blessing. 

One of the inmates of the Infirmary died in May last in the 
faith of the Gospel, affording in her last hours satisfactory evi« 
dence that her hopes were fixed on the Redeemer. 

About 1000 portions of Scripture, and 7,000 tracts have been 
distributed. Scarcely a day passes in which numerous eager 
applicants do not call at the Mission house for tracts and por- 
tions of the Word of God. 

Mr. Walton frequently enters into conversation with his native 
visitors, and observes that many of them exhibit the most inter* 
esting traits of character. Our brother labours and prays with* 
out ceasing, that all with whom he has any intercourse may b^ 
speedily brought under the saving power of the Gospel, and be 
invested with that moral loveliness which gr^e only can 
confer. ' 

COMBACONUM. 

Although among the native Christians at this station there 
are some whose conduct reflects but little credit on their pro- 
fession, others have advanced in Divine knowledge, and adoro 
the doctrine of Christ in all things. The native believers at on© 
of the out-stations have been called to suffer persecution in con- 
sequence of refusing to pay taxes for the support of idolatry. 
The whole number of Christian families in connexion with the 
mission, is 51, comprising 212 individuals, of whom 25 are 
members of the church. The stated services for Chris-* 
tians and heathens have been continued nearly as formerly, and 
several opportunities are afforded for their engaging in mutual 
conversation and united prayer. From the remarks frequently 
made by the heathen after having heard the Gospel, it is evident 
tliat many of them are convinced of sin, though averse to the 
reception of the pure and humbling doctrines of the Cross. 
Several towns and villages within ^ cvtc\x\t q^ 3?i \k\«& i\«ixji. 
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Combaconum have been visited by Mr. Nimmo and the native 
assistants. 

The Tamil school at Kavastbalum has been transferred to 
the Rev. V. D. Coombes of the Propagation Society, but ano- 
ther at Koothalum, having been taken into connexion vnth this 
mission, there are still 10 schools, containing 37S scholars. 
The English school, having been found under present circum- 
stances inefficient in the impartation of Christian knowledge, 
has been discontinued, and the circumstances of the people have 
prevented the continuance of the adult school. The female 
hoarding school contains 8 girls, whose progress in learning is 
satisfactory; but it is to be regretted that they continue to be 
so early removed from instruction by their parents. 

Some small books and tracts have been prepared, and at the 
hook-shops, and in various other ways, 11,000 tracts, and 450 
portions of the New Testament, have been distributed. This 
department of labour has been attended with some interesting 
Tesalts, particularly among a class of coppersmiths to the north 
of Combaconum, who have thrown off the yoke of Brahminical 
wpremacy. 

MYSORE. 

The Rev. C. Campbell arrived at this place on the 1st of Feb- 
i^uary, and has since been enabled to prosecute his labours, under 
Circumstances of much encouragement. His chief work consists 
in preaching the Gospel, and conversing with the natives, many of 
^hom have recourse to him to obtain information as to the na- 
^e of the gospel, and the means of attaining its blessings. 
In his public engagements he has not hitherto met with any 
Solent opposition. The people often hear attentively, and with 
apparent interest, but many manifest their hatred to the truth, 
^y turning aside to vain jangling. 

Mr. Campbell at first held two services on the Sabbath, one 
^^ English and one in Canarese, the former in a neat and com- 
fortable chapel built by subscription before any missionary was 
appointed to the station. Subsequently, circumstances induced 
*Vim to substitute a Tamil service for one of the English. In 
Addition to these a prayer-meeting is held every Wednesday 
Evening, which, as well as the monthly missionary prayer-meet- 
ing, is conducted alternately by Mr. Campbell and Mr. Hodson, 
^ne of the Wesleyan brethren, who settled «Lt "ili.^^^^^ ^^NiS. 
the same time. 
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Three schools have been estahlislKnl under Christian native 
teachers. Mr. Campbell has taken charge of a Tamil school 
which was formerly superintended by a catechist, in connexion 
with the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel, whose ex- 
ertions for the benefit of the Tamil people Mr. Campbell is 
endeavouring to follow up as far as his opportunities will admit 
The compound school contains 11 girls, to whom Mrs. Camp- 
bell gives instruction ; two of these are Canarese orphans, anc 
reside in the family. The rest, with one exception, are Tamil 
girls, who are taught through the medium of the Canarese lan- 
guage. Mrs. Campbell has also a Sabbath-school and Bible 
class under her care, the progress of which amply rewards the 
labour they involve. 

There are many villages in the vicinity, teeming with inhabi- 
tants, among whom our brother has had frequent opportunities 
of lifting up his voice to declare the glad tidings of salvation. 
He sows besides all waters, in the sure hope and belief that the 
Lord of the harvest will not suffer the holy seed to perish, but 
will water it with the effusions of his grace, until it bring forth 
much fruit to his own praise and glory. 

COIMBATOOK. 

The Rev. J. M. Lechler, formerly of the German Evangelical 
Mission in Tinnevelly, having offered his services to the Society, 
has been appointed to co-operate with Mr. Addis at Coimbatoor ; 
.where he arrived on the 13th of September. 

The Rev. Ebenezer Lewis, who has also been appointed to 
Coimbatoor, sailed on board the Mary Anriy Captain Tarbutt, 
on the 24th of August, and on the 7th of January, arrived at 
Madras, where he is sojourning for a time, in order to supply 
the services in connexion with the English church and congre- 
gation. 

In the course of the year Mr. Addis visited the Neilgherry 
hills for his health. He left Coimbatoor in January, and re- 
turned in May. During his absence the whole charge of the 
station rested on Vathanayakum, an invaluable native assistant, 
and the first convert at this station. Since the period at which 
he embraced the Gospel, he has walked in all the ordinances of 
the Lord blameless, and Mr. Addis cherishes the glad assurance 
that he mil at last be numbered among those who shall consti- 
tute Ms joy and crown of rejoicvug. ^o\.m\X\^t^.w^YCi^ \3a^>\XL- 
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ceasing vigilance and activity of this native brother, the Roiuish 
priests in the vicinity availed themselves of the absence of Mr. 
Addis, and by persuasion and intimidation prevailed on three 
[ of the native assistants, and the pandaruni, mentioned in the 
last Report, to forsake the mission. The latter has joined the 
Romanists. He had up to the time of his leaving conducted 
himself with much propriety. The congregation and the schools 
also suffered temporarily, but the church has experienced no di- 
minution. The Tamil services have been continued at the 
usual times and places; but, on account of his numerous and 
pressing duties, Mr. Addis has reluctantly discontinued the Eng- 
lish services. 

Another valuable native assistant died in March. His attain- 
ments in theological knowledge and Christian experience, united 
with a peculiar gift in prayer, and considerable aptitude in 
teaching, made his services very important. On the last morn- 
ing of his life, he sent for a fellow labourer, and told him he 
was fully persuaded he should not live to see another day, but 
that his mind was in perfect peace, and his soul stayed entirely 
on the Saviour, through whose infinite merits all fear of death 
and its consequences was taken away. 

Inconsequence of this loss and the defections above mentioned, 
two of the out-stations have been for several months unoccupied. 
There is no abatement of attention or kindness on the part of the 
inhabitants towards the native instructors. On the contrary they 
We increasingly well received, and in one instance where the 
reader was about to quit, what appeared to him, an unprofitable 
sphere of labour, the urgent entreaties of the inhabitants, and 
■their promises of amendment, prevailed on him to remain. 

During the .latter part of the year, the schools have been 

ttnder the immediate care of Mr, Lechler, and have been re- 

*^ored to their usual state of efficiency. Many applications for 

^he establishment of new^ schools in populous villages have been 

Reluctantly rejected for want of funds, and Mr. Lechler solicits 

^l^e support of Christian friends in aid of a branch of missionary 

^^\)our, which might be widely extended at a comparatively 

^^^ing expense. The superiority of the Christian schools has 

*^^corue so apparent to the people that several heathen masters 

*^«ive requested supplies of the Scriptures and Christian books 

"^"^ the use of their schools. The schools for boys are 13 ia 

^>amber, and these, together with 1 school iox g\x\s, eo\NX.^\\\ ^w 

^gregate of 600 children. 
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At the commencement of the year, Mr. Addis resumed his 
itinerant labours in the district. He experienced remarkable 
manifestations of kindness from the people in the country, but 
regretted to see so few indications of the power of grace i: heir 
hearts.

NAGERCOIL. 

I 

The field of labour, embraced by the operations of this branch 
of the Travancore Mission, has been divided into three districts, 
which are under the care respectively of Messrs. Mault, Miller, 
and Russell. The congregations number 6,116 members, of 
whom S65 are united in church-fellowship, and 414 are under 
instruction in the Bible classes. There are about 100 schools for 
boys, and 20 for girls, the former containing 4,168 pupils, the 
latter 560. There are 94 girls in the boarding school at the 
head station, who receive their entire support from the resources 
of the Mission, These, as well as the other femair pupils, have 
made exemplary progress in the branches of knowledge to which 
their attention is directed, and the good effects of scriptural 
instruction in these schools have been exemplified in the admis* 
sion to the church at Nagercoil of 6 young women, who here 
received their first religious impressions. An account of the 
conversion of a young Brahmin, one of the school-masters, will 
be found in the Missionary Magazine ;* and it is satisfactory to 
know that since the period at which that account was written he 
has continued, with the aid of Divine grace, to adorn his pro- 
fession* 

During the year more than 60,000 tracts have been published 
by the local society ; besides school-books, and other miscellane- 
ous publications. 

The native youths in the Seminary are satisfactorily progress-

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ing in scriptural and general knowledge under the care of Mr, 
Miller, and some of the more advanced pupils have begun the . 
plan of making short tours to the neighbouring villages on the 
sabbath day to preach the Gospel, 

NEYOOR. 

In this part of Travancore the spirit of persecution, which 
marked the early history of the mission, though greatly mitigated, 
las not entirely disappeared. The influence of the Gospel is, 
however, gradually deepening and widening as it advances. The 
number of professed Christians is 6,867, and the schools contain 
2,703 pupils, including 438 girls. In the district comprehended 
by the labours of the Mission, and of which Neyoor may be 
regarded as the centre, there are about 400 villages and 
220,000 inhabitants. By the liberality of Christian friends in 
India and England, the brethren have received valuable aid 
towards the furtherance of their collateral operations. Bungalow 
chapels are in course of erection in various localities, the beauty 
of whose natural scenery presents an aflecting contrast to the 
i&oral condition of the inhabitants. A new building erected at 
Neyoor, called Dartmouth chapel, is capable of accommodating 
about 800 people, and on special occasions is often completely 
filled. The usual attendance on the Sabbath-day numbers about 
150. 

A spirit of inquiry has begun to appear among the higher 
castes, and from these it has spread to the Roman Catholics resid- 
ing on the coast, but as yet with no decisive results. 

The progress of the native readers seems to be of a hopeful 
Aaracter. Much good has already resulted from their labours, 
and the promise of far greater things is presented to the view of 
tie brethren. Three, who bear the names of Inverkeithing, 
Walter Venning, and William Fletcher, are particularly men- 
tioned as having afforded them great satisfaction. 

In the boarding-school on the mission premises, 50 boys receive 
^'leir maintenance, and are instructed in the Tamil, Malayalim, 
^^d English languages, together with the Scriptures, geography, 
^^d biblical history. 

A class of 18 Tamil youths, from 15 to 18 years of age, are 
^^^0 undergoing a course of training and instruction, with a view 
^ their labouring as native teachers. 

The girls' school on the Mission premises \s^ le^oxV^i^ \.Ck\i^ vcv. 
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an eiicoiuragiDg state. Several of the former pupils have been 
married, and others have commenced a course of usefulness, by 
entering on the work of education among the village female 
schools, in which there is a larger number under instruction than 
at any former period. 

From the Mission-press there have been issued 13,800 tracts; 
2,000 copies of the first part of a Tamil Bible History, by 1/b. 
Lechler, and 4,000 of the G ospel of Matthew. 

QUILON. 

Since his arrival in Lidia, Mr. Fattison has suffered much from 
illness, but through Divine mercy, his health is greatly restored, 
and at the close of the year he was enabled to take a more active 
part than formerly in the labours of the Mission. Mr. Thomp- 
son has also suffered from occasional indisposition. 

The second fount of Malayalim types has been completed, and 
the printing of tracts and elementary books has been proceeded 
with, as far as means would allow. Exclusive of those set apart 
for the use of the schools, 3,300 books have been distributed. 

The attendance on the English and Native services has not 
been equal to that of the preceding year, — a diminution for which 
it seems difficult to account. The schools, 10 in number, contain 
about 250 children. The brethren have reason to believe that the 
school operations carried on for so many years at this station, 
have been productive of a large amount of good, not only in 
diffusing knowledge, but in creating a spirit of religious inquiry ; 
although at the same time no very decided results have appeared 
as regards the conversion of souls unto God. The female school 
contains 28 girls and young women, who are making excellent 
progress in religious and general knowledge. 

The Seminary contains 19 pupils. This is a most important 
branch of the Mission, and is to be regarded as the chief source 
of hope for the supply of that instrumentality which is so much 
needed in order to the promulgation of the Gospel among the 
natives in this as in other parts of India. But the brethren have 
not been without their trials in connexion with this institution* 
During the year now under review, the number of pupils has 
been considerably less as compared with some former years. The 
Seminary has been thinned not only by the hand of death, but 
the adversary of souls has tempted some to abandon their sacred 
studies, whilst others have left Oaeicv to ewVex \r^\i oXJiiex ^^t.\x^^- 
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tions. From among those who remain, it is the hope and prayer 
of the brethren, that the Lord may be pleased to raise up some 
duly qualified to go forth into the fields now white unto harvest. 

TREVANDRUM. 

Notwithstanding a few indications of opposition to this Mission 
among the selfish abettors of idolatry, the buildings, required for 
the due maintenance of its various branches of efibrt, have been 
erected, and in situations most advantageous for carrying on the 
work of evangelization. By the liberal aid of Christian friends, 
some native chapels have also been erected in different localities. 

One of the readers formerly employed has been dismissed, and 
another has been under the necessity of returning to Neyoor, on 
account of ill-health. Others have, however, been added, so that 
the number in connexion with the Mission at the close of the 
year was seven : four of these are employed in the Nayattan- 
kerrae district, and the other three in the immediate neighbour- 
hood of Trevandrum. 

About 250 professed Christians are in connexion with the 
Mission ; and, although the enmity of the heathen has been 
manifested in various ways, their numbers are on the increase. 

The schools are 9 in number, and the average attendance 
of the children is about 370, including 20 girls. A boarding- 
achool has been commenced, with 8 boys, on the Mission pre- 
mises ; and Mrs. Cox has taken 5 girls entirely under her 
care ; the funds necessary for their support being kindly contri- 
buted by British residents. 

Mr. Cox had commenced an English school for native boys 
before he was sufficiently acquainted with the language to take 
to active part in more direct Missionary work ; but since he has 
acquired the ability to hold free communication with the people, 
lis attention to this school has been greatly diminished ; more 
especially as there is in Trevandrum a free school for teaching 
tinglish maintained at the expense of the Rajah, and which con- 
tains about 80 youths.

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The reception of religious books on the part of the Greeks 
has been less characterised by indifference than in the preceding 
year. The American brethren at Patras have been favoured 
with many opportunities of circulating the Word of God, and Mr. 
Lowndes has supplied them with 600 volumes of the Scriptures 
for distribution in Greece. With the sanction of the Directors, 
Mr. Lowndes is making arrangements to print his Hebrew and 
Greek Lexicon, which, it is hoped, will prove an important 
collateral aid to the advancement of the cause of Truth in this 
part of the world. 

Mrs. Lowndes and her daughter, whose return to Cor& in 
improved health claims grateful notice, have continued their 
affectionate and vigilant superintendence over the several female 
schools connected with this station. Numbers have gone forth 
from these schools to enter on the occupations of life, with hearts 
improved and principles fortified by the hallowed instructions 
they had received, and it cannot but be hoped, that in their 
respective circles their influence and example will be made to 
redound to the Divine glory. 

The whole number of schools reported as under the inspection 
of Mr. Lowndes, is 109, containing an aggregate of 4,996 scholars. 
Added to these, is the Ionian University in Corfu, with the 
Lyceum attached, both of which are maintained in active opera- 
tion, under the care of well-qualified professors and masters. 

A College has been established for the reception of youths 
from the secondary schools, preparatory to their entrance on the 
University course. This establishment, it is pleasing to find, is 
entirely the result of the Lord High Commissioner's reg^d for 
the interests of the people, and claims recognition as an additional 
proof of his uniform and unabated attachment to the cause of 
education. It is hoped that his beneficent endeavours will be 
crowned with the same success as has already attended them in 
previous similar cases. While speaking of Sir Howard Douglas 
as a public benefactor, Mr. Lowndes makes particular and 
grateful reference to the unvarying kindness and courtesy he has 
himself personally experienced from His Excellency. 

The re-organization of the Ionian Parliament has cheered the 

hopes of the true lovers of Greece, and promises to be peculiarly 

favourable to the social and intellectual advancement of the 

people, if not a means, although indirectly, to the furtherance 

among them of pure and undefiled religion. 
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SOUTH AFRICA. 

It is now more than forty years since the Missionaries of this 
Society first landed in this degraded quarter of the glohe. At 
that time, one station only had been commenced by the Moravian 
brethren, and it is probable that a few Christians felt the neces- 
sity of instructing their domestics ; but this was the whole amount 
of labour rendered by the Christian church for the inhabitants 
of this vast Continent : they were without knowledge, with- 
out civilization, without God, and without hope, in the world. 
Now thousands, tens of thousands, have the opportunity of 
bearing that blessed word which is able to make them wise unto 
salvation, who, at that time, were considered as too degraded to 
be able to comprehend its solemn truths, or feel the power of 
its sacred motives. 

The communications received during the year afford delightful 
proof that at several of the Society's stations our devoted brethren 
have been blessed with times of refreshing from the presence of 
the Lord, and the churches have been both edified and enlarged. 
Since the last Annual Meeting, the Rev. Robert Moffat, after 
a residence of twenty-two years in the interior of South Africa, 
has returned to Britain, not as a resident, but as a visitor, and 
to serve the people whom he has so long been labouring to in- 
struct and bless. For many years after the commencement of 
his labours and those of his devoted associates, a written language 
was, to the dark minds of the Bechuanas, a thing incomprehensible; 
and, while they saw the purposes accomplished by it, they deemed 
them to be little less than miraculous. To make himself master 
of the peculiarities and idioms of the native tongue, it was 
necessary that our brother should hold the most intimate inter- 
course with the people, and mingle with their daily habits. To 
accomplish this, in a manner the most effectual, he felt himself 
constrained to leave for a while his wife and children amidst the 
dangers of the desert; and, plunging into its grosser darkness and 
its greater perils, he there endured privations, and familiarized 
himself with scenes, to which nothing could reconcile the mind 
of an Englishman and a Christian but the love of souls and the 
love of Christ. God has honoured the patient and self-den3dng 
labours of his servant with distinguished success. Our brother 
Moffat has triumphed over all the difficulties of a barbarous and 
unlettered tongue ; has reduced the Bechuana language to a written 
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form, and fixed rules of government; has brought with him to 
England a translation of the whole New Testament, and of the 
Psalms, which is now being printed, under his superintendence, by . 
the British and Foreign Bible Society. While the Missionary has 
thus been labouring, year after year, to supply the numerous tribes 
of the Bechuana nation with the unadulterated word of truth, 
God has been raising up for himself a people who believe and 
love that charter of salvation. In the church at the Kuruman, 
at the departure of our brother, there were nearly 200 devoted 
and consistent believers united in the fellowship of Christ ; and 
multitudes around are hungering for the bread of life. Even 
now, with affectionate anxiety, they await his return ; and sigh 
for the day when they shall behold the feet of their friend and 
their father upon the distant mountain, bearing with him the 
Gospel of Peace. May a gracious Providence watch over him, 
and speedily restore him in answer to their prayers !

CAPE TOWN. 

Mr. Vogelgezaiig, formerly o£ t\\e SouVV Mmviw Christian 
Instruction Society, has entered iVve sei\\cG ot \\\^ ?>^cva\."^ ^\. 
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this station. He is a native of the colony^ and possesses eminent 
qualifications for the field of lahour in which he is engaged. 
His efforts are directed to the coloured population, who speak 
the Dutch language, and his district is Dorp-street, where, by 
the blessing of God on his labours, he has formed a church of 
42 members. There are 2 schools in this quarter, — a day- 
school and an infant-school, — the one conducted by Mr. Vogel- 
gezang, the other by his sister. Mr. Vogelgezang's labours are 
abundant, and present a peculiarly promising aspect. 

The congregation assembling in Union Chapel is about 300, 
connected with which there are 3 branch congregations of co* 
loured people, with an average attendance of 340. Including 
the schools in Dorp-street, there are five day and infant-schools, 
containing altogether about 350 children. The Sabbath-schools, 
taught by members of the congregation at Union Chapel, are 
6 in number, and contain 415 scholars. 

The Cape Town Auxiliary Missionary Society is making in- 
creased exertions to aid the work of the Lord in Africa, Twenty 
additional collectors have been appointed, and the Committee 
have requested a larger supply of the Society's publications for 
circulation at the Cape. This has been readily granted. The funds 
of the Auxiliary last year, amounting to £168 3^. 7rf., have been 
chiefly applied to assist in defraying the expenses of the schools. 

Since his return to the colony, Dr. Philip has had under his 
care several young men, whom he is preparing for future useful- 
ness as missionaries or schoolmasters. One of them, Mr. E. 
Solomon, has commenced his labours in the work of education, 
and is pursuing the study of the Dutch, with a special view to 
preaching in that language. 

Mr. Calderwood, who, at the date of our last report, was sup- 
plying for Dr. Philip, then on a tour in the interior, has since 
removed from the Cape, and commenced his mission in Caf- 
freland. 

Mr. Wright, of Griqua Town, gives the following gratifying 
view of the state and progress of the work of God at this 
station, where he spent some months last year with the Chief 
Waterboer : 

«* We were exceedingly pleased," says Mr. Wright, " by our visit to 
Cape Town in beholding what God is doing for the coloured population 
of that place. A great and effectual door is opened for publishing the ^ 
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glad tidings of salvation to the thousands who were not long since outcasts 
of society. Seventeen years ago when I first arrived at the Cape, it was 
the day of small things, with religion and religious institutions ; there 
was, I believe, not a single Sabbath-school in Cape Town. Two 
weeks after our arrival, Union Chapel was opened ; on the same day, 
a Sabbath-school ; and I and Mrs. Wright enjoyed the privilege of being 
associated with the few excellent individuals who were anxious to form 
religious institutions to benefit the town. The beginning was very smaU, 
for not more than twenty or thirty individuals were collected. But there 
are now in connexion with Union Chapel not less than seven or eight 
Sabbath-schools in various parts of the town, containing several hundr^ 
of children, both white and black, and many adults. God has also poured 
out his Spirit, and raised up suitable and efficient agents to extend and 
carry forward the great work ; several of these are preparing to be en- 
gaged in mission-work in the interior. In the same connexion, there are 
three congregations of coloured people in different parts of the town, and 
three infant-schools, containing upwards of 300 children ; also several day- 
schools more advanced. All these schools are carried on with great vi- 
gour, are in a most fiourishing condition, and are producing a salutaiy 
and extensive impression on the minds of the coloured population. At 
an eventful period for the slave population, God raised up a most suitable 
individual, Mr. Vogelgezang, a Dutch colonist, to labour amongst these 
people. His labours are very abundant in every way, and God is blessing 
these labours in a most signal manner. Shortly after my last ar- 
rival in town, I had the privilege of being present, and of assisting him in 
the formation of a Christian church, the fruit of his labours, gathered firom 
amongst those who otherwise would have had none to care for their souls, 
and, humanly speaking, would have been led away by the delusions of the 
false prophet. Thus the Gospel has now free course, and thus it is glo- 
rified amongst the coloured people of Cape Town." 

PAARL. 

In May last, Mr. Elliott embarked at Cape Town for Mauri- 
tius, intending to proceed thence on a mission to the Comoro 
Islands, where he formerly laboured for a short time; but, on ar- 
riving at Port Louis, he was unable to obtain a passage to the 
islands, and consequently abandoned the project. Mr. Elliott re- 
turned to Cape Town in September, and subsequently removed 
to Uitenhage. Mr. Barker, who previously laboured at Theo- 
polis, succeeds Mr. Elliott at the Paarl, where he arrived in 
May last. 

The anniversary of the local auxiliary to the Parent Society 
was held in January. The proceeds amounted to £51 9*. llrf. 

The Sabbath services are so well attended that an enlargement 

of the chapel is considered necessary. The coloured congregation 

varies between 260 and 300. In the number of church members, 

reported last year at 46, there appears to Imln^ been no alteration. 
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Mr. Barker employs part of his time in holding services at the 
out-stationsj where he experiences much encouragement. 

The four schools still continue in active operation, though the 
number under instruction, owing to the measles, is not so great 
as in the previous year. The aggregate reported is 310. 

It is stated that the prospects of this mission are upon the 
whole encouraging. A great desire is manifested among the 
natives for instruction. They are said to be industrious, and 
their general conduct is exemplary. 

TULBAGH. 

The report from this station is favourable, but differs little 
ftom that of the previous year. 

•* The baptized members of our congregation,** Mr. Vos writes, " give us 
great cause for joy and gratitude : they all adorn their profession by their 
QirUtian conversation. In the course of the year,** he adds, " an aged Hot- 
tentot female, who was baptized by me in her 7drd year, after a solemn 
public profession of faith, has been taken from the midst of us by death. 
She was enabled to persevere in the way of holiness to the last, and has 
otained the end of her faith — the salvation of her soul." 

The congregation on the Sabbath is 200, and the number 
united in church fellowship, 11. 

There are three schools, an evening school, an infant school, 
and a Sabbath-school. In these, 172 children are under instruc- 
tion. 

Mr. Zahn, of the Rhenish Missionary Society, still actively 
co-operates with Mr. Vos. 

KLAAS VOOKS RIVER. 

The report from this station has not been received. 

CALEDON INSTITUTION. 

Mr. Helm reports that early in January last a general reli- 
gious concern began to be manifested by the people at this 
station, and that many came to him inquiring *' What they 
should do to be saved ?" Several instances of conversion among 
the young appeared, and the work of God went on increasing 
^^^ the introduction of the measles. Various were the 
®^6cts of this disease on different individuals. The serious im- 
^^^Ssions on the minds of some wore off as they recovered ; others 
.^®^e enabled to rejoice in the Lord ; but the greatest number, it 
'* ^^d, confessed that a sick bed is not so suitable a place for 
^^X^ersion as they had been used to think. 
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About 45 have given evidence of a saving change^ and been 
united to the church ; thus increasing the number in communion 
to 99. Mr. Helm speaks well of the conduct of the members, 
and describes them as being '^ active and diligent in forwarding 
the good work." " The Gospel net," he says, " is cast ; many are 
in it ; and the members of the church are posted on either side 
that none may escape, and that the net may not be rent by any 
accident." 

The attendance in the day-school has been about 76, and in 
the Sabbath-school from 21 to 153. 

Proceeds of the local auxiliary £5, 

PACALTSDORP. 

This institution is beginning to revive from the distressed 
state in which it has been for the last three or four years from 
drought and scarcity. Abundant rains have enabled the people 
to cultivate largely, and the promise of a harvest has given a 
salutary impulse to their industry. 

About 400 persons had the measles. The people were much 
impressed under their increased affliction during this season of 
illness, and Mr. Anderson hopes the visitation has not been 
without beneficial effects upon the minds of several of the young 
who have become more decided than they were. 

The infant-school, which has an average attendance of 85, is in 
a prosperous state. It is taught by Miss E. Anderson, who 
also holds an evening school once a week, to instruct the young 
women in writing. In the day-school the average attendance is 
48 ; sabbath-school 90. 

Mrs. Anderson meets the mothers of the school-children once 
a week, to read and converse with them on their maternal 
duties. 

The Mission church contains 54 members. 

dysal's kraal. 

The accounts of the state and progress of this Mission in the 
past year are highly satisfactory. Occasionally, as many as 400 
adults assemble to hear the preaching of the word, while the usual 
attendance varies between 90 and 130. Not a few of thjfe people 
evince an ardent attachment to the gospel, some of theifii travel- 
ling a distance of not less than 25 miles to hear its joyfjul sound. 
Mr. Melvill has commenced itinerating among the famms iu his 
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neighbourhood) and believes that his labours in this department 
have not been in vain. The following pleasing incidents, which 
he relates, occurred at one of the farms that he visited in the 
course of last year : 

** A few days before my arrival, a favourite daughter of the proprietor, 

ten years of age, had been taken ill, and the symptoms increasing, he sent 

me a letter the day I left home, earnestly begging I would come and see 

the child. Meeting the messenger on the road, I went and offered the 

best advice in my power. What rendered this visit interesting to me was, 

ftat on questioning the child upon religious subjects, I found that she 

possessed a superior understanding and a correct knowledge of the plan of 

salvation, with every appearance of her heart being under the influence of 

IKvine grace. Although occasionally suffering intense pain, she uttered 

no complaint, and said she committed herself into the hands of the Lord, 

whether she lived or died, now and then exclaiming, * My Saviour!' 

Twice she requested me to pray for her, and expressed her regret when 

she heard I was preparing to leave. I am happy to add that she has since 

been restored." 

Respecting the members of the Mission church, 10 in 
number, Mr. Melvill states : 

" Of most of them I may say that their piety is of a decided and active 
\ character, and their conduct affords me much satisfaction and encourage- 
JDent. O that the Lord would add to the number of such as shall be 
saved I" 

From 25 to 30 children attend the day-school, 20 the infant 
school, and 12 the sewing-school. On the Sabbath the whole 
congregation receive catechetical instruction. It is observed in 
the report : 

" Seldom has a more interesting sight been witnessed than that of these 
people, in the end of 1838, to the number of 100, sitting under a shed, 
which had been erected as a temporary shelter from the rays of the sun, 
engaged in instructing each other. Their seriousness and earnestness 
showed how anxious they were to turn to profit these means of improve- 
ment." 

HANKEY. 

The intelligence from this station is peculiarly cheering, 
though, as at most of the stations, the first six months of the 
year were exceedingly trying, owing to the scarcity produced by 
drought and other causes. 

Since then the Lord has blessed the people both in a temporal 
and spiritual sense. They have had an abundant harvest, and 
their trials have been made the means of awakening them to a 
sense of their state as sinners before God. When the measles 
were first expected, a prayer-meeting was conmienced and has 
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been held every morning before daylight ; a similar meeting is 
held every evening. These meetings are numerously attended^ 
and an earnest desire is manifested among the people for the 
salvatiqn of their souls. 

There has been an addition of 33 to the church, and the 
whole number in communion is 91. Mr. Williams remarks, 
that since the Lord has visited them, the souls of the people 
have been much enlarged in prayer, and that it is delightful to 
contemplate the scene around the village in a still evening, wlied 
the people, having no closets to retire to in their houses, are 
kneeling in all directions among the bushes, pleading, apparently 
with much earnestness, for the blessings they need. 

The schools, 4 in number, continue to present a highly 
gratifying aspect. 

The anniversary of the Auxiliary Missionary Society was 
held on the 28th of October; the attendance was numerous, 
and the collection good. A letter from Dr. Philip respecting 
the deficiency of the Parent Society's funds was read on the 
occasion, and explained by Mr. Williams to the people, who, 
notwithstanding their limited means, immediately made a sub- 
scription amounting to 7/. 13^., in addition to their annual 
contributions. 

Mr. Williams is persevering in his efforts to introduce the 
arts of spinning and weaving at his station, and entertains but 
little doubt of their success. He is assisted by Mr. Clark, who 
has removed from Kat River for the purpose of co-operating 
with him. 

On the 1st of December, Mr. Williams formed a native church 
of 24 members, on a farm called Kruis Fountain, where he 
proposes to establish an institution chiefly for the benefit of the 
emancipated population. In October last, a Society was formed 
there, to support itinerant schoolmasters, to build school-houses, 
and maintain schools. A collection was made on the occasion 
amounting to nearly 28L 

In connexion with this station, the following is an extract of 
a letter from Dr. Philip, dated in January last : 

•* All the communications from Hankey are deeply interesting, but there 

is no part of them so interesting to me as the details Mr. Williams gives 

of his late tour in reference to the Boors. We are here presented with a 

new state of things in this colony ; a state of things I have long prayed 

for, but which I did not anticipate so sooiv. TVie ^c^^tie o^l'VlU.^Vi&iams's 

tour was one in which the greatest laoslWil^ vi^^a «Vw«^^ m«s£&c^\ft,^ w^bsdsX 
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missionaries, and it was in the midst of that scene the late Mr. 
Latrobe in 1814 was denied a night's lodging by one of the most respect- 
able &rmei8 in the district : and it is to me matter of the greatest thank- 
{blness that I have lived to hear that the farmers and their freed-men are 
seen coming together from distant places to hear the word of God preached 
by a missionary, and to request him to send them missionaries and school- 
masters. This is one of the glorious fruits of the blessing of God on the 
emancipation of the slaves ; the ordinance of freedom is to all classes of 
the colonists what the preaching and baptism of John were to the Jews ; 
' To prepare a people for the Lord, by the turning of the hearts of the 
Iskthers to the children, and of the children to the fathers ; of the masters 
to the servants, and of the servants to the masters.'" 

PORT ELIZABETH. 

Mr. William Passraore, who reached Cape Town from 
England in May last^ has joined this Mission. 

The work of the Lord continues to prosper here. There is 
both an English and Dutch congregation and church. To the 
English church there have been added 20 members during the 
year, and 10 to the Dutch church. The candidates for baptism 
are 25 in number. 

The number of children in the sabbath-school is 130, and 100 
sdnlts. The day-school contains 118 children. 

The Fingoes at Port Elizabeth present a highly interesting 
•nd encouraging field for Missionary exertion. Four of them 
have learnt to read the Nfcv Testament, and two of them are Can- 
utes for baptism. Mr. Passmore has more particularly de- 
moted his attention to this part of the work, and it is hoped, 
^hen he has acquired their language, that he will be useful 
^ong them. At present they can only be addressed through 
^ interpreter, or by teaching them the English or Dutch lan- 
ftages. 

It is stated that an additional prayer-meeting has been begun 
^ the revival of the work of God in the church. There is also 
* tnatemal association and a society for the promotion of tem- 
J^^rance. 

The preceding particulars are gathered from the report of the 
*Ocal Auxiliary Missionary Society. It is, added : — 

** All this shows a degree of diligence and activity which leads us to 
^^Pe that the word of God shall not be preached in vain, but that in 
J^swer to the prayers of his people, it shall go forward, subduing the 
^aits of sinners to himself.** 

BETHELSDOR?. 

Jlie State of this Institution in the commencetaeiiX c&\k^^l««x. 
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was very trying from the continued drought and scarcity, and 
had it not been that the salt lakes yielded abundance of salt, 
which the people collected and sold, and that the juice of the 
aloe was in greater demand than in some former years, they 
must have suffered much more than they did. Since May, there 
has been abundance of rain, which has enabled them to sow, and 
they have reaped more than for many previous years. 

When the measles visited the station, the people were earnestly 
and affectionately exhorted to view the mighty hand of God in their 
afflictions, and to humble themselves before him. A few appeared 
impressed, but there has not been any general awakening from 
this dispensation. 

The congregation on the Lord's day is about 250. The people 
are in general attentive, and some few seem inquiring the way to 
Zion. The number of church members is 105. 

The day-school contains 50 children. They are taught reading, 
writing, and arithmetic. The greater part read both in English 
and Dutch, and translate from one to the other. The adult- 
school numbers from 60 to 70. Several of the scholars read the 
Scriptures and receive catechetical instruction. The infant- 
school contains about 60 children, whose progress is very 
pleasing. It is stated that the infant school has been a blessing 
to the institution. # 

The Annual Meeting of the Auxiliary to the Parent Society 
was held on the 21st of October. The income for the year 
amounted to £22 14^. Id. 

UITENHAGE. 

This station is reported to be in a very promising state. 
There are 216 communicants; 33 having been admitted to 
church fellowship in the course of the year. The Fingoes and 
Mantatees at Uitenhage and in the neighbourhood are numerous, 
and many of them manifest great anxiety to hear the word of 
God. There are 29 religious inquirers; 10 of whom Mr. 
Messer intended to baptize on New Year's day ; 1 Mantatee, 5 
Fingoes, and 4 other natives, having been previously baptized. 
*^ These people," observes Mr. Messer, ** are very industrious 
and sober, and well clothed in European attire." 

The following is from Mr. Messer's report : 

*' At a meeting of candidates for baplVsrcv m ^axwxw^ last^ a baptiied 
Fingoe woman, after asking permission lo spesiV iw fe^w 'WQ.i^^N.QVet <iwwv. 
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try people, delivered such an affecting address to them in their own lan- 
guage, that very few dry eyes were seen. At last, pointing her finger at 
me, she said in broken Dutch, * Here is our old teacher — he gets old. We 
most pray to Jesus Christ for him, that he may receive more strength, and 
may long remain among us, to preach the holy word of Christ to us poor 
and ignorant creatures.' This poor woman is the very first Fingoe teacher 
I ever heard. If God spares her life, we may hope that she will be useful 
to her country people. Among the Fingoes and Mantatees, I believe there 
are a good many ripe for harvest — these I hope will soon be gathered into 
the gamer of Christ." 

Graham's town. 

The congregations have so much increased, that the chapel is 
found too small for the English congregation. There are three 
public services each week, besides prayer-meetings. A sub- 
scription has been entered into for the purpose of erecting a 
larger chapel, which will leave the present place of worship to 
the coloured people. Exclusive of prayer-meetings, there are 
five public services in the week in the Dutch language. The 
people hear with interest. Many additions have been made to 
the church, both from among the English and natives. In 
March there were 38 Europeans and 30 Hottentots in church 
fellowship. 

The Auxiliary Missionary Society has been re-organized, and 
has realized an income of £100 in the past year. 

The Sunday-school has 250 scholars; the day-school about 
110. There is a sewing-school supported by the proceeds of 
the Ladies' Working Society, who have lately realized by the 
sale of their work £115. 

Mr. Smith still labours as a schoolmaster at this station, and 
^ords Mr, Locke valuable assistance by preaching in the Dutch 
^nguage at the out-stations. 

THEOPOLIS. 

Although this institution has not been in a vigorous state 
^•iring the past year, the brethren still think a little improve- 
ment is perceptible. The people have come in from the out- 
posts and settled in the village, where they are nearer the house 
of God ; the congregation has increased, and more attention is 
paid to the regulations of the Institution than before. From 
recent arrangements which have been made, it is hoped that a 
fresh impulse may be given to the work of the Lord in this 
quarter. The number in church fellowship is 52. 

There are 3 schools, containing 126 schoVaTS, m\j£v w\ «x^t^^^ 
attendance of 92. 

G 
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In December last, the Auxiliary Missionary Society, which 
had been for some time discontinued, was re-commenced, and 
the amount of subscriptions has been about £12. 

A number of Bechuanas and Fingoes have lately joined this 
Institution. They are said to be industrious, tractable, and well 
disposed to receive instruction. A separate service is held for 
them on the sabbath, when they are addressed on the thii^s 
belonging to their peace. 

GRAAFF REINET. 

No material alteration has taken place in the state and 
prospects of this mission, Mr. Vanderlingen reports that his 
congregation on the Sabbath varies between 300 and 400, and 
that his church contains 43 members. He still visits the 
country districts occasionally. One place he has visited twice ; 
the first time to unite with the people in humbling themselves 
before God on account of the heavy calamities of drought, 
scarcity, and measles, under which they were suffering ; and the 
second time, at the earnest request of the people ; the Lord 
having stirred up their hearts, so that they were much impressed 
with the word. 

" On my second journey," Mr. Vanderlingen writes, ** I had the pleasure 
to preach the Gospel to a numerous congregation, and through the mercy 
of the Lord, it was not without fruit. I was strongly urged to visit them 
again speedily. The Lord was evidently among the people, exciting in 
their hearts a love to Jesus Christ. This was evident from their conver- 
sation, but was particularly shown in the offer nade to me by a respectable 
resident of the place, that whenever I would let him know, he would send 
a waggon and horses to bring me from town, and to take me back again 
to my house. This offer I gladly accepted, in order that in this part of 
the country I might have more frequent opportunities of sowing the seed 
of God*s word." 

The other departments of the mission have been continued 
without interruption. 

KAT RIVER. 

In the former part of the year, the Missionaries had been 
lamenting that the work of the Lord did not appear to prosper 
in their hands as in some former years; but subsequently a 
pleasing improvement became visible: a number of inquirers 
came in from the out-stations, and an increasing seriousness was 
evinced J especially among the young. 
The schools have suffered duimgtVie ^e^x ixota \Jcv^ ^^es^etv^^ 
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of the measles, and are ouly beginning to resume their wonted 
aspect. There are about 970 pupils in the 16 schools belonging 
to the settlement. 

At the Anniversary Meeting of the Cape Town Auxiliary, 
held in Union Chapel, Cape Town, on the 6th of January, Mr. 
Innes, Superintendent General of Education, who had just 
completed a tour of inspection throughout the Colony, expressed 
the pleasure he had felt in visiting these schools, and bore the 
liigl^est testimony to the value and importance of the instruction, 
moral and religious, thus placed within the reach of so great a 
proportion of the rising generation. Of the native teachers 
who conduct the schools in this settlement, Mr. I. said : 

" They possess, in an eminent degree, the spirit and the zeal of the 
teacher. Their unwearied activity, directed by the judicious superinten- 
dence of the younger Mr. Read, is the soul of the system. And I cannot 
but admire the efforts they have made for personal improvement, under 
considerable difficulties. Most of these youths have been, from necessity, 
placed at a very early age in charge of schools, after which their own 
personal improvement has been carried on wholly by meeting Mr. Read 
twice a-week at Philipton, to receive instruction, after riding, or more 
frequently walking, a distance of from three to eight miles.** 

Mr. Innes next alluded to the industry and perseverance of 
the Kat River people, and the happy results with which their 
labours had been crowqed, in the following manner : 

" Passing through several of the Hottentot locations on my way to 
palfour, I was much struck with the simple but neat appearance of many 
of their cottages, surrounded with their gardens and cultivated fields. In 
no part of the colony have I seen cultivation carried on to the same 
extent — every patch of ground capable of irrigation has been embraced by 
their water-courses. At present their crops, which are more extensive this 
year than at any former period, afford a most luxuriant prospect. 1 am 
sorry to say, however, that the rust has attacked their wheat in many 
places, and that in consequence the corn crop will be, to a considerable 
extent, a failure. This is greatly to be lamented, as the poor people have 
suffered much from drought during the last two years, and the prospect 
they now have of surmounting their difficulties is in a great measure cut 
off. They are, however, by no means disheartened, as their crops of 
barley, oats, and Indian corn, are rich beyond all former years. Really, at 
present, the Kat River is one of the most interesting sights in South 
Africa. Not an inch of ground is left unturned that can be brought 
within the reach of irrigation, whilst on the slopes of many of the hills, 
fields have been prepared by the Fingoes, which have been planted with 
Caffre com." 

About the beginning of the year, t\ve HoVX^tv^c^^.^ <2!l N^\i 

G 2 
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station felt desirous to send a mission to the Bushmen, formerly 
occupying the land beyond the Winterberg, but who have been 
obliged to retire into the more remote and hilly parts of the 
country on account of the inroads of Caffres and Tambookies, 
who, driven from their own lands by more formidable neighbours, 
have in their turn forced the Bushmen to give way before them. 
The hope of saving a remnant of these people, by getting them 
located, and introducing the Gospel among them along with the 
arts of civilized life, induced the people of Kat River to send, at 
their own expense, a native teacher to instruct them, and two 
assistants to cultivate the land and attend to the external 
concerns. They were sent forth with the prayers of the 
church that the Lord might make them instrumental in plant- 
ing the standard of the cross among these inhabitants of the 
rock. 

The teachers, accompanied by Mr. Read, took a plough and 
seed, obtained by means of the contributions of the Kat River 
people. On arriving in the country now said to belong to the 
Bushmen, the first work was to look out for a suitable spot, 
where the land could be irrigated; and having ploughed and 
sowed the land, they led out the water, and assisted in building 
reed huts, there being very little timber in the neighbour- 
hood. 

^ No Bushmen having appeared, messeifgers were sent out in 
all directions to look for them. It was some time before they 
were discovered ; but, when they heard that the party consisted 
of Missionaries come to settle among them, they began to leave 
their fastnesses, and repair to the station. The chief Madoor 
expressed his gratitude to the brethren who had come to settle 
among them, and it is hoped that something may be done for 
these poor outcasts. Referring to this Mission, Mr. Read ob- 
serves : — 

" The Bushmen were highly pleased at the prospect of having the word 
of God among them. Many of these poor creatures are still in the moun- 
tains and caves, and it is the Gospel only that will bring them from their 
places of refuge, from wild beasts and wilder men. Poor Madoor and his 
people say they now begin to think they belong to the human race, be- 
cause there are men who seem concerned about them. May God extend 
his mercy to these long degraded and destitute creatures!" 

Many Tambookies are congregated in the country surrounding 
the station. One Tambookie chief is exceedingly desirous to 
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reside near it, that he may hear the word of God, and has come 

into the neighbourhood with nearly 2000 people ; so that there 

is a large field for usefulness, in addition to the Bushmen. Two 

other native teachers have beeu stationed with another Tamboo- 

kie chief, and "respecting these," remarks Mr. Read, "it may 

be literally said, that they went forth without purse or scrip." 

May the blessing of the Lord rest upon them ! 

The income of the local Auxiliary has been about £140. 

FISH RIVER. 

The success of the project to establish a Hottentot settlement 
in this quarter appears doubtful ; and the Missionary, not deem- 
ing the field of sufficient importance, comparatively speaking, to 
justify his stay there, has, after a residence of a year and up- 
wards, removed to the village of Cradock. Further particulars 
will be found in the report of that station. It has been sug- 
gested that, although a Missionary is not required at the Fish 
River under existing circumstances, a native teacher might be 
advantageously employed among the few people remaining 
there. 

CRADOCK. 

/ 

This station was commenced by Mr. Monro, in December last, 
on the invitation of the European inhabitants interested in the 
welfare of the coloured population. Having undertaken to erect 
the necessary Mission buildings at their own expense, they sub- 
scribed £200 for that purpose. The town and its vicinity are 
described as forming a very important sphere for Missionary 
labour.

CAFFRELAND. 

Keiskamma. — The congregation has considerably increased 
during the past year ; the place of worship, which has under- 
gone enlargement, has been well filled on the Sabbath, except 
during the time of the measles. This affliction appears to have 
been blessed to several persons on the station, in leading them to 
acknowledge the hand of God in it, and to draw them near to 
him in prayer. Mr. Kayser speaks especially of two of them, 
who are in the habit of meeting privately for united prayer. 
None have been baptized, but it is hoped that the little leaven 
hid in the mass may in time leaven the whole lump. 

In reporting the state and progress of his labours, Mr. Kayser 
mentions the following pleasing circumstance '. — 

" Some months ago, a young Caffre fell very sick of the measles at this 
station, and after his recovery he one day said to me, * This sickness has 
taught me much. I am now with my whole heart for Jesus Christ, who 
has so greatly loved me. Now I am ready to bear his reproach amongst 
my countrymen.* He spoke truly ; for some time after 1 went with the 
waggon to a distant place amongst the Caffres, accompanied by this young 
man, and then I saw how he gave witness of the love of the Lord Jesus 
Christ to himself, and to all men, and how he endeavoured to make them 
understand well what I had taught them, and, seeing his boldness in the 
faith, I thanked the Lord with my heart." 

Buffalo River. — Mr. Brownlee continues his labours at King 
William's Town, not without some tokens of the Divine favour. 
He states that there is a gradual increase of religious knowledge 
and moral influence. The number under instruction has aug- 
mented, and when Mr. Brownlee wrote, some were about to be 
received into church-fellowship, in addition to 6 others, who had 
been admitted to the church in the course of the year. 

In the school a progressive desire for instruction is manifested 
among the adults ; and Mr. Brownlee observes that this feeling 
increases in proportion as the Christian influence of the converted 
natives extends among their countrymen. Two additional na- 

* At present in England. 
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tive teachers have been employed this year , one, on the station 
among the adults, and the other, at a neighbouring village where 
a schooHiouse has been erected. 

There are three native teachers now employed in connexion 
with the Caffre Mission, including the two above mentioned. 
Respecting these useful agents, Mr. Brownlee writes : — 

" Two of them were baptized about three years ago, and at that time I 
thought there was a probability of their one day becoming instruments of 
good among their countrymen. They are brothers. The other is a 
younger brother of the same family, and he has been these last ten months 
with brother Kayser, to whom he gives much satisfaction. He was bap- 
tized two years ago, and promises to equal, if not to surpass, his elder 
brother in usefulness. They are all men of good understanding, and we 
believe, of true piety, and they evidently feel an interest in the work to 
which they have been appointed. They read correctly in their own lan- 
guage, but have no knowledge of any other. Their wives are also mem- 
bers of the church,** 

The country is in a quiet state, and, from the great quantity 
of rain that has fallen, there is abundance of food. It is hoped 
the important work in progress for irrigating the land, and on 
which the external welfare of this station so materially depends, 
will shortly be completed. 

Blinkwater, — This is a new station, commenced by Mr. Cal- 
derwood in July last. It is situated on the Kat River, in the 
immediate vicinity of the CaflOre Chief, Macomo. A Mission- 
house has been erected ; and a building to serve the double pur- 
pose of a place of worship and a school-houiSe is in progress. 
The congregation, consisting partly of Hottentots and partly of 
Caffres, averages about 250, and there has at times appeared 
considerable interest among the hearers. Macotno and his 
wives generally attend, but as yet the Gospel does not appear 
to have made any saving impression upon his mind. The hope 
of his conversion cannot, however, be abandoned, and all will 
unite in the prayer of our brother, that the Lord would subdue 
his heart to the obedience of the Gospel, and thus make 
him an eminent blessing to his people, over whom, it is said, 
he possesses great influence. 

Mr. Calderwood has made good progress in acquiring the lan- 
guages necessary for his free communication with the people of 
his charge. He is already able to preach with facility in Dutch, 
which is spoken by the Hottentots, and hopes shortly to poi 
an equal command over the Caffire language. 
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Mr. Birt has begun a new station lower down the Kat River, 
among Botman's Caffres ; but his labours as yet have been chiefly 
of a preparatory kind. Though his station lies at some distance 
from the kraal of the chief, it is in a situation where the water 
can be led over the land ; and this circumstance, it is believed, 
will attract the Caffres to the place. His congregation, which 
includes the family of a Dutch farmer, is not large. He preaches 
to the Caffres with the assistance of Mr. Kiiyser's eldest son," who 
acts as his interpreter. Mr. Birt is assisted by a native teacher, 
who, he thinks, is well fitted to be useful, and he means to begin 
a school at Botman's kraal, where this teacher will generally 
reside. 

In concluding his report, Mr. Birt states : — 

" I have been joined in my work by a native from Mr. Brownlee's station, 
named Finthlala. I believe he was the earliest, or one of the earliest, con- 
verts there. He came to my help on the 5th of September ; and his con- 
sistent deportment since that time, the pleasure he seems to find in his 
work, and the kind reception he experiences from the people, are all sub- 
jects of thankfulness to Him who worketh all things after the counsel of 
his own will. I have strong reason to hope that, under God, this brother 
will be a great comfort to us in our work." 

PHILIPPOLIS. 

The place of worship at this station is crowded on the sabbath, 
and the number of inquirers, viz. 117, show that the word of 
God is not preached in vain. The people evince an increasing 
desire for instruction, and in other respects an improved spirit is 
perceptible among them. In October last the number united 
in church fellowship was 74 ; 22 members, partly Griquas, and 
partly Bechuanas, having been received in the course of the year. 
" The Bechuanas," observes one of the Missionaries, " are a pe- 
culiar source of joy and encouragement to us : the Lord is indeed 
pouring out upon these people the rich blessings of his grace." 

There are three schools, attended by upwards of 300 children. 
The day-school has an average attendance of 125 ; and the Be- 
chuana school, commenced on the arrival of Mr. Schreiner at the 
station, contains 117 scholars. 

Many schools, it is stated, could be commenced in the outposts 
connected with the Mission ; but as yet there are no teachers to 
supply them. The brethren urgently represent the spiritual 
necessities of the people in the more remote parts of the district, 
and the indispensableness of a native agency in order to their 
being adequately supplied with the means of grace. 
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•* We have at present," observes Mr. Schreiner, " no suitable young men 
Id engage in the work ; but there are some youths at the station who, with 
|)ioper training and the {^ace of God in their hearts, may, I think, in time 
be qualified. These once obtained, I shall not despair of their being sup- 
ported, partly by the people and partly by the fruits of the Christian love 
and benevolence of English friends. My heart sometimes sinks when I 
consider the numbers, nominally under our charge, to whom we cannot 
preach Jesus Christ and him crucified — whose eyes rarely, if ever, see their 
teacher, and to whose ears the word of reconciliation is a strange sound. I 
duly see more and more the necessity of native agency among a people 
so scattered ; and it requires great discrimination, prudence, and heavenly 
wisdom rightly to choose and guide such agents ; but this, our God assures 
us, he will give to him who, feeling he lacketh wisdom, asks of Him.' 

In the two last years the local auxiliary has contributed 
£i& 10s. 9rf. in aid of the Parent Society. 

GRIQUA TOWN. 

The accounts from this station continue to be highly satisfac- 
( tory. There are 630 members, consisting of Bechuanas, Griquas, 
^ and Bushmen, in the churches at Griqua Town and its out-sta- 
tions ; 96 members having been added duij.ij; the year. And 
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" considering," say the brethren, '* the large number and peculiar cir- 
cumstances of our church members, we have reason to be thankful for the 
f grace of God bestowed upon them. Many of them are enabled to render 

I U8 important assistance in the work of our Mission ; and it gives us no small 

|k joy to state that the strictest regard continues to be paid to the rules of 

temperance by all our members, so far as we can discover." 

The school contains from 800 to 900 children, of whom about 
^0 can read the Scriptures. The Sabbath-schools, on which the 
^hole popidation of the district attend, are reported to be in a 
flourishing state, and to prove a means of blessing to the people. 
There are 6 regular native assistants, and 16 occasional ones, 
"^ese useful agents manifest great zeal and activity in the pro- 
secution of their work, and many tokens of the Divine blessing 
^^ve been bestowed upon their labours. The names of the out- 
^C^sts at which they are stationed are as follows : — Tsantsabane, 
/^reat River, Bushman station, Simenu's Town, Matebe's Town, 
^*^art River, and Daniel's Knill. The Chief, Waterboer, still 
^^ntributes his valuable co-operation in the work of the Mission 
generally, and renders important aid by occasionally preaching 
^mong the people. Mr. Wright and the Chief have occupied a 
X^art of the year in visiting Cape Town. They left Griqua 
^own in April, and returned in October.

ana translation of the New Testament. Adverting to the same 
subject, Messrs. Hamilton and Edwards observe: — 

*' We feel deeply interested in that work, and hope that God will favour 
our wishes and those of hundreds of his people in this country with regard 
to its completion. We do hope it will be to us hereafter a cause for 
thankfulness, and most certainly the hearts of believers in this nation will 
leap for joy when they see and handle that portion of the word of God." 

Last year, the Auxiliary Missionary Society at Lattakoo 
raised £16. 

KOMAGOAS. 

The progress of the work of God at this station has had serious 
difficulties to encounter in the past year. Mr. Schmelen writes : — 

" The failure of our harvest last year so darkened our prospects/ that I 
knew not what to do ; but how wonderfully did the Lord show his care 
for us I ^ As he had not seen fit to give us bread, he gave us abundance of 
meat. A kind of antelope, which we call springbok, came into this part 
of the country, and in such numbers, that the people had very little trouble 
to catch them with their dogs. It is true they were but in poor condition, 
still they furnished a supply of food not only for all my people, but for the 
whole population of Namacqualand. The oldest natives declare that they 
had never witnessed any thing of the kind before. It is now, I think, the 
sixth year that the Lord has withheld from us the early and especially the 
latter rain. It is for our transgressions that he has stretched out his 
mighty arm. Still, he is our Father, and knows what we stand in need 
of. To this day, he has cared for me, and for us all, and surely he will in 
future supply all our wants,** 

The people are still in a scattered condition, and the Missionary 
has consequently found it indispensable to devote a large portion 
of his time to itinerant labour. He has visited those residing 
on the Great River twice, and those on the seaside once ; and 
in September last he was contemplating a journey through the 
whole country surrounding the station. 

Mrs. Schmelen has commenced a sewing-school, which promises 
to be useful, if it can be sustained. 

The numbers united in church fellowship and receiving in- 
struction in the schools cannot be reportedi as the full ^etunis 
have not come to hand.

MADAGASCAR. 

During the year the friends of the Society were convened 
within these walls to welcome to this land of liberty and peace 
rix Christian refugees from the island of Madagascar. They 
still continue to enjoy this secure asylum^ but are hoping and 
praying for the day when they njay return to the land of their 
birth, and make known to their fathers and brethren the word of 
salvation. Of that day, however, there are at present no 
dawnings ; but rather the night is growing darker. The latest 
intelligence received from Mr. Jones at the Mauritius, dated 
January 4th, says, " The poor Christians in Madagascar are still 
most violently persecuted. The Queen has sent persons in 
search of them into the deserts, forests, and caves ; and when 
they are caught, she has ordered that they should be thrown 
beadlong in a hole, and boiling water be poured upon them. 
Their letters are most distressing and heart-rending. I do not 
know what we can do for them. Besides this, they are perishing 
of hunger and want in their concealed places, and are hunted 
Hke beasts of prey. Thus the Queen is more hostile than ever 
to the Gospel and its friends ; so that the door is now more 
closely shut than ever against Missionaries." But in the midst 
c^f these trials the faithful brethren hold fast their integrity : 
tliough persecuted, they are not forsaken; though perplexed, 
tliey are not in despair; though cast down, they are not 
destroyed ; " and in the midst of the storm of persecution," 
^dds Mr. Jones, " several new converts have embraced Christi- 
anity." Let the churches of Christ remember their brethren in 
TDonds, as bound with them, and earnestly pray that the omni- 
potence of mercy may yet subdue the proud and cruel spirit of 
the Queen of Madagascar, and make her a nursing mother to 
that church which she now labours to destroy. 

MAURITIUS. 

From the third report of the state of the Society's schools in 
this island, it appears that at the commencement of the year a 
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considerable diminution was occasioned by the prevalence of the 
measles, from which many of the scholars, as well as the 
teachers, greatly suffered. Some of the children fell victims to 
the disease, but so soon as it disappeared, the numbers began to 
fill up, and the subsequept increase was so great as to rendqr 
further accommodation necessary. The schools are 4 in number ; 
viz., 3 day-schools, and a Sabbath-school, and contain collectively 
255 children. The examination of the day-schools was held in 
November last, and afibrded no ordinary gratification to the 
numerous friends who were present. The proceedings were 
concluded with singing and prayer. 

With the assistance of Mr. Le Brun, services have been 
regularly held both in the Northern and Southern Camps. Aa 
regards the latter, it is stated, " Although the attendance has 
not been so numerous as might be wished, yet considering the 
low tone of moral feeling prevailing among the classes which are 
the special objects of these services, there has been a suflScient 
reward for exertions hitherto made, as well as to call forth 
greater exertions on their behalf." 

The friends of the Gospel in Mauritius continue to manifest 
an undiminished attachment to the cause of Scriptural education, 
and the liberality of their contributions towards defraying the 
expenses of the schools no\y under notice deserves grateful 
acknowledgment. 

The present state of the lately emancipated population of 
Mauritius is such as to put forth strong claims on the zeal and 
compassion of the churches. Probably no body of people in 
the world, for whom any amount of Christian exertion has been 
made, are so lamentably destitute of the bread of life. On 
account of numerous prior claims, and under the existing cir- 
cumstances of the Society, the Directors can do little more than 
recognise the case, and they fervently hope it will not long be 
sujflFered to remain in abeyance. The way of the Lord appears 
to be remarkably prepared in this Colony. Many and formidable 
obstructions which formerly existed are removed, and the Gospel 
might now be proclaimed throughout the length and breadth of 
this noble island to multitudes of waiting souls, with the most 
perfect freedom. A more favourable season could not be 
presented for bringing tens of thousands of our fellow-creatures, 
suffering at this time all the miseries of spiritual darkness, to a 
apeedy acquaintance with the truth as it is in Jesus. Human 
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agency, attended by the blessing of the Most High, alone is 
wanted to achieve this most important object. 

Through the instrumentality of Mr. Baker, the press has been 
kept in almost unceasing operation to subserve the cause of God 
among the population of this Colony • The circulation of books, 
calculated to convey a knowledge of Divine truth, is extensive ; 
and will no doubt form an excellent preparative to the full 
appreciation by the people of the announcement of the Gospel 
by the living voice. 



WEST INDIES. 



Among the newly-enfranchised negroes and the coloured 
population of these colonies are found some of the richest 
rewards of Missionary zeal, and the strongest encouragement to 
more extended labours. Our brethren, both in Jamaica and 
British Guiana, hear uniform and unequivocal testimony to the 
order, industry, and general good conduct of the people imder 
their instruction. Their recent transition from slavery to free- 
dom has been accompanied by strong temptations to many evils 
to which human nature, especially when unblest with education 
and refinement, is generally prone ; but from the charge of indo- 
lence, intemperance, and insubordination, the negroes upon our 
Missionary settlements have been free. His Excellency the 
Governor, in his proclamation for January last, congratulates the 
colony and the negroes on the diminution of crime, and states 
that there was, at that time, only one half of the number of 
prisoners in the gaols, that there was prior to the first of August, 
1838. 

The Great Shepherd has accompanied the zeal and compassion 
of his servants who went forth to seek the sheep that were 
scattered in the cloudy and dark day, with an aniount of success 
which makes them forget their sacrifices and rejoice in their 
toils. By their means, hundreds, nay thousands of those th^t 
were lost, have been brought into the fold of Christ, and are now 
feeding in the green pastures, and rejoicing beside the still 
waters of salvation. 

ThQ phavQcter of negro piety, though acconapfu^i^d by othi 
defects than those which db^wd fiiaongstt o\^^^V^^\ *^^ ^^ 
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genuine, and in some of its qualities eminent. Their improve- 
ment of the Sabbath and diligent observance of Divine ordinances 
would supply a profitable example to the people of England, 
and even to many of the members of our churches. No indis- 
position, no long walk of three to eight miles beneath a tropical 
sun, no heavily falling rain, no indifference to the claims of 
Jehovah, keeps them from the place of prayer. 

Their respect and attachment to those men of God who have 
forsaken country and kindred to make known to them the way 
of life, remind us of those early converts of whom an apostle says, 
" I bear you record, that if it had been possible, ye would have 
plucked out your own eyes, and have given them to me." 

The generosity of the West Indian Christians supplies a lovely 
example to our own churches. It needs no excitement, but 
only a discreet and salutary guidance. They remember the 
words of the Lord Jesus, how he said, " It is more blessed to 
give than to receive ;" and the riches of their liberality teach us 
how much may be accomplished for the cause of God, by those 
whose resources are very limited, if there be first a willing mind. 
The summit of hope with many of the aged Afiricans is, that their 
children may be employed to bear to the land which they still 
remember and love as the land of their birth, that blessed Gospel 
which soothed them in their former bondage, and sweetens and 
consummates their present freedom. 

The amount contfiiJuted in the year 1838 for the support and 
extension of the Gospel, by the congregations in the colony 
of Berbice alone, was £1,976; in the year 1839 it was £4,102. 
Thus it will be seen that the infant churches of the West Indies 
will not only soon be self-supported, but also become the 
ministers of that grace which they have so lately received to 
multitudes who now sit in darkness and in the region of the 
shadow of death. 

The church and congregation in George Town, Demerafa, 
under the pastoral care of the Rev. Joseph Ketley, having for 
several years not only supported their minister, but actively 
engaged in Missionary service, the Directors are about to convey 
to trustees resident in Britain, selected by the members of the 
church, the chapel in which they worship, and which was erected 
chiefly by their own contributions, together with the school- 
bouse and preuAses adjoining, and the laud being the property 
of the Society at one of the out-atatious*

Mr. Scott, who embarked with Mrs. Scott on his return to 
Demerara last autumn, has resumed the charge of his import- 
ant station. 

In the absence of Mr. Scott, the station was superintended by 
Mr. Murkland, whose labours have been amply blessed. The 
people have manifested a more than ordinary attention to the 
means of grace, and given substantial proofs of their willingness, 
not only to support the Gospel among themselves, but to diffuse 
it far beyond their own immediate circle. 

The church has received an accession of 59 members, some of 
whom had been brought to know the Saviour through the means 
of sabbath-school instruction. 

The attendance on the Sunday-school has been from 200 to 
300 children and young persons, and about 50 adults. The day- 
school has had a great increase ; the attendance during one 
part of the year being not less than 250. The progress of th^ 
children in the several branches of knowledge wherein they are 
instructed is stated to be highly encouraging. 

The whole amount received at the station for various objects 
during the year, has been £708 10^. sterling, three times the 
amount raised in the preceding year. 

VREES-EN-HOOP {out-station.) 
Freedom Chapel School. — ^In lV\\a \oc^Vi^^%\\.w^\.^4«laQut five 
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miles west of Ebenczer cliapel, two acres of land have been 
granted to the Society for Missionary purposes. On this ground 
a school-house^ intended to be used also as a chapel^ has been 
erected ; and, in the beginning of December, it was opened for 
Divine worship by Messrs. Scott, Rattray, and Murkland. 

Mr. Murkland has taken charge of this statien, and a dwell- 
ing-house is in course of erection for his accommodation. Two 
day-schools, one for boys and one for girls, have been established. 

Mr. Murkland has a good congregation on the Sabbath. The 
people assemble in the new school-house, which accommodates 
about 250 hearers. 

CANAL NO. I. 

Plantation Lust-en-Rust, 

Mr. Rattray has continued his labours without interruption ; 
and the extent to which they have been blessed calls for grate- 
ful acknowledgments to the Most High. Notwithstanding a 
great enlargement of the chapel, there is still no room to spare 
upon the sabbath-day. 

The salutary influence of the Gospel on the conduct of the 
people generally is becoming more and more manifest, while to 
increasing numbers it is evidently made the power of God unto 
salvation. 

In consequence of an accession of 27 members, the number in 
church-fellowship has been increased to 97. 

The day-schools contain 103 children, whose attendance has 
been regular, except during the coffee-harvest. 

On the Sabbath the whole of the people, old and young, re- 
ceive catechetical instruction — a plan which is found to be 
highly advantageous, from its peculiar adaptation to the negro 
mind. 

Amount of local receipts in the past year, £262 sterling. 

MONTROSE. 

Mr. Watt has been favoured with abundant tokens of the Di- 
vine approbation, and is cheered by the most animating prospects 
of a future harvest. He states that his congregation on the Sab- 
bath is so large, that the idea had suggested itself to his mind 
to divide the church and congiegation, if he should succeed in 
procuring a suitable site for another station in the vicinity. The 
cbiirch has received an accession of 116 meicJoet^, 

H 2 
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In April of last year, Mr. Henderson, who had previously the 
charge of the schools at Montrose, removed with his family to 
the island of Leguan, to take charge of that station in the ab- 
sence of Mr. Taylor. After the departure of Mr. and Mrs. Hen- 
derson, Mr. and Mrs. Watts were ably assisted in the schools by 
three of the members of the congregation at Montrose. At the 
close of the year, the day-school contained 130 scholars, and 
the sabbath-school, 200. 

In connexion with this station there are four out-posts, at 
which the attendance respectively is from 50 to 300. 

The contributions of the people in this part of the colony, for 
the support and extension of the Gospel, during the past year, 
have amounted to £543 5s. 7d. 

LEGUAN ISLAND. — PLANTATION DIAMOND. 

{At the Mouth of the Essequebo River,) 

Mr. Taylor has returned to England, and the charge of this 
Htntion has devolved upon Mr. Henderson, who, on his arrival 
there early last year, commenced his operations by visiting 
daily the people on the plantations, called "Elizabeth Anne," 
** Pleasing Hope," and ** Uniform;" and he had soon the happi- 
nesM to find that these labours contributed not a little, under 
i\\o Pivino blessing, to bring the people very numerously and 
statedly to attend the means of grace at the station. 

The infant church, formed some time before Mr. Taylor's 
embnvkation for England, has had an addition of 10 members, 
nmking a total of 14 at the end of the year. 

T\\v day and sabbath-schools, containing over 200 scholars,* 
nre in u n'markably prosperous state.

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the Sabbath numbered about 1000 persons. One of the deacons 
held a prayer-meeting early on the Sabbath-morning, which was 
well attended, particularly by the aged people. A prayer-meeting 
was also held on the Wednesday evening, and a Missionary 
prayer-meeting on the first Monday of the month. The church 
contained from 250 to 300 members, whose walk and conversa- 
tion afforded satisfactory evidence that they had not received 
the grace of God in vain. 

The yearly examination of the school under the care of Mr. 
Morris, held in December last, is thus noticed by a correspond- 
ent of the Berbice Advertiser : — 

** On Friday the annual examination of the children receiving in* 
struction in the British School, in connexion with the London Missionary 
Society, took place. The proficiency of the children, and the evident 
happiness they enjoy while under instruction, afford the most satisfactory 
evidence of the great utility of the institution, and the capability and pa- 
rental kindness with which the master and mistress discharge the important 
duties committed to their charge. 

"Since the establishment of the school, in April, 1838, 444 children 
have been admitted, of which number 277 actually knew not the alphabet 
at the time of admittance. There are now 304 on the books. 

" His Honour. G. G. Lowenfeld, John M*Leod, Esq., Stipendiary Ma- 
gistrate, Dr. HoUingsworth, James Laing, D. C. Cameron, Jun., W. Killog, 
Esqrs.,and Capt. Scott, were present during the examination, and all expressed 
themselves highly gratified ; indeed, a more gratifying sight could not 
have been afforded. 

" Nothing could exceed the good and orderly conduct of the children, 
or their cleanly, healthy, and cheerful appearance.** 

The total receipts of the station for the past year have amounted 
to £440. 

The Rev. Ebenezer Davies, appointed to New Amsterdam, 
embarked on the 20th of December last, with Mrs. Davies, and 
arrived in the colony on the 6th of February. 

LONSDALE. 

Lewis Chapel. — The attendance on public worship continues 
to afford much encouragement. " It is a very rare thing," Mr. 
Forward observes, "to preach to a thin congregation, and, 
notwithstanding the repeated enlargements of the chapel, 
additional accommodation is yet needed." 

From the large accession which the church has received during 
the year, the number of communicants has increased to 410. 
This is indeed encouraging, and shows, in a signal manner, that 
the Lord has smiled upon the laboiurs of his servant^* The

practical influence of the Gbspel upon the minds of the people 
is alao evinced by the number who, instead of living in a state 
of immorality, as they had long been used to do, have entered 
into the marriage state, according to the principles and sanctions 
of Christianity. Few facts can place in a more striking light 
the happy change which has taken place among the people than 
this. Not long since, the rite of marriage was either totally 
unknown, or wholly neglected by them ; and the evils springing 
from a state of things so opposed to moral purity were truly 
awful and afflictive. Such is no longer the case, at least to any 
thing like the same extent. Since his arrival in the colony, Mr. 
Forward has had the happiness to unite in marriage no less than 
500 couples, and in every instance the adoption of this step by 
the parties in question was only preparatory to their reception 
of the rite of baptism ; so that entrance upon the married state, 
involving as it has done, the relinquishment of previous habits 
of unholy intercourse, is, in point of fact, inseparably pro- 
cursive to the profession of the Gospel, if not to a vital change 
of heart. Too much importance, therefore, can scarcely be 
attached to the circumstance now stated, though in almost any 
other case it would be regarded as but of little significance in a 
religious point of view. 

The day-school contains 109 scholars, and the Sunday-school 
230. In reference to the former, Mr. Forward states that the 
improvement of the children has been considerable. 

Salem Chapel, Plantation Highbury, — The congregations and 
schools at this out-station are reported to be in a truly gratifying 
state. There is no regular church, but the Lord's Supper is 
administered twice a month to such people as are members of 
the church at Lonsdale. 

The total receipts of the Lonsdale station for the past year 
amount to nearly £1,000. 

In February of last year, Mr. Forward accompanied Mrs. 
Forward to Barbadoes for the benefit of her health. On returning 
to the station, they were delighted to find that their attached 
people had employed the interval in making improvements in 
the Mission chapel and dwelling, and had spontaneously raised 
the sum of £130 to defray the expenses, which would have 
amounteA to £50 more, only for the kind aid afforded by a friend 
on the spot in superintending the Yroik anA. \0joo\ixva!g, ^\th his 

banda to help it forward. 
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After her return from Barbadoes, Mrs. Forward had a serious 
relapse, and it was deemed necessary that Mr. Forward should 
accompany her to this country for the restoration of her health. 
Our friends arrived in London, on the 13th of May. 

WEST COAST. 

Hanover. 

After the secession of Mr. Edwards, on account of the failure 
of his health, the care of this branch of the Mission devolved upon 
the Berbice brethren unitedly, while the more special charge of 
it was committed to Mr. Kenyon. 

It appears that many of the people, who formerly resided near 
Hanover Chapel, have located themselves lower down the coast 
on plantations from which they had been removed before the 
expiration of slavery. Notwithstanding the numerical declension 
thus occasioned, the congregations still number between 500 and 
GOO, and there has been an addition to the church of 95 members. 

In the day and sabbath-schools there are 280 children under 
instruction. 

The sums contributed in the past year, by the people at this 
station, and its outposts (as named below,) for the maintenance 
and extension of the Gospel, have amounted to £740, which 
exhibits a large and cheering increase as compared with the 
preceding year. 

PERSEVERANCE CHAPEL. — (out-staUon to Hauover.) 

A large number of the people who left Hanover in the course 
of the year have joined the congregation at this outpost, of which 
Mr. Jansen has charge, and the number in attendance at the 
close of the year amounted to about 500. 

The day-school contains 125 children, and the Sunday-school 
190. 

• UNION CHAPEL. — {put-^tatioTi to Hauover.) 

There has also been an increase in the congregation at this 
outpost, the average attendance being about 600. There are 
two schools containing 90 children. 

The Rev. James Roome, appointed to the Hanover station, 
embarked on the 20th of December last, and arrived at his 
destination on the 6th of February. 

ROSSFIELD. 

Ibam CAapel.— The congregation at ^ia^ %U3CvycL Viz^ \»^^ 
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uniformly good, and the church has received a large accession of 
members. The number added is 106, which makes the entire 
number united in the fellowship of the Gospel, 192. 

Many of those recently received are old people who, early in 
life, were torn away from Africa, the land of their fathers, to 
waste their youth and manhood in a land of slavery. Truly may 
it be said of them, that their last days are their best. With them, 
the long night of sorrow has ended, and they are now rejoicing 
at once in the light of civil freedom and of Gospel privileges. 

In the day-school, containing 186 scholars, and the sabbath* 
school 155, good progress has been made. 

Mr. Henery, formerly the native catechist at this station, is no 
longer connected with the Society. 

The local contributions have amounted to £330 I5d, 2s. 

The Rev. Joseph Waddiugton, who embarked with Mrs. 
Waddington for Berbice, in December last, has taken charge of 
this station, where he arrived in February of the present year. 

William's Hope, Ebenezer Chapel. — At this out-station, a 
place of worship has been erected at the entire expense of the 
negroes, about 200 of whom regularly assemble to hear the word 
of God. The locality will henceforth be considered an out- 
station, not of Fearn Chapel, but of Lonsdale, as it is placed 
under the charge of the Missionary at the latter station. 

BLYENDAAL — CANJE DISTRICT. 

Orange Chapel. — At a public meeting held at this station in 
December last, John M'Leod, Esq. in the chair, Mr. Haywood 
presented a highly interesting report of the progress and actual 
state of the Mission, of which the following is an extract : — 

"According to the wise appointment of our Heavenly Father, the stated 
ministry of the everlasting Gospel was commenced in this place five years 
and six months ago. At that time the people were just emerging from 
slavery, but were still the slaves of Satan. Scarcely had a beam of Divine light 
shone upon their darkness. Not one was married ; none baptized*; neither 
could any read the Word of Life. Sunk in most deplorable ignorance, 
(the genuine effect of slavery,) and destitute of the Gospel, they were living 
without God and without hope in the world. During the first year of 
Missionary labour, the task was exceedingly diflficult. The people gene- 
rally being unacquainted with the English language, the ministry of the 
Word was partly lost upon them. Hence the labourers went forth weeping, 
hearing precious seed, and crying, * Who hath believed our report ? and 
imto whom hath the arm of the Lord been revealed ?' 

"Early in 1830, the first Misfe'iouar^ c\\utc\\ vjaa formed in this place, 
and J 4 iudividuais, who had felt t\\e power kA \.V\e Oos.v^\/^oycv^^ vivOss. w^ 
in commemorating the Saviour's d>\ng Ao\e.

until the glorious period of the emav\c\p«i\.\ovv,\iot«^Vo^^^\.^V3si^vo^ 
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creasing prevalence of the truth, brightened our proi|!>ects, and gave indu- 
bitable evidence that God was in the midst of us. The day of complete 
freedom to the negroes brought their principles to the test : but it did so 
only to bring honour and credit to themselves, and to stop the mouth of 
every gainsayer. Their good conduct on that and succeeding days sur- 
passed all that their most sincere friends had anticipated, and indicated 
what their future behaviour would be. Since the curse of slavery has been 
removed, the people have advanced in intelligence, industry, sobriety, and in 
every grace characteristic of those who are guided by the principles of the 
Gospel. Since the day of freedom, their gratitude to God, and their love to 
his ministers, l^ave been remarkable. They have not been forgetful of their 
friends, neither of Him whose love has abounded towards them. That in- 
gratitude has no place in their bosoms has been manifested in all their 
procedure ; and we are bold to assert, that, while no subjects throughout 
her Majesty's dominions are more loving and more loyal, no class of the 
human family feel more grateful for the Gospel, nor more sincerely devo- 
ted to the glory of God, than the negroes attached to the Missions of the 
London Missionary Society in Berbice.** 

To show more clearly the progress that has been madei it may 
be stated that in 1835 there were not any church members, (the 
church was formed in the following year,) and the contributions 
of the people only amounted to 859 guilders. At the close of 
the period now under review, the church members were reported 
»t nearly 100, and the contributions for the year exceeded 
10,000 guilders. 

The attendance in the place of worship has averaged 650, and 
at the out-station it has been 200. 

At a meeting held in the course of the year, the collection 
*niounted to more than £220, which, with the before-men- 
tioned contributions, make the total receipts of the station last 
year to exceed £900 sterling. 

It is painful to add that Mrs, Haywood had suffered so severely 
^^ her health, that a voyage to England was recommended as 
^6 only probable means of restoration. She has accompanied 
^^* and Mrs. Forward to tliis country. 

UPPER DISTRICT, 

-Brunswick Chapel, — Mr. Rose continues to labour with dili- 
^^ce and success at this station. In the report transmitted by 
^^. Forward, it is stated: — 

. ** The neighbourhood of Brunswiclt chapel has long been noted for the 
^^^thenish practices of the people, and rites of this description, brought 
/^^%?inally from Africa, have been partially retained up to the present time. 
^ few weeks since, an old female brought to Mr. Rose two small wooden 
^cut from a log of wood in the rudest manner imaginable. These, she 
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s«d, had been worShipped by her, and others, but when the Gospel was 
first brought into the country, she kept them by her concealed, to see 
what would be the effect. Her expectations were, that as the word of 
God was a new thing, it would not gain ground, but soon die away. In 
this she was disappointed. Year after year elapsed, and every year the 
Gospel increasejd in power and influence. After remaining in this state 
five years, she at length became convinced of its truth, yielded to the 
conviction, brought her idols in which she had trusted, and gave them up 
as a trophy to the mighty power of Divine truth, saying in effect, * What 
have I to do any more with idols ?* " 

The congregation at Brunswick chapel is large, amounting to 
850 persons, whose attendance is regular, and by whom great 
attention is manifested to the message of salvation. During the 
year the church has received the large accession of 122 members, 
making the total number in communion, 175. In the day-school, 
evening-school, and Sabbath-school unitedly, the number under 
instruction is 570. Another school, established for the instruc- 
tion of adults, contains 200 people. 

The contributions of this station in the past year have 
amounted to £372 6*. 4rf. 

The Rev. Richard Thompson, lately employed as schoolmaster 
and catechist in connexion with the Scotch church. New Am- 
sterdam, has entered the service of the Society with a view to 
his labouring at this station. 

CORENTYNE COAST. — FYRISH PLANTATION. 

Albion Chapel, — This station, which was commenced by Mr. 
Kenyon in 1836, has received abundant tokens of the Divine 
favour. The attendance on public worship is generally about 
600, and in the past year 100 members have been added to the 
church. 

The day-school contains 150 scholars, and the Sabbath-school 
170. 

Preparations are making for the erection of a new chapel at 
this station, and it is intended to fit up the old one to serve as a 
school-house. 

At Plantation Alness, about 8 or 9 miles up the Corentyne 
Coast, there is a promising branch station, which Mr. Kenyon 
occasionally visits. There are 45 church members on this estate, 
who, with the help of the people generally, are putting up a 
temporary chapel, and school-house. 

The contributions of the station iox t\ie ^^al ^eax amount to 
£303 Is. lOd. sterling. 
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JAMAICA. — TRELAWNEY. 

First Hill, — The past year has been one of much trial to the 
brethren at this station, arising partly from discouragements ex- 
perienced in the prosecution of their labours, and partly from 
frequent seasons of illness in their families. 

Mr. Vine reports that the congregation, though at one period 
irregular, has improved, and that the word of God is listened 
to with encouraging attention. 

There are 12 candidates for church fellowship, some of whom, 
it is hoped, are sincerely seeking after God. 

The church members number 13, and their conduct in general 
harmonizes with their holy profession. In a few instances there 
appear decided evidences of growth in grace. 

Besides the stated services at First Hill, Mr. Vine preaches 
every Wednesday evening at Arcadia, and occasionally on Sab- 
bath days among the mountains in the rear of his station. 

The number of children in the day-school, under the charge 
of Mr. Okell, is 85, and the average attendance about 50. 
Those who attend with regularity are making excellent progress 
in the elementary branches of education. 

With the commencement of the present year, the face of 
iifiairs at this station underwent a most favourable change ; a 
<leeper interest than had for a long time before been exhibited 
on the subject of religion became visible among the people ; and 
with this a spirit more consonant to the precepts of the gosp«l 
began to evince itself in their conduct. 

ST. Ann's. 

Dry Harbour. — The congregations both at Dry Harbour and 
Claremont continue good, and the attention manifested is such 
as to encourage the hope that the Word is not preached in vain. 

Twelve individuals have been added to the church during the 
past year, and two have died ; leaving the number in communion 
29. It is a subject of thankfulness, that although this church 
has been formed nearly three years, and the strictest vigilance 
has been exercised over its members, not a single case has ap- 
peared, calling for the discipline of the church. The candidates 
are 30, and some of those, it is expected, will shortly be received 
into church fellowslup. 

The report of ike schools is upon the Yrho\e iavo\>x«XAfc. ^xcsia. 
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the statistical returns, which are incomplete, it appears that the 
day-school at Dry Harbour, under the charge of Miss Ellis, con- 
tains 70 children. 

Claremont. — This branch station, and the Mission with which 
it is connected, have sustained a severe loss in the lamented death 
of Mr. Russell, on the 11 th of April last. Mrs. Russell has, with 
exemplary devotedness, remained at the post of her departed 
husband, but the state of her health renders her continuance 
there more than doubtful. Mr. Alloway urges the desirableness 
of sending out a suitably qualified teacher to succeed Mr. 
RusselL * 

The receipts of the stations for the past year have amounted 
to £48^ 15^. Id. 

MANCH£ST£R. 

Mandeville. — The return of Mrs. Slatyer to this country was 
announced in the last annual report. Her continued indispositioDi 
which terminated in death on the 16th of February last, 
obliged Mr. Slatyer to return to England for a season : he 
arrived in London on the 14th of October last. 

The following communication has been received from Mr. 
Slatyer : 

" Chapelton, Four Paths, Poms, and Mandeville, with their out-statioiu, 
are all in a truly prosperous state. At each there is a good and regular 
attendance of attentive hearers, from among whom God is adding to the 
several churches such as shall be saved. A spirit of hearing is poured out 
upon the people. God has given his servants especial favour amongst thenif 
so that, whenever they preach the word of eternal life, they are gladly heard. 
The people are grateful to the Society for the blessings it has been the 
means of conferring on them, and the first fruits of their gratitude, you 
have already received in the generous contributions they have made to the 
cause of Christ. Five years ago there was not a Missionary in the whole 
district. A few sermons were preached in the course of a year, by Mis- 
sionaries visiting the place from a great distance. Scarcely an individual 
possessed or could read the word of God. Many had never seen a 
Missionary or heard the Gospel, and the whole was a scene of immorality 
and vice. But now they have Missionaries amongst them ; great numbers 
have become possessed of the Bible, can read it, yea more, many prize it 
as more precious than gold, and sweeter than honey ; their moral, and 
with it, their social, condition, is rapidly changing, proving that Christianity 
alone is suited to overcome the evils of the dark places of the earth, and 
to work that change which will at length enable us to say, that the desert 
rejoices and blossoms as the rose. 

" In their new condition as freemen, the beneficial effects of Christian 
instruction are abundantly seen amongsV l\v^ \\«^to^^,^wd masters are not 
vnwilUug to confess that they are beat sciNedib^ xXioi^ N9\i^\&aaX\i«n^»9DS^ 
go to the house of God." 
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The services at Mandeville have, in Mr. Slatyer's absence, been 
sustained by the brethren in rotation. The Lord has not per- 
mitted them to labour in vain. They have had the happiness to 
receive 25 additional members into the church, and are encou- 
raged to hope that the number of believers in this quarter will 
be great. 

The average attendance in the day-school, under charge of 
Mr. Gibson, has been 230, 

CLARENDON. 

. Whitefieldf {late Porus,) — This station is rapidly advancing in 
importance. 

On the 28th of November the people assembled in great num- 
bers, with the Missionaries and Teachers, to commemorate the 
centenary of the Rev. George Whitefield ; to pay a tribute to his 
memory by naming the station after him ; and to consecrate with 
solemn prayer and praise, the piece of ground selected as a site 
for new Mission premises. 

Mr. Barrett reports that the present chapel has long been too 
small for the congregation ; and though a shed has been erected 
outside, the accommodation is insufficient. 

Fourteen members have been added to the church, and in the 
exercise of necessary discipline, 2 have been excluded. 

From 120 to 140 scholars attend the day-school, which con- 
tinues under the care of Mr. Hillyer, on whom, in the absence 
of Mr. Slatyer, the charge of the station has in a great measure 
devolved. 

Towards the intended new Mission dwelling and chapel, the 
^>eople have promised to subscribe £318 I5s* currency, of which 
^um about one third has been received. 

FOUR-PATHS. 

The attendance on the means of grace at this station is re- 
■ported to be very encouraging, especially on the Sabbath morn- 
ing. But the services held after nightfall are not so well fre- 
quented, on account of the bad state of the roads leading to 
the place of worship. 

On the 1st of August, the people made a special effort to aid 
the funds of the Society, amounting to nearly £50 currency. 
Such proof of attachment to the cause of God, and oC ^x^XxVxsAft 
for the spiritual blessings conferred on them t\iTO\x^ \\\^ vcvsJCtx^.- 
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mentality of the Society, cannot but be viewed with feelings of 
hope. 

The church has received an addition of 14 members, who, with 
those previously admitted, are walking in peace and love, to the 
great joy and comfort of our devoted brother. 

The school conducted by Mr. Milne contains 140 children, 
many of whom read in the Old and New Testament, and possess 
a tolerable acquaintance with the Scriptures. Mr. Milne de- 
clares that they evince a quickness and docility equal to any 
thing he had witnessed in England, and that a decided improve- 
ment has taken place in their morals. 

Mr. Barrett, together with Mr. Reid, a brother Missionary of 
the Baptist denomination labouring at Porus, has recently been 
charged with riot and assault by a person of the name of Ander- 
son, residing in the same village. It may be sufficient to state 
that the prosecutor was a seller of ardent spirits^ to whose 
interests the ministry of our brother was supposed not to be 
favourable. He had therefore often threatened to molest Mr. B., 
and Had subjected him to a long course of annoyances and insults. 
The congregation naturally felt indignant at this treatment of 
their minister, and out of these circumstances the prosecution 
arose. 

The Directors deeply regret the anxiety and vexation which 
their esteemed brother has been called to bear ; they rejoice in 
the Christian kindness of his people, who most promptly dis- 
charged all the legal expenses ; and they most cordially sympa- 
thise with his brother Missionaries in their testimony of unshaken 
confidence in his character, and of unabated attachment to his 
person. 

MOCHA MOUNTAINS. 

Brixton-hill, {put-station to Four-paths.) — The school in this 
locality, commenced by the Native Teacher, John Grange, in 
August last, affi)rds every encouragement. The number of 
children under instruction is 60. 

Since the 11th of December, the people have assembled at 
stated periods to unite in Divine worship. On that day a col- 
lection was made to assist in defraying the expenses of the station, 
>yhich amounted to £70 currency. 

Toll-gate, — {out-station to Four-paths.) — At this place, the 
population is rapidly increasing. It \^ ^\V\x«.\.^4Vk^-way between 
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Four-paths and Porus ; and, in a house fitted up for the purpose, 
Divine worship is held every Wednesday night. The Gospel 
has also been preached once a week, on a large sugar estate, 
called Parnassus, 4 miles from Four-paths, but under such dis- 
couraging circumstances, that Mr. Barrett intimates the proba- 
bility of its relinquishment. One of the church members at 
Four-paths, is, however, appointed to visit the place twice a 
week, in the hope of producing some beneficial result. 

CHAPELTON. 

. The operations of the Society at this station, which were 
commenced in July, 1838, have been attended with a very 
encouraging measure of success. Notwithstanding the inconve- 
nience occasioned by the want of a suitable place of worship, 
(the Mission buildings not being yet completed,) the congre- 
gations are large and increasing, regular in their attendance, and 
remarkably attentive to the word of life. The inquirers, who 
are 96 in number, receive instruction from Mr. and Mrs. Jones, 
on the week evenings, and many of them appear under deep 
conviction of sin. Some of the old people manifest strong 
desires after spiritual things, and deeply lament that the light of 
the Gospel did not reach them at an earlier period. Several of 
them are expected to join the church at an early period. 

The church was formed on the first Sabbath in July last, 

vrhich was also the anniversary of the opening of the station. 

On that day Mr. Jones surrounded the table of the Lord with 

10 members who had been brought to the knowledge of the 

truth after his arrival. To these, 5 have since been added. 

The school children have made satisfactory progress during 
the past year. The number under instruction is about 100, and 
a large accession is expected when the new school-house is 
completed. 

In reference to the general aspect of the station, the improve- 
ment is manifest. The reflex influence of the Gospel in 
meliorating the temporal condition of the people has been 
strikingly exemplified. The rite of Christian marriage is no 
longer neglected ; drunkenness, dancing, and the various forms 
of sinful revelry formerly so prevalent, are now scarcely known. 
The house of God has become the centre of attraction to all ; 
the renewed and the unrenewed alike gather within its walls ; 
and the hope may therefore be entertained \\i«X AV \sv^ \i^ 
hrovgbt to love it, as true worshippers oi t\ie ^o^X.^^*^* 
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The people have evinced great liberality in their contributions 
for the maintenance and propagation of the Gospel. In less 
than twelve months, they have given no less a sum than £375. 

A new station is contemplated in an important locality about 
10 miles north of Chapelton. The people have aflTorded 
substantial proof of their desire for instruction by contributing 
£200 currency towards the support of the Missionary who may 
settle among them. 

KINGSTON. 

The aspect of this Mission in the past year has not been of 
an encouraging kind, although 16 members have been added 
to the church, and the school contains 110 children. Mr. 
Wooldridge is preparing to remove to the important station, 
Whitefield, formerly called Porus ; and at Kingston he will be 
succeeded by tne Kev. George Wilkinson, who is now in Eng- 
land making arrangements for his embarkation, 

'In addition to his ordinary duties, Mr. Wooldridge has 
preached every week in the public hospital and the gaol. 

Liguanea-^iput-station to Kingston.) 

Cotton^Tree Chapel. — It concerns us to state that our 
American brother, Mr. Ingraham, is about to visit his native 
country to recruit his health. Mr. Wooldridge has supplied his 
lack of service at the station. 

The report is on the whole encouraging : 46 members have 
been added to the church ; thus increasing the number united in 
holy fellowship to 76. 

ST. THOMAS IN THE EAST. 

Surrey Chapel^ Morant Bay. — The church members at this 
station number 54 ; 5 having been added in the course of the 
year ; and there are 139 candidates. 

Mr. Howell reports the number of children under instruction 
at 106. Their progress in Scriptural and general knowledge is 
described to be very gratifying ; and in some of them who have 
joined the class of inquirers, a work of grace seems to have been 
commenced. 

Local receipts, £404 15^. 6r?. currency. 

Blue Mountain Valley. — Mr. Franklin occasionally visits this 

locality in order to instruct the people ; and at the commence- 

ment of the year he opened a scVvooV \)[ve;ice, viVv\OcL\^\ixxdet the 
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charge of the teacher^ Michael Sullivan. It contains 120 
children. 

A property, called Prospect Penn, conveniently situated in 
this long-neglected but populous district, has lately been 
purchased for the site of a new Mission station. 

GENERAL SUMMARY. 

In the several parts of the world connected with the Society's 
operations, there are 361 stations and out-stations ; 156 Mission- 
aries; 4d European, and 451 Native, Assistants; making a total 
of 607 Missionaries and Assistants. Under the care of these are 
101 churches, vrith 9,966 communicants ; and 764 schools, con- 
taining 41,752 scholars. 

There are 15 printing establishments, whose operations are 
noticed in the reports of the respective stations to which they 
belong. 

The Directors present their grateful acknowledgments to the 
Committee of the British and Foreign Bible Society for the 
following grants: — 3,000 copies of the Tahitian Scriptures; 
1,450 copies of St. Luke's Gospel and the Acts of the Apostles, 
in the Tahitian language ; 200 reams of paper, to print the Old 
Testament in the language of Rarotonga; 95 Bibles, and 170 
Testaments, in various languages, but chiefly in the English ; 
and £400 towards meeting the expense of translating the New 
Testament and the Psalms into the Sitchuana language. 

The Directors also gratefully acknowledge the following grants 
from the Committee of the Religious Tract Society : — 

Grants in money, £170, to be appropriated chiefly at Singa- 
pore and Batavia ; 352 reams of paper, for printing tracts and 
religious books, principally in the East Indies and Ultra Granges ; 
41,000 publications for Missions in the South Seas, Ultra 
Ganges, India, South Africa, and the West Indies; together 
with 2 Mission Libraries; amounting in all to £446 lOf. 

MISSIONARY STUDENTS. 

The number of students at present pursuing a course of 
preparatory study, with a view to Missionary labour^ under the 
auspices of the Society, is twenty. 

FUNDS. 
At the last Annnal Meeting, the Ditectots Nvete «SLec^o\i^\^ 
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urged by their brethren from the country to attempt during th^ 
year the augmentation of the Society's income to £100,000 
per annum. This proposition was as warmly received as it was 
powerfully proposed and advocated, and the united voice of the 
assembly responded, " It shall stapd." , The Directors have 
employed all practicable means to carry into, effect this noble 
resolution, and, although they cannot report complete success, , 
they are happy and thankful in being able to state that the con- 
tributions for the year have amounted to £91,119 I2s. lOd., 
being an increase on the income of the year preceding, of 
£25,629 2*. 5d. The expenditure h^s been £82,1917 0*. 4d. . 

When it is remembered that the proposed increase amounted 
to more than half the former income ; that one-sixth, part of the 
financial year of thie Society had passed away before dny mea- 
sures could be adopted for accomplishing the object ; and, above 
all, when it is considered that the year has been, one of unusual 
preissure and embarrassment with the^ commercial and manufac- 
turing interests of the community; instead of disappointment, 
the Directors are assured the friends of the Society will be ex- 
cited with astonishment and joy ; that, instead of indulging dis- 
satisfaction, or uttering complaint, .they will address devout 
thanksgivings to Hiih who disposed the. hearts of his people to 
devise liberal things, and who has so largely succeeded their en- 
deavours to perform them ; and, cheering themselves with hope 
and encoui*agement from the past, will still keep the object ever 
before them, through the year to ,come, and redouble their ex- 
ertions for its complete attainment. 

With feelings of inexpressible pleasure, th^ Directors state 
that the amount of contribution? received from the mission- 
churches, and included in the above amount, exceed £15^300, 
being an increase on the income derived firom the same sources 
in the year 1838, of £7,100. 

The income of the Society, as now stated, includes no grant 
from Government, either in this country or in the colonies, but 
consists solely of the free-will offerings of the people.

The Directors deeply regret to state, that tlieir Foreign Se- 
cretary and valued friend, the Rev. William Ellis^ has been 
incapacitated by ill-health from discharging the duties of his office 
since the early part of 1839. During that year, the several de- 
partments of his labour were kindly and efficiently discharged 
by the Rev. Dr. Henderson, the Rev. Arthur Tidman, and the 
Rev.' J. J. Freeman. 

At the commencement of the present year, the medical ad- 
visers of Mr. Ellis stated that a further entire relaxation 
for twelve months was essential to his recovery ; and that, while 
entertaining the hope of his ultimate restoration, they were not 
of opinion that, with the augmenting business of the Society, 
he would be able to resume the entire duties of the office. It 
appeared therefore to the Directors, necessary that the duties of 
the foreign Secretaryship should henceforth be performed by a 
plurality of persons, and their attention was directed to the Rev. 
Arthur Tidman, whom they considered in all respects suitable to 
become the colleague of the Rev^ William Ellis. 

They have also requested the services of Mr. Freeman during 
the remaining period of Mr. Ellis*s unavoidable absence, which 
he has very readily and kindly engaged to render. 



CONCLUSION. 



The Directors cannot adequately express their deep and so- 
lemn conviction of the importance of a well-qualified native 
agency in every sphere of missionary labour. The great, but 
unavoidable, expense involved in the preparation and transmis- 
sion of European missionaries*, the wUex \\xv^ci^'s^'X\V5 ^\ ^- 
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taining and sending forth a sufficient number of such agents to 
meet the urgent and extending claims of the heathen world ; 
the fatal influence of a foreign climate upon the strength and 
life of many devoted brethren who have left our shores ; — these 
are so many reasons^ on the one hand^ why our dependence on 
home agency should be moderated and restricted ; while, on the 
other^ the familiarity of the native convert with the language, 
manners, and customs, of his own country, and the congeniality 
of its climate with his physical powers, direct our hope and 
confidence toward him as the appointed instrument of God for 
the conversion of the unenlightened multitudes by whom he is 
surrounded. Reflection and inquiry, however, will make it ap- 
parent that both classes of agents are equally required to meet 
the exigencies and the prospects of the missionary cause. 

The Directors rejoice that the diffusive spirit of primitive 
piety characterizes the churches gathered from among the hea- 
then, and that the Divine Redeemer has raised up from among 
them many teachers and evangelists, who, animated by affection 
and zeal, are anxious, as the instruments of mercy, to turn their 
countrymen from dumb idols to the Living God. 

It must, however, be most obvious, that to qualify them for 
this high and holy service, a suitable course of probation — of 
moral and mental training — is indispensable ; and for want of 
this, some early effoits to extend the Gospel by native converts 
have proved not only fruitless, but injurious. It has long, 
therefore, been a subject of anxious and prayerful deliberation 
with the Directors, to devise and adopt the best measures for 
elevating the religious character, and improving the intellectual 
faculties, of the native teacher, so that the evils too commonly 
attendant on his noviciate may be prevented, and, beiing tho- 
roughly furnished to every good word and work, that 4e may 
become an able minister of the New Testament, and an honour- 
able example of the faith he preaches. \ 

Oar Missionary brethren in general have shared wit^ the 
Directors in their solicitude to promote this object, and a^ op- 
portunity favoured, they have given suitable instruction to the 
catechists and teachers under their care ; and by some of th^© 
labouring in different parts of India, these efforts have h^ 
more systematic and extended. But the Directors feel, that i> 
carry out a course of ministerial education with efficiency, it iV. 
necessary that the Literary and T\ieo\og^c?i\ §>\x^^x\\v\.^\A^\\V^^ 
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should, to a great extent, be relieved of other kinds of Missionary 
labour, and be primarily, though not exclusively, devoted to this 
arduous and important work. Nor are they convinced less 
strongly, that for the native Christians to be prepared for the 
service of the sanctuary, they must be withdrawn, not only from 
secular pursuits, but from the customs and associations of hea- 
thenism, and to as great an extent as possible, be brought under 
the influence of Christian discipline and domestic order. Im- 
pressed with the importance of these views, the Directors, in 
harmony with the sentiments and wishes of Missionary brethren 
now in England, have recently resolved to establish a Literary and 
Theological Seminary for thirty native students, at Bangalore, in 
the Presidency of Madras ; and they indulge the hope, that by the 
close of the present year, they may be allowed to congratulate 
the Society on the auspicious commencement of this important 
design. They trust, also, that such may be the successful issue of 
this new effort to extend the Gospel by a native agency in that 
populous region, that a similar institution may shortly be esta- 
blished in Bengal ; and that not in India only, but also in Africa, 
in the West Indies, and in the isles of the Pacific, effective mea- 
sures may, in due season, be adopted for preparing a future race 
of pastors and teachers for the native churches, and of faithful 
Missionaries for the regions beyond them. The Directors feel 
assured that these measures will commend themselves to the ma- 
tured judgment and enlightened piety of the best friends of the 
Society, and humbly trust that they will be crowned with His 
favour, who is exalted on high to bestow such gifts upon his 
church, and such blessings on the world. 

Although the Directors have adverted with thankfulness to 
the past and prospective augmentation of the Society's income, 
they cannot give to its friends the most distant intimation that 
the period is near when their efforts may be relaxed, or the ob- 
ject yet in sight that should satisfy their hopes. We live, we 
labour, as we pray, for the salvation of the world. The ef- 
forts already made, have created claims for augmented exertion, 
while every instance of success is a demand no less than an en- 
couragement to more extended labours. We have been la- 
bouring to teach the world its destitution and its woe, and now 
that the plaintive cry is heard from the east and from the west, 
from the north and from the south, ** Come ONex ^.w^ \v^^ \\&V 
shall we shrink from the consequences oi ov\x ovitv sw^ee.^'s*^ ^isA 
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leave the multitudes to pine over their hopeless' '^ori'ows; and to 
perish in their sins? Our brethren* who 'have bbrhef the btirdisn 
and heat of the day complain, riot of thieir toils,' but thfey Ear- 
nestly implore more help. " I must reiterate 'my entreaties for 
missionaries," writes one of their- number from BritiishGuiatia, 
"Oh send, do send, devoted and efficient "men to carry on the 
work here. Thank God, we now want but littlef of your money, 
but we want some of your men. We want men of God, kiid 
men that know the world too; men' who can deWiid to tHe 
lowest capacity, who can patiently labour ^ to dispel tbe mists of 
ignorance from the most illiterate nrinds, aiid Who' at the ikntne 
time can recommend religion, and the body' of 'Christians to 
whom they belong, in whatever society they may be * called to 
move.'* This pressing appeal is echoed and- re-echoed from the 
continent of India, and the Isles of the Pacific; tmd from slich 
appeals the Directors dare not turn tiway their ears. They have 
resolved to send during the present summer feix additional la- 
bourers to the South Seas, where a host' is wanting to supply thie 
place of him who has fallen. Six others at 'least ate required 
for the West Indies; and many, many ^ore, for Ihdia. 

The voice of the Lord isthus heard with' as much* distinctness 
and certainty, as though he were speaking from' the holy oracle, 
and saying. Whom shall I send? and who will go for us? May 
that voice be heard in tbe schools of the prophets, atid through- 
out the churches of our country,- and from the rising ministry 
of Britain may many a willing heart reply, "Here am I, send 
me!*' 

While the Directors thus earnestly invite the ministers and 
members of our churches to conie forth to the help of the Lord, 
to the help of the Lord against the mighty, they utterly disclaim 
all reliance either upon men or measures. By experience, no 
less forcibly and clearly than by the word of truth, they have 
been taught, that neither is he that plant^th any thing, neither 
he that watereth, but God that give'th the increase. Our bro- 
ther's blood, from the shores of Erroraanga, cries in our hear- 
ing, " Cease from man!" Let us hear the voice of Him who, 
being dead, yet speaketh ; and sanctify our ardour by humility, 
our noblest efforts by more earnest «nd unceasing prayelr. T(V 
anticipate success in a cause so holy and divine), and amidst ob-^ — 
structions so numerous and gigantic, unaccompanied by humble 
and exclusive dependence upon \\ve lioVj ^\i\nX., ^vi\i^^ \i^ «.« 
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irrational as it would be impious ; and were our ardour increased 
and our agencies multiplied a thousand-fold, unattended by His 
grace and power, they would bring back nought but certain failure 
and bitter disappointment — the just retribution for our presump- 
tion and our pride. But, though powerless ourselves, the prayer 
of faith will secure for our cause the strength of Omnipotence, 
and the boundless resources of infinite grace. Be ye therefore 
enlarged ; honour God, and he will honour you : ask of him, as 
the King of Zion asks, that he would give to his Anointed the 
heathen for his inheritance, and the uttermost parts of the earth 
for his possession. Let all our difiiculties in this holy cause, and 
all our disappointments too, deepen our humility, and give new 
fervour to devotion ; and in all our intercessions before God for 
the salvation of the world, let the sacrifice of Christ be our 
plea, and the spirit of Christ our hope. Renewing our 
strength by thus waiting on the Lord, faith will bear us as on 
eagles' wings to the summit of that holy hill where prophets and 
apostles stood ; and, like them, looking across the battle-field be- 
neath, where the confederated powers of darkness now fiercely 
contend with the armies of the Living God, we shall see beyond 
** a scene surpassing fable, and yet true ; " a redeemed and happy 
world, placing her many crowns on the head of her Kedeemer: 
and thence, too, we shall catch the sound of heavenly voices, 
mingling with the songs of regenerated earth, and saying, *^ Hal- 
lelujah ! hallelujah ! for the Lord God Omnipotent reigneth, and 
the kingdoms of this world are become the kingdoms of our 
God, and of his Christ, and he shall reign for ever and ever."
